REPORT 


UPoN THE PRESENT STATE OF THE BUILDINGS USED AS A RESIDENCE BY THE OFFICER ADMINISTERING 
THE GovERNMENT OF NATAL WHEN IN THE Crry oF PIETERMARITZBURG, AND THE STATE OF THE 


FURNITURE, AND ARRANGEMENTS UNDER WHICH IT IS PROVIDED AND MAINTAINED. 


During the Year 1883 no additions of any importance have been made to the Buildings at 
Government House. Incidental repairs have been exocuted when necessary, and the Buildings are 


now in a fair state of repair. 


The Buildings are the property of the Colonial Government, and are not well designed or con- 
structed, having been enlarged from time to time as found necessary. The cost of repairs and 
maintenance is met out of the annual vote for Repairs to Public Buildings, under the direction of the 


Colonial Engineer. The cost of additions is paid by special vote of the Legislative Council. 


A Gardener is paid £100 per annum, with an allowance of £25 per annum for a house, and the 


grounds and garden are kept in order by him with the aid of convict labour. 


The principal furniture is somewhat old, and not in good order ; considerable sums have lately 
been expended in the purchase of modern articles of furniture, but much is still wanting to render the 


farnishing complete for a Government House. 


The furniture is maintained out of the annual vote of £200, under the direction of the Colonial 
Engineer ; and this vote has also to bear the cost of all necessary additions. Under the head of 


Furniture are included House Linen, Cutlery, Crockery, Glass, and Cooking Utensils.

POLITICAL FRANCHISE. 
(Extract from Royal Charter, dated 15th July, 1856). 


§ 11. Every man, except as hereinafter excepted, above the age of twenty-one years, who 
possesses an immovable property to the value of £50, or who rents any such property of the yearly 
value of £10, within any Electoral District, and who is duly registered in manner hereafter mentioned, 
shall be entitled to vate at the election of a member for such district. When any such property as 
aforesaid is occupied by more persons than one, as proprietors or renters, each of such occupants, being 
duly registered, shall be entitled to vote in respect of such property, provided the value, or, as the case 
may be, the rent thereof, be such as would entitle each of such joint occupants to a vote if equally 


divided among them. 


§ 12. Aliens, not having been naturalized by some act of the Imperial Parliament, or of the 
Legislature of Natal, and persons who shall have been convicted of any treason, felony, or infamous 


offence, and shall not have received a free pardon, shall not be qualified to vote at such election. 


§ 13. No person shall be capable of being elected member of the Legislative Council unless he 
shall be a duly qualified and registered elector of some electoral district in the Colony, nor unless he 
shall have been invited to become a candidate for such election by at least ten electors of the county or 
borough which it is proposed he shall represent ; nor unless such requisition shall have been transmitted 
to the Resident Magistrate of the county or borough, with a notification of the said candidate’s 


acceptance thereof, at least fourteen days before such election is appointed to take place. 


(Extract from Law 11, 1865, disqualifying certain Natives from exercising Electoral Franchise). 


_1, Every male native, resident in the Colony, or having the necessary property qualification therein, 
whether subject to the operation of Native Laws, customs, and usages in force in this Colony, or 
exempted therefrom, save as in this Law is provided, shall be disqualified from becoming a duly 
registered elector, and shall not be entitled to vote at the election of a member of the Legislative Council 


for any electoral district of the Colony of Natal. 


2. Any male native inhabitant of this Colony who shall show to the satisfaction of the Lieutenant- 
Governor that he has been resident in this Colony for a period of twelve years, or that he has been 
occasionally resident therein equivalent to a twelve years’ residence, and who shall possess the requisite 
property qualification, and shall have been exempted [see Law 28, 1865] from the operation of Native 
Law for a period of seven years, and who shall produce to the Lieutenant- Governor a certificate signed 
by three duly qualified electors of European origin as near as may be to the form in Schedule A 
appended to that Law, and endorsed by a Justice of the Peace or Resident Magistrate of the District in 
which such native resides, a statement to the effect that the Justice or Resident Magistrate endorsing 
said certificate has no reason to doubt tho truth of said certiticate, and the persons signing it are credible 
persons, shall be entitled to petition the Licutenant-Gorernor of Natal for a certificate to entitle him to 
be registered as a duly qualified elector for that electoral division in the colony in which such native 


may possess the requisite property qualification. 








3. The Lieutenant-Governor may direct that the application of any such native be published in the 
Government Gazette, and call upon any person having objection to any such native becoming a duly- 
qualified elector, to submit such objection in writing to the Secretary for Native Affairs, for the 


consideration of the Lieutenant-Governor. 


4. The Lieutenant-Governor may make such rules and orders in and about tho promulgation of 
any such application, and receiving, and entertaining, and deciding upon, and objection thereto, as may 


to him seem necessary. 


5. The Lieutenant-Governor may, at his discretion, grant or refuse to any native applying in 
manner aforesaid for such certificate, entitling him to be registered as a duly-qualified elector ; provided 
always no such certificate shalt be granted unless it shall have been published in manner described in 


Clause 3, at least three months previous to the granting thereof. 


6. Every male native who shall have been exempted from the operation of Native Laws, customs, 
and usages for a period of seven years, and who shall have obtained a certificate from the Lieutenant- 
Governor, entitling such native to be registered as an elector, and who shall be possessed of the 
immovable property qualification required by any Law in force for the time being in that behalf, shall 
be entitled to be duly registered as an elector, and, when registered, shall be entitled to vote at the 
election of a member of the Legislative Council for such district in which he may possess such 
property. : 

<. Every male native to whom such certifi¢ate shall have been granted by the Lieutenant-Governor, 
so long as he may possess the requisite property qualification, and who shall not be convicted of treason, 
or of any infamous crime, or of any crime which, if committed in England, would be felony, shall, 
subject to the provisions of Her Majesty’s Letters Patent, given at Westminster the Fifteenth day of 
July, in the twentieth year of Her Majesty’s reign, or any Law in force for the time being in that 
behalf, be entitled to vote at the election of a member of the Legislative Council for the district in 


which he may possess such property qualification. 


(Extract fram Law No. 2, 1883, “ To amend the Franchise.””) 


§ 3. Every “male inhabitant, of three years’ residence in the Colony of Natal, whose income, 
inclusive of allowances, is equal to £8 per month, or £96 per annum, who may be disqualified as an 
elector under the Charter of Natal on the sole ground of his not possessing the property or rental 
qualification required by the eleventh clause of said Charter, may cause himself to be enrolled by the 
Field Cornet of his Borough or Ward on the list of mon qualified to vote for members of the Legislative 


Council. 


§ 4. Every person claiming the tranchise under the last preceding section, shall deliver to the 
Field Cornet of the Borough or Ward in which ho resides (or other person who may be specially 
appointed for the purpose) in the month of June in each year in which the franchise may be claimed 
under this Law an application following as near as may be the form given in the Schcdalo hereto 


annexed, and such application shall be signed by the applicant, and shall set out his full name, place of 














abode, and business or quality, and shall also set out thut the applicant is a British subject, or, as the 
case may be, a naturalised alien, and shall also contain a statement that the applicant has resided in the 
Colony of Natal for the period of three years, and in the said Borough or Ward for at least six months 
out of the previotis seven months, and that his income, inclusive of allowances, is equal to £8 per 
month, or £96 per annum. Any such applicant who shall wilfully make a false statement in the said 
application shall forfeit One Hundred Pounds, and be for ever disqualified from voting at any election 
within the Colony. 


§ 5. On receipt by the Field Cornet (or other person who may be specially appointed for the 
purpese) of applications made in terms of this Law, he shall enrol the names of the applicants on the 
list required by the 38th Section of the said Charter, and shall enter the qualification of each such 
applicant as that of a lodger. 


§ 6. No person belonging to a class which is placed by special legislation under the jurisdiction 
of special courts, or is subject to special laws and tribunals, shall be entitled to be placed on the Voters’ 
List, or to vote at the election of any member of the Legislative Council: Provided that any such 
person may be exempted from the operation of this clause by letters of exemption granted to such 
person by the Governor of the Colony : Provided further, however, that no such letters of exemption 
shall be granted except upon an application, both writlen in English or Dutch and signed in European 
characters by the applicant in the presence of a Resident Magistrate, a Justice of the Peace, or other 
person appointed for this purposo by the Governor, showing to the satisfaction of the Governor that the 
applicant is a British subject, or a naturalised alien, that he has resided in the Colony for three years, 
and in the same Borough or Ward for six months out of seven months preceding the date of 
application, and that he has not been convicted of any treason, felony, or infamous offence, or that, if 
convicted, he has received a free pardon: Provided such applicant shall have the qualification required 
by the Charter of Natal or by the 3rd Section of this Law, and shall, ifa Native, have been exempted 
from the operation of Native Law. If any person shall in such application make any wilfully false 
statement, such person shall forfeit One Hundred Pounds, and be for ever disqualified as an elector 
of Natal.

to the satisfaction of the Controller of Excise.

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The aggregate attendance at the ten Government Schools is 1,889, and at the thirty-nine aided 
schools, 1,584. 


Of these 3,473 children, 1,571 are under eight years of age ; 1,312 between eight and twelve ; 
517 are between twelve and sixteen ; and 78, 21 of them adults attending evening schools, are over 


sixteen years of age. 


The early age at which most of the pupils leave school isa serious disadvantage to the children 
themselves, and a matter of constant complaint by the teachers. Most children begin only about 
fourteen or fifteen to take an intelligent interest in their work, and to experience the educative value of 
much that is taught. Even the boys who have received a monetary inducement to remain at school in 
the shape of a Bursary to the High Schools of £40 a year for three years have never yet taken 
advantage of the full term, but have thrown up the Bursary for the first promising opening in a 


store or an office. 


It is gratifying that this year the attendance is again higher than on any previous year. It shows 
an increase of 53 over that of last year, and of 1,311 over that of 1877, the year before the present 
Education Laws came into force. The average daily attendance for the year, 2,919 out of the actual 
working number on the books—or 84°04 per cent.—is highly satisfactory, and compares very favourably 
with New Zealand, Queensland, and the Cape of Good Hope, where the percentages are 77:9, 70-2, 
and 70°29 respectively. The extra payment of four shillings for each child who attends the same 
school for not fewer than 175 days in the course of the year has been made on account of 1,446, being 


an increase of 156 over last year’s numbers. 


The European population of the colony is reckoned to be about 30,000. According to the usual 
estimate, one-sixth of this number is the number of children of school age. Deducting the number 
attending schools under inspection we have only 1,527 to represent the number of those who receive 
instruction in private schools or from tutors and goverresses, and of those who receive no instruction 
at all. As the latter class numbers not more than two hundred, we find that 96 per cent. of the white 
children in the colony are receiving systematic tuition. According to the last returns from the Cape 
of Good Hope only 65 per cent. of the white children of school age in that colony are estimated to be 


under ‘instruction of any kind. 


By the gradual establishment of district schools, where childcen can be boarded as well as educated 


the Council of Education is seeking to meet in some measure the needs of country residents ; but it is 


difficult to penetrate educationally to the farm-houses which are scattered at long distances over the 


faco of the colony. The Council had under consideration during the year ths drawbacks which beset 
due supervision of education in remote localities, and came to the following resolution on the subject as 


the best means of obviating the difficulty :— That, in 1884, pro ratd capitation grants in aid be paid 


— 
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by the Council of Education to parents or guardians on behalf of any boys and girls residing not 
nearer than six miles to any Government or Government-aided School, provided they pass a satisfactory 
examination before the Inspector of Schools; and that pupils wishing to take advantage of this 
privilege be required to present themselves at the nearest Government or Aided School at the time of 
its Annual Inspection, and to work according to the Government curriculum of study, a copy of which 


will be furnished on application.” 
As yet only three families have notified their intention of taking advantage of this resolution. 


The system of giving grants to itinerant schoolmasters among the farmers was abolished here in 
1877, and in 1881 the Cape Government found it necessary to do the same. They found, as we did, 
that few qualified persons could bo induced to undertake the work, that no proper supervision could be 
exercised over the teachers and their returns, and that the men could not be depended upon to itinerate 


being more inclined to take up their quarters where they found themselves most comfortable. 


As a further encouragement to country schools, lower-grade certificates, entitling the holders to 
Government aid, are issued to teachers who are fairly competent to impart elementary instruction to a 


‘school of 15 or 20 young children. 


The number, of school committees is gradually decreasing. When a teacher succeeds the 
committee is generally ready to allow him to take sole management of the school, and to make from it 


what income he can. 


All Government and Aided Schools have always been open to “all classes of Her Majesty’s 
subjects.”” They are also bound to receive as free pupils the children of poor widows and of people in 
destitute circumstances, provided the Inspector is satisfied that the case is necessitous. The number of 
coloured children who seek admission is not large. Except a few half-castes in one or two country 
schools, they are found chiefly in the Government Primary Schools, more especially in the two Primary 
Schools in Durban. They do not exceed sixty in number, and their evil inflaence among the other 
children is practically nil. When at school they must conform strictly to European habits and customs, 
and they are under supervision when at play. I have invariably found them as clean and well-clad, 
and as intelligent and industrious as their white companions, and no valid specific complaint has ever 


been made against any of them. 


During the course of the year two aided schools—Little Tugela and Lower Umkomas—have been 
given up, and one Government School—Greytown—and seven aided schools, Noodsberg Road, 
‘Wondértoutein: Sterk Spruit, New Guelderland, South Shepstone, Howick Day, and Howick Evening, 
have been begun. The master of Little Tugela School, until lately a flourishing day and boarding 


school for the Dutch community in the neighbourhood, found at the end of June that the number of 
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his pupils was rapidly decreasing, and his income consequently diminishing. Some of the farmers got 
private tutors for their children, and few little ones were growing up to take the place of those who 
had finished their schooling. The Committee seemed to lose interest in the school, and to think that it 
would be all the better of lying fallow for atime. The school at Lower Umkomas was voluntarily 
closed at the end of the year. The teacher and clergyman, the Rev. Mr. Coyte, reports that nearly all 
the children have left the neighbourhood, and that it was not worth his while to continue the school in 


return for the fees of five or six children and the Government grant of £25 a year. 


Noodsberg Road is a settlement of Germans about seven miles East of New Hanover ; 
Wonderfontein School is 12 miles East from Hermannsburg, and is an old Dutch School resuscitated ; 
Sterk Spruit School is about 21 miles from Maritzburg, near the Greytown road, and can muster only 
nine pupils—all in the neighbourhood; New Guelderland is another old school-centre ; South 
Shepstone School is at the mouth of the Umzimkulu, is under the auspices of the Church of South 
Africa, and is as yet only fairly successful ; and the Howick Day and Evening Schools have been 
begun by an energetic committee and put under the charge of Mr. H. R. Dymes, B.A., for some time 
acting First Assistant in the Boys’ Model Primary School, Maritzburg. 


The following teachers have, during the year, received certificates of ability to conduct Primary 
Schools :—Mr. Edward Hutton ; Mr. W. C. Marshall ; Miss F. E. Mumford; Miss A. Arnold ; Miss 
8. Jacobs ; Miss D. Dick ; Mr. G. W. Bredenkamp ; Miss M. A. Dickens ; Mr. H. R. Dymes ; Mrs. 
Shum ; and Mr. A. G. B. Trenor. The first seven passed the prescribed examination, and the other 
four produced satisfactory certificates to the Council. Five others have received lower-grade certificates 


valid for one school only. 
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EDUCATIONAL RESULTS. 


These are tested by (1) the University of Cambridge Local Examinations ; (2) an Annual 


Examination of the pupils of the High Schools by special examiners ; (3) the yearly written collective 


examination of the most advanced pupils of schools in and near the two towns ; and (4) an individual 


examination and classification into standards of all the pupils of all Government Primary, and Aided 


Schools. Payment for results depends only on the last, and no payment is made unless the school is 


throughout in a satisfactory condition. The annual inspection secures that the interests of the average 


and dull pupils are not sucrificed to those of their more gifted companions. Every teacher has a copy 


of the requirements necessary for a pass in each of the seven standards, and was furnished in the 


beginning of the year with a copy of the following notice :— 





(1.) In 1883 Grants for Attendance at Primary Schools will be made at the rate of 4s, for 
each child who, during the course of the year, attends the School to which the Grant is 
payable, for not fewer than 175 days of not less than 44 hours schoolwork each. . 


(2.) In 1883 Grants for Educational results in Primary Schools will be 5s.. for each separate 
pass in English, Writing, and Arithmetic, as detailed in the revised Schedule of 
Standards issued on 5th November, 1881. 


(3.) No payment for results will be made in respect of any child who has not advanced at 
least one standard since the last annual inspection of the School, or of any child over 12 
years of age who passes lower than Standard III. 


(4.) No payment for results will be made in respect of any child who has uot attended the 
School in which it is examined for at least three months immediately before the date of 


inspection. 


(5.) Payment for results will not be made to any School which tho Inspector considers in an 
unsatisfactory condition in regard to its general discipiine and organisation, or its work 
in subjects other than those for which Capitation Grants are payable. 


(6.) Infant Schools or Infant Departments of Primary Schools will receive a Capitation 
Grant at the rate of 5s. for each child below Standard I. who has attended the School 
regularly for not less than three months immediately before the Examination, provided 
that the number of such children be not fewer than 20, and that-the Inspector is satisfied 
that Kindergarten or similar instruction’ is regularly and efficiently given, and that 


object-lessons, singing, and calisthenic exercises form part of the daily work, 
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(7.) The subjects for the annual collective examination in November, 1883, for Government 


Certificates of Proficiency in Elementary Subjects of Instruction will be as follow :— 


Handwriting. 

Spelling from Dictation. 

Arithmetic. 

English Composition. 

English Grammar, including Analysis of Sentences, and Etymology. 

Geography of Europe (British Isles particularly) and India, including Map 
Drawing from Memory. 

Freehand Drawing. 

English History from 1066 to 1485, and the reign of Victoria. 

Collier’s Great Events of History, pages 106-241 (inclusive). 

Botany : Macmillan’s Primer. 

(8.) All pupils who have entered the High Schools on or before the lst September, 1883, 
will be examined by the Inspector of Schools in ordinary subjects of instruction by 
means of the examination prescribed in paragraph (7), besides being examined in terms 
of the Law in Latin, French, Mathematics, and other higher subjects. 


'(9.) The examination for Bursaries will be the same as that prescribed in paragraph (7), with 


the omission of Botany and Great Events of History. 


On the 28th February the Council of Education rescinded par. (8) and passed a resolution 


enjoining that the special High School examiners “shall in future examine the pupils of the High 


Schools in all subjects, primary and secondary, taught in the school, and that the results of these 


examinations shall be published for general information.” 


The Capitation grants amount to £1,800 16s., an increase of £223 6s. over those for 1882. This 


evidences better work and better attendance. These grants are made in addition to the fixed grants, 


and they are divided among teachers, assistants, and pupil-teachers as a reward for successful work. 


The following Schedule of Standards was adopted in January, 1882, and is almost identical with 


that of Mundella’s Code. It is inserted here to explain the tables which follow :

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161 were made in Standards under III., by pupils over 12 years of age ; and 165 failed to show sufficient progress since last inspection. 
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Nine Government Schools have been open all the year—Maritzburg High, Durban High, 
Maritzburg Boys’ Model Primary, Maritzburg Girls’ Model Primary, Durban Boys’ Model Primary, 
Durban Girls’ Model Primary, and the Primary Schools at Verulam, Ladysmith, and Newcastle. One, 
the Greytown Day and Boarding School, has been open since June Ist. The boarding department of 
the country schools cannot yet be called a success, seeing that the number of boarders averages 14 at 
Ladysmith, and only 3 at each of the other schools. Arrangements have been made. for the erection 
of a similar School at Richmond in 1884. 


The attendance at the Maritzburg High School has increased from 60 to 68, the average Govern- 
ment cost per pupil is £1 5s. 1d. less than last year, and the teaching staff has been augmented by the 
appointment of the Rev. Canon Bowditch, as Acting Assistant Master. Mr. Clark, the Head Master, 
gave notice of his intention to resign at the end of January, 1884, in consequence of the uncongenial 
nature of much of his work, but after a conference with the Council he agreed to withdraw his 


resignation. 


The attendance at the Durban High School remains at 28, and the average Government cost per 
pupil is £8 Os. 3d. less than last year. In both schools part of the decrease in expense to Government 
results from the increase of the fees from 10s. to 15s.a month. The continued low attendance at the 
Durban School gave much anxiety to the Council of Education, and in order to ascertain its cause 
they asked His Excellency to direct an enquiry to bo made by Commission or otherwise. 

_His Excellency appointed a Commission consisting of Mr. Justice Windham, Rev. Canon 
Crompton, and Mr. A. E. Titren. This Commission attributed the low attendance mainly to the failure 
of the people of Durban to appreciate the high educational advantages offered by the school. As 
nothing was said in the report about the proficiency of the pupils, the Council appointed Mr. F. 8. 
Haden and the Rev. Canon Bowditch to hold an examination. The result showed that excellent work 
was being done in Latin and Mathematics, but that English and Arithmetic were decidedly weak. Alt 
the papers were forwarded to HIis Excellency. His Excellency’s minute in reply having been 
considered in conjunction with the Reports of the Commission and examiners, the Council notified to 
the Head Master its opinion that “ the falling off in the numbers attending the Durban High School 
has arisen from the parents of the pupils being at issue with the Head Master as to what proportion of 
time should be devoted to maintaining the proficiency of the pupils in elementary subjects,” and 
directed ‘that in future such time shall be devoted to clementary subjects in the Durban High School 


as shall prevent retrogression therein.” 


In accordance with sect. 5 of the High School Law the Council appointed Mr. F. 8. Haden, B.A., 
and Mr. G. C. K. Richardson examiners of the High Schools for 1883. The examination was entirely 
a written one, and included all the subjects taught in the schools. The results were published in the 
Gazelte, and a copy was given to each pupil. These results consisted of two separate lists of the names 
of the boys in each school in order of merit, giving the number of marks gained in each subject. No 
report was made on the general proficiency of the scholars, on the discipline and methods of organisa- 
tion in vogue, or on the nature and amount of the various subjects of study. ; 


The first of the University of Cambridge Local Examinations was held from the 11th to the 16th 
December, 1882. Thirty-one students were examined—14 from Hilton College, 6 from the Maritzburg 
High School, 5 from the Durban High School, 3 from the Girls’ Collegiate School (Maritzburg), and 
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3 from the Young Ladies’ Collegiate Institution (Durban). Sixteen passed the examination—3 senior 
boys (1 from Hilton with 3rd class honours) ; 2 senior girls; 10 junior boys (1 from the Maritzburg 
High School with 2nd class honours) ; and 1 junior girl. Fifteen failed to pass—4 senior and 8 junior 
boys, and 3 junior girls, Only four candidates—the three girls from tlie Girls’ Collegiate School, 
Maritzburg, and one boy from the Maritzburg High School, passed in all the subjects for which they 
entered. In sending these results the Rev. G. F. Browne, B.D., Secretary to the Syndicate, says :— 
“T think that you should be encouraged by the results of the examination. Many have failed ; but 
good work has been done in one or more branches by several of those who do not gain a certificate. 


Many English centres have made a decidedly worse heginning.” 


Fifty candidates, 32 boys and 18 girls, attended the second of these annual examinations, which 
was held from the 17th to the 22nd December inclusive. The Maritzburg High School sent in 8 
seniors and 4 juniors; the Durban High School, 3 seniors, 6 juniors, and 1 junior over-age ; Hilton 
Yollege, 8 juniors and 2 juniors over-age; the Girls’ Collegiate School, Maritzburg, 3 seniors, 
3 juniors, and 1 junior over-age ; the Young Ladies’ Collegiate Institution, Durban, 1 senior, 2 juniors, 
and 2 janiors over-age; the Old Deanery School, Maritzburg, 4 juniors ; and the Convent School, 
Durban, 1 junior, and 1 junior over-age. Juniors over-age are those between 16 and 17 who take the 
janior papers. The names of those who pass in this class will be placed in a list by thomselves, in 
alphabetical order, but not in any class of Honours, The Honours classes of both seniors and juniors 
are determined solely by the total number of marks gained by the student. The results will be 
published on their arrival from England about the end of April. 


The attendance at both of the Model Primary Schools for boys is nearly the same as last year, 
350 in Maritzburg and 330 in Durban. An additional wing is being added to the Maritzburg School, 
and it is proposed to add a storey to the Durban School. This will enable about 100 more pupils to be 
received in Maritzburg and over 200 more in Durban. The staff in each school consists of the Head 
Master and six qualified assistants. Two certificated teachers, Mr. J. McLaren and Mr. C. J. Mudie, 
arrived from England in July to take the places of Mr. White, First Assistant in the Maritzburg 
School, promoted to tho Mastership of the Primary School at Verulam, and of Mr. Grant, who was 
promoted from the post of First Assistant in the Durban School to the charge of the new Primary 
School at Greytown. The high standard of proficiency attained in these schools will be seen from the 
tabulated results ; and Mr. Richmond and Mr. Crowe are again to be congratulated on the continued 
prosperity which resulis from the ability and earnestness so unstintingly expended by them in the 
prosecution of their important and arduous work. 


The attendance at the Girls’ Model School in Maritzburg has risen from 406 to 443. To meet the 
increasing numbers a new class-room and an additional lavatory were added in the beginning of the 
year. At the annual inspection in Novembor last there was a marked advance on the gratifying results 
of last year ; and not only then, but in frequent visits to the school throughout the year, the individual 
thoroughness of work in all the clesses and the complete success of the organization were abundantly 


apparent. Miss Broome’s staff consists of four assistants and ten pupil-teachers. 


Although Miss Day has been in charge of the Girls’ Model School in Durban for only eighteen 
months, the success which has attended her able management has necessitated the addition of another 


large class-room. The number of girls and infants in regular attendance rose steadily during the year 
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to 394—60 more than were present in the last quarter of 1882. The school is ina state of perfect 
discipline, and the progress of the scholars is highly satisfactory. The reading of the whole school is 
particularly intelligent and expressive, and the quiet, earnest, self-reliant way in which the senior girls 
set about the work assigned them at the annual inspection of the school, betokened a training far from 


common. Miss Day’s staff consists of four assistants and seven pupil-teachers. 


Perhaps the most interesting feature of both the Girls’ Schools is the admirably conducted Infant 
Room. It is a rare pleasure to witness the happy and eager faces of over 400 infants, many of them not 
more than four years of age, who perform the work designed for them—work happily combined with 
play—amid the bright surroundings of the schoolroom with a cheerfulness and precision worthy. ofall praise. 
Much of the success of this department is due to the faithfulness and zeal with which the plans of the 
Head Mistresses have been carried out by Miss Brereton and Miss Duncan, the assistants who have 


charge of the Infants in Maritzburg and Durban respectively. 


The Council is fortunate in having secured for the head: posts in these four schools, schools which 
are pre-eminently designed to be Model Schools for the Colony, teachers who not only possess the 
highest professional abilities, but who have shown that they can adapt their capabilities to Colonial 


conditions and requirements. 


The Primary School at Verulam, which last year was at a very low ebb, both as regards efficiency 
and attendance, has rapidly improved since the appointment in March of Mr. R. J. White as 
Head Master. The numbers which in 1882 fell to 34, have risen to 63 at the close of 1883. Mr. 
White, unlike the former master, knows the educative value of a clean and bright school-room and 
tastefully-kept grounds. The passes are much higher than last year’s, and the teacher’s sympathy with 
his pupils is reflected in cheerful faces, whereon formerly indifference and discontent could be 


plainly read. 


The attendance at Ladysmith School has declined from 74 in 1882 to 53 in 1883. Several families 
have left the village, and three or four boarders from the Newcastle district have been withdrawn to 
attend the Government School opened in that village at the end of 1882. Though no pass reached 
Stand. VI., the results are considerably in advance of last year’s, and evidence a gradual raising of the 
school from the disgraceful state of ignorance and disorganization in which it was left by the 


former master. 


The school at Newcastle has increased in attendance from 77 in 1882 to 101 in 1883. The results 
of the inspection showed that Mr. McBean had been working with the ability, tact, and zeal for which 


he was distinguished when Assistant in the Maritzbarg Boys’ Model Primary School. 


The new Government School at Greytown, which was opened on the Ist of June by Mr. R. L. 
Grant, late First Assistant in the Boys’ Model Primary School, Durban, promises to become, under his 
careful and energetic management, a distinct benefit to the village and district. Sixty-eight children 
are in regular attendance. During the interval between the closing of the aided school and the 
establishment of the Government School, many of the children were sent to boarding-schools in the 
neighbourhood. As these are now gradually returning, an average attendance of 80 pupils may fairly 


be expected. Miss F. B. Wood, who holds a Colonial teacher’s certificate, has been appointed 
Assistant. 
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The Legislative Council appointed a Select Committee “ to consider and report upon the question 
of Education.” The Committee submitted to the House thirteen recommendations, nine of which 
were adopted and forwarded to His Excellency. The first two recommended that the Constitution of 
the Council of Education be altered ; the third, that building grants be given to Aided Schools ; the 
fourth, that funds and lands set apart for schools, colleges, and missionary purposes not fulfilling their 
intended objects, be made available in furthering Colonial education ; the fifth, that Inspectors and 
Masters be appointed by the Council of Education without claim to pensions ; the sixth, that pupils 
of nine years be admitted to the High Schools ; the seventh, that the Council be empowered to adjust 
the school fees ; the eighth, that Higher Education be encouraged by scholarships and appointments 
in the Civil Service ; and the ninth, that aid be granted in necessary cases to all candidates who come 


from a distance to attend the Cambridge Locel Examinations. 


ANNUAL COLLECTIVE EXAMINATION. 





The Seventh Annual Examination for Government Certificates of Proficiency in Elementary 
Subjects was held simultaneously in Maritzburg and Durban on the 8th and 9th November. 


There were 118 candidates—32 from the Maritzburg Boys’ Model Primary School ; 23 from the 
Durban Boys’ Model Primary School ; 12 from the Maritzburg Girls’ Model Primary School ; 10 
from the Durban Girls’ School; 7 from the Maritzburg Girls’ Collegiate School; 5 from Miss 
Wilson’s private school ; 5 from York School ; 4 from Miss Leask’s private school ; 4 from Howick 
School ; 3 from the Durban Girls’ Model Primary School ; 3 from Richmond School ; 3 from 
Pinetown School ; 3 from Sydenham School; 2 from New Leeds School ; and 2 from Addington 
School. 


Until this year attendance at this Examination was compulsory on all High School boys of three 
months’ standing. In February last the Council of Education released the High Schools from this. test 
of their elementary work. 


The candidates at this examination are the most advanced pupils of the schools represented, with 
the exception of those from the Maritzburg! Girls’ Collegiate School. Seven senior pupils from this 
school were examined at the Cambridge University Local Examination in December. 


The subjects of examination were Spelling from Dictation, Handwriting, Arithmetic, Drawing, 
English Grammar, Geography, English History, General History, Composition, and Botany.

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BURSARIES. 


This Examination, with the exception of the papers on Botany and General History, is the one 
prescribed by the Council of Education in terms of the following Nection of the Bursary Law :— 


“2. Three Bursaries of the annual value of £40 each and tenable for three years, shall be open 
for competition to all boys over eleven and under fifteen years of age on the 15th day of November in 
each year, provided such competitors have been resident in the Colony for at least one year immediately 
prior to the 15th day of November in the year in which they compete, and shall not be, or have been, 
the holders of a Government Bursary ; and the said Bursaries shall be competed for in an examination 
to be held between the Ist day of November and the 15th day of December; such examination to 
be prescribed by the Council of Education, and shall be used for the purpose of allowing the holders 
to proceed to any one of the High Schools established under Law No. 16, 1877, and shall be held on 
condition of good behaviour and continuance at said school, of which a certificate shall be furnished 
half-yearly to the Council of Education by the Head Master of such schools ; but no Bursary shall 
be given to any competitor who shall fail to pass an examination in a manner satisfactory to the 


Council of Education.” 


The Bursaries have been gained by— 

1. Samuel A. Marriott, born January 16, 1869, of the Durban Boys’ Model Primary School, with 
826 marks. 

2. Joseph H. Nicolson, born May 21, 1869, of the Maritzburg Boys’ Model Primary School, with 
800 marks ; and 

3. James H. Bartholomew, born February 20, 1870, of New Leeds School, with 744 marks,—all 


out of a possible 950 marks. Bartholomew having declined to accept the Bursary, it was awarded to 
Darey Cockerell, born April 17, 1869, of the Durban Boys’ Model Primary School, with 713 marks. 


The three Barsars elected last year gained respectively 825, 800, and 794 marks out of the same

With the exception of some Australian currency, in sovereigns and half-sovereigns, the coins in 


circulation are exclusively British, and are the legal tender in discharge of all debts; consisting, in 


gold, of sovereigns and half-sovereigns ; in silver, of crowns, half-crowns, florins, shillings, sixpences, 


and threepenny pieces ; and in copper, of pence and half-pence. 


The coins in circulation have not in any way been defaced, altered, diminished, or augmented in 


their respected values. 


Under authority of Circular to all Collectors of Revenue, dated August, 1876, Indian rupees are 


not accepted as current coinage.

Weights of the Imperial Standard were legalised and brought into use in this Colony under the 
Ordinance No. 11, 1852. 


Among the Dutch inhabitants, and in their commerce with English, weights of the Standard of 
Amsterdam are occasionally used ; the proportion being 92 Ibs, Dutch to 100 Ibs. English. 


MEASURES. 


The Standard Measures in this Colony are the Imperial, and were legalised by Ordinance No. 
11, 1852. 


The Dutch inhabitants, however, in disposing of grain, are in the habit of adhering to the old 
Dutch Standard, viz. :—

tinued, though still adhered to in some of the country districts.

After two months’ uninterrupted good conduct, Prisoners shall receive the additional rations named in the 
Dietary Scale ; and after six months in the First Class, aa a further reward for good conduct, Prisoners shall 
receive a ration of Tea or Coffee, and Sugar, for Supper, instead of Gruel.

But in every case of misconduct against the Rules of the Gaol, or making complaints that may be deemed 
by the Board of Visitors to be frivolous and vexatious, the Prisaner may be awarded to be deprived of the extra 
allowance of either Meat or Tea for one month.

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REPORT OF THE ATTORNEY-GENERAL ON CRIME 


FOR THE YEAR 1883. 


The foregoing Tables have, as usual, been cumpiled from the Returns fornished by the Resident 
Magistrates, the Protector of Immigrants, and the Registrar of the Native High Court, and from the 


records of the Supreme Courts. 


There is a slight increase in the total number of offences reported for 1833 a3 compared with the 
year 1882, the number for the latter year being 17,551, against 17,990 in 1883. 


The same remark applies to offences tried before the Inferior Courts, the returns for 1883 showing 


12,569, compared with 12,541 in the previous year, 


The indictments and informations in the Superior Courts for 1883 wero less by about 130 than 
those recorded in the preceding year ; but as there was only a decreaso of two in the number of 
prisoners indicted before the Supreme and Circuit Courts, the principal decrease occurred in the cases 
tried before the Native High Court. The records show a decrease of eight in cases of murder, as 
compared with the previous twelve montlis ; but cases in which prisoners were indicted for culpable 
homicide increased from three in 1882 to 71 in 1883, and there was a slight increase in the more 
serious class of other offences against the person. Cases of malicious injury lo property, however, show 
a corresponding decrease. With regard to the more serious offences against the person, there has been 
a marked and unaccountable increase in assaults by Natives on European women and children with 
intent to rape, the crime in one case resulting in the death of the victim, and the offender being hanged 
for murder. The majority of these cases have occurred in and around the City of Pietermaritzburg. 
The prisoners convicted of these offences have been punished by long terms of imprisonment and 


whipping. 


In the Supreme and Circuit Courts 182 prisoners were indicted in 1883, against 184 in the 
previous year. Twelve prisoners (Indians and Natives exclusively) were indicted for the crime of 
marder, of whom five were found guilty of culpable homicide, two were discharged, and five found 


guilty of murder and sentenced to death. 


Preparatory examinations in 480 cases have been received in this office during the year, there 


being no appreciable increase on the number received in the preceding year, when 473 were recorded. 
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The cases heard in the Native High Court and the Court established under Law 10 of 1876, are 
included in Table No. IV.; but to facilitate comparison with the previous year’s returns, they are 


extracted and tabulated as under :—

There were 258 less cases brought before the Native High Conrt during 1883 than in 1882. In 


the Return of the Registrar’ of the Native High Court cases of riot are included under the heading 


“ Offences against the Person, Riots, &c.,” so that it is impossible to make any comparison with the 
previous year as to the number of faction fights amongst Natives. The record shows an increase in 
the serious crimes of cattle stealing and cattle killing, there being 116 cases in 1883 against 80 in the 


previous year.

This Return compares very favourably with that of the preceding year, when 401 cases were 
reported and 397 summary convictions obtained. There is also a decrease of 15 in the number of 
offences against the person. Cunsidering the large number of Indians now in the Colony, and the 
annual increase in the Indian population by the periodical arrival of consignments from India, this 


decrease in the number of offences brought before the Protector’s Court is very satisfagtory.

What is the source of the water supply?—From the Corporation Waterworks, which supply 
the City generally. 


What is tho quality of the water?—Impure; good with filtration. 


(II.) Detail the arrangement as to Baths and Lavatories?— Two small rcoms, used as bath-rooms 
adjoin the main wards, each containing a fixed enamelled iron bath, one for hot water, the other for 
cold ; the water being supplied to each bath and discharged by means of iron piping. Portable baths, 
when ordered, are given at the patient’s bedside. Each patient is bathed on admission, previous to 
entering bed. There is a lavatory fitted with four hand-basins and three iron foot-basins, water being 
supplied by means of iron piping, and discharged by same means. 


(IIL.) What is the system of Sewerage, and what the condition of the Privies ?—There are eight 
privies, situated 115 from the nearest ward, at the back of the Hospital. The soil is collected in 
buckets placed in the privies, and removed daily by the Corporation night-soil caris. Night-stools are 
used, strict attention being paid to their being kept perfectly clean.

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REPORT OF THE SURGEON TO THE HOSPITAL. 


I have this year made an analysis of all the cases of venereal disease treated in the External 
Department of this Hospital. In itI have, I think, brought clearly before you all the facts of any 
importance connected with the subject. 


The value of Reports prepared from this source cannot be too highly estimated, it being the only 
means by which any reliable information about the public health of this City can be obtained. 


This part of the Hospital work has rapidly developed. For all practical purposes it did not exist 
five years ago ; but during the last two the number of attendances has been remarkable, reaching the 
total of 3,538. 


An exhaustive abstract, compiled from these entries would, I have no doubt, bring to light many 
points of interest, and facts of the greatest importance to the community at large. It would, for 
instance, show at what time of the year different diseases were most prevalent ; and when most fatal ; 
how the mortality was affected by age and race; and if details had been more elaborately 
recorded ; the effect of the dress, diet, and the customs of those different people upon diseage and its 
propagation ; and, by the registration of the place of residence of each, it would be possible to at once 
point out those parts of the City most in need of sanitary inspection ; and, in a general way, bring out 
all the facts it is most desirable to know in a strange country about different localities as places of 


residence. 


It is only by the most careful inspection of such records that all the useful knowledge to be 
derived from skilful classification can be appreciated. I have attempted this with reference to venereal 
diseases ; and I think the result will prove how necessary such an investigation was, and how much 
might bo gained by extending the system in other directions. 


This Report has disclosed all the faults of the present method of keeping the records in this 
Department. The difficulty of identifying each person, and the want of searching consecutive 
histories in each case, being the most noticeable. This will, I hope, in the future be obviated by the 
adoption of a more exact system. It is by Reports of this kind that we can alone hope to direct public 
attention to the work wo are doing, and enlist that sympathy and assistance so necessary to the very 
existence of a Hospital. When it becomes known that we are doing year after year an increasing 
amount of sound good work, it must at last be felt that we are a protection against many of the evils 
which threaten the public health. It is then only we can hope to receive the aid which is so freely 
given to similar Irstitutions in other parts of the world. In this Report I point out one of these evils, 


and the effort we are making—even if it is a feeble one—‘o mect and combat its effects.

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The analysis of the records of the External Department for 1882 gives the following results :— 
The total number of attendances amounted to 1,551; the total number of patients to 1,088; the total 
number of cases of venereal disease to 129, or about 12 per cent. of the whole.

Half-castes, male and female, suffered from it most ; next European males; not one European female 
having been treated for this disease during the entire year ; Coolies next ; Mauritius Creoles and 
St. Helena’s being almost-free from it. 


Of the total 129, 104 were syphilitic of this number, four wero cases of congenital disease in 
infants. 


In 1883 the total number of attendances reached 1,984. The total number of patients 1,136. 
The total numbér of venereal cases 166, or nearly 14 per cent. of the whole. 


The analysis of these 100 cases gives the following results :— 
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Total—166. 
Again, this year, Natives have suffered most from syphilis. A reduction is shown in the total, 


but still they are much in excess of other races. Europeans again come next. Again an absence of 


European women. Coolies next as betore ; St. Helena’s and Mauritius Creoles being comparatively 


free. Natives head the list of cases of gonorrhea. Then Europeans, of whom one wasa female 
child, the disease being the result of an indecent assault upon her by a Native, who has since been 


tried and punished for the offence. Coolies, St. Helena’ 's, and Creoles exactly in each case in the 


same order as the year before. 
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Of these 166, of venereal disease 117 were constitutional syphilis ; of these 83 were cases of 
primary disease, which, compared with 100 the year before, shows a considerable decrease. Thirty-four 
of these were cases of congenital disease, all infants, most of whom were under one year old. The 
increase in this direction is very great, four cases of the kind only being treated the year before, 
It must be borne in mind that this disease can be propagated not only by contact, but also by 


inheritance. 


The total number of cases of venereal disease is not great ; but when this is viewod in the light of 
other facts, little satisfaction can be derived from it. 


To bring out this plainly it is only necessary to consider the Return of Natives diseased. 


The total number of males infected was 62. The total population of male Natives in the town was 
about 2,500, therefore about 24 per cent. of.the whole were diseased. The total number of women 
infected was 34. The total population of Native women in the town was about 300, about 10 per cent. 
at least therefore were diseased. 


The Returns of 1883, while showing a decrease in the number of women affected, still have the 
extraordinary fact apparent that a greater percontage of women suffered in. this way than men, 
In 1883 74 males were infected, the whole population being 2,500, or nearly 3 per cent. of the whole ; 
and 17 women out of 300, or about 5 per cent. If wo take these Returns as indicating at all the true 
state of thirgs, the most striking fact is that, proportionally, more women suffer than men. This, I 
need hardly say, cannot be, the males affected should be far in excess of females ; and the fact that 
only 24 per cent. one year, and 3 the next presented themselves for treatment, simply points out that 
of the total number of thoso suffering in this way in the City, only 24 or 3 per cent. of the whole 
population found they could no longer cither hide their condition or endure their sgffering, and were 
forced to seek advice. These can but be considered as the very worst cases, by far the greater number 
preferring to conceal their state than risk the avoidance of their friends ; the inevitable result of its 
becoming known that they were suffering in this way. Nothing so clearly shows how large must be 
the number affected than the sudden increase in the number of cascs of congenital syphilis treated ; 


4 per cent. only in 1882, and 50 per cent. of all the cases of this disease treated in 1883. 


This disinclination on the part of the Natives to seek advice, or to do anything which in the least 


would give rise to the suspicion that they are infected, is the greatest difficulty to be dealt with. 


When it is remembered that most of these men and women are employed as domestic servants, 
and that many of these suffered from harmless-looking, but most highly-contagious sores at the corner 
of their mouths, the dangers of contracting theg disease incurred by those in whose houses thoy work 


can be easily understood. I kuve seen little children who were infected in this way by their Native nurses. 


Iam afraid no successful means of even checking this great ‘evil can be adopted, except by 


Legislative enactment, Police inspecticn, and a Lock Hospital.

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I recommend that a new book be supplied to the External Department, as a case-book, having its 
pages divided into numbered parts, and also strong tickets provided, on which Grey’s Hospital should be 
printed in red letters, so that those who are unable to read could always recognise them. In the numbered 
division of this book the histories of the patients could be entered, and one of the tickets given 
with their name and address on it, and a corresponding number to that of the entry in the case-book written 
on it. This they should be instructed to carofully preserve, and to bring it when they returned. 
Tho index in the book itself, would be a great assistance in the identification of each patient, and 
would be a help towards better keeping their history. Monthly abstracts from this book should 
be prepared, thus reducing the work of the Annual Report ; and, being taken soon after the entries 
were made, would necessarily be more correct than a review at the end of the year. This, 
as I have pointed out before, !I have.no doubt would in time become a very valuable source of 


information. 


The number of patients admitted and treated in the Hospital Wards amounted to 612. These 


classified according to race and sex give the following results :—

Tho total number was seven less than the year before; 542 were males, and 70 females, a 
considerable increase of the latter upon the admissions in 1882 ; 326 were Europeans, in all a decrease 


of 55 upon the year before ; 169 Native, an increase of 11. 


The Natives will make use of the Hospital much more freely in the future. There has been for 
some years past a steady—if slow—increase in their numbers, and if the accommodation and supervision . 
given to them was greater, they would seek admission with much less reluctance. To the great 
benofit of themselves and their neighbours, the suggestions on this subject made in my Report last year, 
if carried out, would remove many of the difficulties, and generally add much to the credit and 
efficiency of the Hospital. I, therefore, again bring before you the necessity of undertaking these 


urgently-required improvements with as little delay as possible. 


The number of Coolies treated amounted to 88, a small increase on the number admitted 


last year. 


I think in the future {the number of Europeans will remain about the same. We might attract 
more paying patients if we had more private rooms; but I do not recommend any outlay on this ° 
supposition. Natives, Half-castes, and Coolies will steadily increase. It is, therefore, to their wants 


that you will have to direct most attention in the future.

Analyzing the admissions by the simple method of calculating the percentage of some of the most 


important diseases treated upon the whole admitted, the following results are arrived at. 


Intemperance about 5 per cent., a decrease upon the number in 1882; Fever, 12 per cent., also a 
decrease on 1882 ; Dysentery and Diarrhoea a little over 8 per cent., an increase on the year before ; 
and of venereal diseases over 12} per cent., a considerable increase upon the number treated 


in 1882.

- This points in the same direction as the Returns of the External Department. Natives, men and 
women, suffered most ; still the remarkable excess in the number of women. European men next, 
and absence of European women. Coolies in this Return seem to have suffered very much ; but, as 
a guide to the state of the Cooiies generally here is not of much value, as nearly all those admitted 
were indentured servants, and brought the disease with them from India. St. Helena people and 


Creoles being almost free from it. 


I cannot leave this subject without again calling your attention to the indiscriminate way in which 
those suffering from this disease can mix with the other patients in the Hospital, it being impossible on 
account of the nature of the building to keep them separate. This for many years has had a prejudicial 
effect upon the Institution, and has given it the bad name it has among the Natives, and will continue 
to do so until you carry out some plan of improvements which combines privacy and increases space 


for those suffering from this complaint.

The total number of deaths amounted to 41, or about 7 per cent. of the whole admissions. 
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The death rate in enteric fever was 7 per cent; dysentery, 19 per cent; pneumonia, 22 


per cent. 


The high mortality in this disease can perhaps be accounted for by the fact that most of the worst 
cases occurred among Natives, and as it is almost impossible to get them to assist, even by concurrence 


in the efforts made for their recovery, the result very often is failure and death. 


They are very liable to contract this disease from their almost entire ignorance of the very simplest 
laws relating to dress, often wearing during the heat of the day all the clothing they can put on ; 
and at night, when the change of temperature is great, especially in winter, removing everything and 
going about naked; thus, sudden chilling of their skin, giving rise to pneumonia; and as 
they do not know anything about the disease, they neglect the premonitory signs of illness ; or, 
naturally enough, first try their own cures. It is not until all their resources are exhausted that in the 
greater number of cases they apply here for assistanco. They then are generally in the last stage of 


the disease, when cure is nearly hopeless. 


The income of the Hospital from patients fees was this year less than the year before. It ; 


amounted to £727 8s. 11d., still a comparatively large sum. 


Some means must be adopted by which we can obtain female nurses. The difficulty we have had 
in this has been very great. For months we have been without a regular night-nurso. During that time 
weadvertised for one repeatedly without success. Suitable persons are not to be had in the Colony. If you 
would, as the occasion arose, sanction my communicating with some Nursing Institution in England, 


our wants in this way could be easily supplied. 


Finally, I beg to state I have visited the Hospital daily, Sundays included, at least once, sometimes 
more frequently, as the necessity aroso ; and, when unable to attend, as happened this year, when I 


was suffering from a serious illness, I provided a fully qualified physician to do my duty.

I have the honour to submit the usual Statistical Tables, &c., for 1883. 


On the 1st January there were in the Asylum 55 males and 16 females, making a total of 71. On. 
the 31st December there were 66 males and 17 females, or a total of 83. 


During the year 34 patients have been admitted, of whom 28 were males, and 6 females ; 11 
patients were discharged, viz., 7 males and 4 females, and 11 deaths occurred, viz., 10 males and 1 
female. 


The total number of patients under treatment during the year was 105, 83 being males, and 22 
females. The average daily number rosident was 78°6, of whom 61:6 were males, and 17 females. The 
largest number resident on any one day was 85, viz., 68 males, and 17 females. :

The number of patients admitted exceeds that of the average number admitted during the last 
eight years by 14, the number resident on the 31st December, that of the average number resident at 
the end of the last eight years by 27. 


The number of insane in the Colony would consequently appear to be on the increase, but did the 
number of mentally-affected in the Asylum at all represent the insane population of the Colony—which 
I am afraid it does not—Natal would compare very favourably with other countries as regards the 


mental equilibriam of its inhabitants ; thus while England is credited with one insane person in 414 of 
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its inhabitants, Scotland one in 352, Ireland one in 369, and New South Wales—the only Colony the 
statistics of which I have at hand—one in 352, Natal stands in the enviable position of having only one 
insane person in 732 of its Enropean population. As regards the Indian population of the Colony, 


there is one insane person in 1,776, and among the Natives one in 16,453. 


I have been struck by the late stage at which many of the patients admitted to the Asylum have 
been placed under treatment, a by no means favourable proceeding, so far as their ultimate chance of 
recovery is concerned, as the utility of Asylum treatment has been clearly proved to depend on the 
early admission of those requiring such treatment. Where the fault lies I am not prepared to say, 
whether it is that relatives shrink from placing their friends in an asylum, or, and I think a more 
probable cause, that there is according to the present law of the Colony relating to lunatics a difficulty 
in placing an insane person in an asylum unless he is certified as a “ dangerous lunatic.” From what- 
ever source the prevention of early treatment arises, it is essential to the keeping down of the number 
of insane in the Colony that it should be rectified. There is also nothing so discouraging as to have to 


admit patients whose malady has advanced to such an extent as to be beyond the Hope of recovery. 


It may be interesting to note in connection with the designation “dangerous lunatic,” that in 
Scotland where there is no difficulty in obtaining admission to an asylum of other than dangerous 
lunatics, so long as they are considered fit subjects for care and treatment, there were only eight 
lunatics sent to the asylums as dangerous during last year, while in Ireland, where there appears to be 
a somewhat similar difficulty to what obtains here, 190 times as many lunatics were certified as 


dangerous. 


Almost all the male patients, with the exception of those incapacitated from mental or bodily 
diseases, have been engaged in useful occupations, the greater number having been employed in the 
garden and grounds. There has been a decided improvement in the work, both as regards quantity and 
quality, sinco the appointment of an attendant to the outside charge, and with greater activity there is 

‘an increased air of cheerfulness among the patients, with a corresponding diminution in the number 


of their complaints. 


There is one serious drawback to the proper employment of those patients who have been 
accustomed to work at particular trades, in the absence of Tradesmen Atteadants to dircct them in their 


work ; but this defect is I fear almost inseparable from a small asylum. 


During the year one of the main approaches to the Asylum has been cut out and hardened, and 


will, I think, compare very favourably with the majority of our Colonial roads or streets. 


There have been over 2,000 trees and shrubs planted in the grounds and preparations have been 


made for considerably adding to this number during the ensuing year. 


I previously ventured to hope that the Asylum might be made to a small extent at least self- 
supporting. We have a fair supply of labour at command, a by no means inexpensive commodity in _ 
‘this country ; we have also a small amount of ground, which although not very productive at present, 


might be improved in that respect ; but one essential which we have not got, is a small amount of

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capital at our disposal, wherewith to commence farming operations. I suggested last year that a 
sufficient number of cows should be purchased to supply the Institution with milk, aud I am persuaded 


that in that item a considerable saving might be effected. 


We are still labouring under the serious disadvantage of a very defective water supply, but it is 


gratifying to note that strenuous efforts are being made to rectify this defect. 


The accommodational arrangements, more particularly in that part of the building set apart for 
European females, have been considerably taxed during the latter part of the year ; but should your 
suggestion for the erection of a separate Steward’s house be carried into effect, there will be ample room 


for present requirements, at least in that department. 


The salaries of two of the European Male Attendants have been increased within the last year, it 
having been the first time since the opening of the Asylum that an attendant has remained over a year 
in the service. The salaries now paid ought to secure the services of the very best attendants, and to 
induce them to remain in the service, a most important consideration, as frequent changes in the staff 


are most undesirable. 


The St. Helena woman who was formerly employed on the female side of the house, has been 


replaced by a European Female Attendant, and the change has been followed by beneficial results. 


I should like to take this opportunity of directing your attention to the employment of Kafirs as 
attendants, for which occupation they seem to be totally unsuited. They have too much of tho convict 
guard stamp about them, to make them useful caretakers of the insane. It is impossible for them to 
comprehend the fact that an insane person is not responsible for his actions, and I have reason to 
believe that, when an opportunity presents itself, they are most harsh in their treatment of the patients; 
they are careful, however, not to illtreat a patient when anyone is present who could inform against 
them and consequently it is almost impossible to prove any charge of ill-treatment of a patient against 
them. If a few of the better class of Indentured Indians could be obtained, I think it would be 
advisable to give them a trial, and should they not prove better, they eould scarcely prove worse 
attendants than the Kafirs. 


Daring the past year the following contributions for the benefit of the Institution have been 
received, viz., from the Pietermaritzburg Botanic Society, trees and shrubs to the value of £62 8s.; 
from the Proprietors of the Natal Mercury the South African Mail ; from Messrs. Henderson & McFie, 
6Olbs. of beef for the patients’ Christmas dinner ; from Dr. Gordon, 93 loads of manure. 


During the year £434 9s. 9d. has been received from private patients, and paid into the Colonial 


Treasury.

Barque “ City of Lima,” 352 tons, Official No. 44143, of Newport, Mon., parted in a 
fresh E.N.E. breeze, and drove ashore on the bur ridge. Crew and Kafirs (22 in 
all) landed by the life-boat. No lives lost. She immediately afterwards became 
a total wreck. : 


Natal Government steam tug “ Forerunner” steamed outside at 11.45 p.m. to render 
assistance to the life-boat (which was on the above service) if necessary, grounded 
on the eastern extremity of the Annabella Bank, and gradually washed on to the 
extreme end of Milne’s Pier extension, doing considerable damage, and settled 
alongside the outside of same. She was got afloat on the evening of the 23rd, and 
steamed inside the following morning. 


A fishing boat (lighter “ Roe”) sailing inside, capsized on the bar. Life-boat in tow of 
“Union ”’ immediately on the scene. The s.s. “ Scout” and Harbour Works whale 
boat were also on the spot. Bight Europeans saved ; three St. Helena’s drowned. 


Italian Barquo “ Fratelli Arecco,” 950 tons, of Genoa, parted ina moderate easterly 

gale and drove ashore on the back beach, about 100 yards south of the Rocket 

* House. Crew (13) safely landed by the Rocket “Apparatus. No lives lost. She 
became a total wreck. 


8.S. “Limpopo,” 750 tons, Official No. 82802, of London, while steaming outside, 
assisted by “ Forerunner,” stranded on the bar. She was towed off the following 
tide and brought inside again. 


Three Lighters, while being towed inside by the tug “Fox,” stuck on the bar, and had 
to be towed to the Outer Anchorage again, where one of them, the iron Lighter, 
“ Medway,” sank. She had a cargo of about 30 tons of Cement and Iron at the 
time. No lives lost.

At 9 ia the Life Boat went outside to the stranded Barque “ City of Lima.” Port 
Japtain in charge, and succeeded, after several attempts, in rescuing the whole of 


her crew and Kafirs (twenty-two in all), and brought them ashore at 5.30 o’clock 
the following morning. 


At 3 p.m. the Lifeboat was towed outside by the Tug “ Union,” and succeeded, along 
with the Tug “Scout,” and Harbour Works Whale Boat, in rescuing eight 
Europeans wha formed part of the crew of the Fishing Lighter “ Roe,” which 
had just capsized on the Bar. Three St. Helena’s drowned. 


The Life Boat had practices with the Port Boatmen, Pilot Masson in charge, on an 
average of once a week during the year, she also gave arrivals pratique on several 
occasions.

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COLONIAL VETERINARY SURGEON’S REPORT. 


February 29th, 1884. 


Tue Hon. tHe CoLontan SECRETARY. 


Sir,—I have the honour to submit the following Veterinary Report for 1883, for the information 
of His Excellency the Governor :— 


In August last [ took over temporary charge from Mr. Wiltshire, C.V.S., who went to England 
on sick leave. Since then the season has been very healthy, and I have not been called upon to 


investigate any outbreak of disease, and consequently have nothing original to report. 


The horses and mules of the Mounted Police and of the Colonial Engineer’s Department have been 


generally healthy, and nothing serious has occurred. 


GLANDERS. 


One case of Glanders and Farey, in the City, came under my notice. The horse had been only a 
few davs brought from up country. The animal was destroyed, and the stable, &c., carefully cleansed 


and disinfected. No other cases, so far as I know, have occurred. 


Scan Law. 


The operation of the Scab Law appears to have been generally beneficial, but the annexed Table 
shows a large number of scabby sheep. In some districts, where the farmers appreciate the benefits of, 
and act up to, the Law, the resulis are beneficial. In other districts where farmers, possibly from 


ignorance, seek to evade the Law, the results cannot be otherwise than unsatisfactory. 


The Returus of the Sheep Inspectors show a large increase in the numbers of sheep in the districts 
in which the Law is in force. I am informed that in Weenen County the operations of this Law are 
deemed so satisfactory that a petition is being signed by the farmers requesting that its operation be 


extended to the Little Tugela.

From reports kindly furnished by the Sheep Inspectors, it appears the following diseases have been 


prevalent during the year, about which I propose making some brief remarks. 


Luna SICKNEss. 
Contagious Pleuro Preumonia prevails over the Colony, and has been virulent in Umvoti County. 


This should not be so, as inoculation, when varefully carried out, is an efficient and safe preventive. 


The practice of drenching cattle with a quantity of fluid from the chest of a lung-sick animal, is 


much used in the Cape Colony, and appears to be efficacious in preventing the disease. 


So much has been written, and added to of late, on this disease by scientific and practical men, 
that I think it would be superfluous to say more. Mr. Rutherford, of the Army Veterinary Department 
at Pinetown, has not long ago published a very able and practical pamphlet on this subject. But I 
would wish to draw attention to the necessity of thoroughly and completely isolatiny ull animals affected 
with this disease, and of cleansing and disinfecting sheds or kraals in which sick animals have been 
kept, otherwise the disease may be communicated to healthy stock, or to calves, placed in them after- 
wards. It should not be forgotten that an animal, after apparent recovery, may still infect healthy 


stock for some time. 


It would be of general benefit if tho existing laws, with regard to this disease, were rigidly 
enforced. 


REDWATER. 


From the reports of the Sheep Inspectors, Redwater generally prevails, but does not appear to 
have assamed an aggravated form, and few cases have terminated fatally. That’ more serious losses 
have not been sustained is due, in my opinion, to an unusually healthy season. The prevention of the 
spread of this disease demands the earnest consideration of all concerned. It is one of a group of 
Anathracoid diseases, is due to the pressure in the system of a specific germ, and is communicated to 
healthy animals through the medium of a contaminated veld. 


HEART-WATER, 


There appears to have heen such severe losses amongst sheep from this disease, more especially in 
the Noodsberg District, that I think the views of Mr. Hutchens, C.V.S., of the Cape Colony, might 
with advantage be briefly given. He points out that this effusion into the pericardial sac (heart-bag) 
is not a dropsical disease, nor the result of local inflammation ; but that it is due to the presence in the 


body of the sheep of a microbe (small living organism or germ). It bears a striking resemblance to 
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COLONIAL VETERINARY SURGEON’S REPORT (continued). 


Melt Sickness, Red-water, and Horse Sickness. The symptoms are very sudden, indicating great 
disturbance of the system, the temperature becomes very high, and the course of the disease in fatal 


cases is very rapid. 


Post-mortem appearances are : congestion of the liver and spleen, and very frequently of the fourth 
stomach and bowels. Pericardial sac invariably distended with a pale yellow fluid, which quickly 
coagulates into a firm jelly after it is withdrawn from the body ; on cutting into the lungs, the bronchial 
tubes are generally found filled with frothy mucus, and the blood-vessels engorged with blood. On 
microscopical examination of the blood of a sheep that has died from this disease, Bacteria were found 
to be present in large numbers, and rabbits inoculated with the blood of a diseased shcep are nearly 


always sick from the effects, any many die. 


From his report, Mr. Hutchens appears to have made a very careful study of this disease, has 
instituted numerous experiments, and his opinion, that this is a germ disease, should have careful 


consideration. 


Horse SIcKNEss. 


Anthrax Fever.—At the beginning of the year this disease caused serious losses amongst the horses 
of the Artillery and Mounted Infantry at Fort Napier, and amongst the mules in the Transport lines in 
the Zwartkop Valley. Every precaution was taken with regard to the grazing, the animals were kept 
as much as possible on high ground; never turned out before 10 a.m., and brought in early in the 
afternoon, still the mortality continued. At length it was resolved to discontinue grazing altogether, 
and give the animals a proportion of blue grass hay in lieu of the grass. At once the losses ceased 
amongst the horses, and almost, but not altogether, amongst the mules. With such a large number of 
mules, over 400, several were constantly breaking loose and wandering into the Vley to feed. Again, 
they all had to cross the Vley to water ; at first we tried leading them tied together by sections, but 
zhis was not found to answer, as several of them were insufficiently watered owing to the restiveness of 
others, consequently they had to be driven over, and it was impossible to prevent a few from picking 


up a little grass on the way. 


The horses of the Transport Department, about forty in number, were kept in the same lines as 
the males, in an open shed ; but these horses being in constant daily use, were never let out to graze, 
and not a symptom of disease appeared amongst any of them, although mules were dying all round, 
some actually in the horse lines. 


It is a popular idea that, after a frost, animals are safe until the next season. Last year, after two 
or three nights of successive frost, when it was generally considered to be perfectly safe, the horses of 
the Artillery were turned out to graze, with the result that another case of sickness showed itself and 
ended fatally ; this was a Colonial horse. The horses of the Mounted Infantry, that were not allowed 
to graze, kept well and healthy. After these frosts we had rains, followed by heat. I mention this to 
show that, if frost is followed by rain and heat, there is still danger in grazing. 
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COLONIAL VETERINARY SURGEON’S REPORT (continued). 


T quote theso facts to demonstrate that this disease, in nearly all cases, is contracted by animals 
grazing over a tainted veld, which, under conditions favourable for the development and propagation 


of the germ, such as heavy rains, followed by heat, becomes dangerous to healthy animals. 


Professor Pasteur has proved that when the carcasses of animals that have died from Anthrax 
diseases are buried, the microbes or germs are apt to be brought to tho surface by worms with their 
casts. He has proved this by inoculating healthy animals from these worms, with the result that 
Anthrax has supervened. To give an idea of the rapidity with which theso microbes multiply them- 
selves, Pasteur took a drop of blood from a fowl suffering from Anthrax, placed it in an ounce of 
chicken broth, and maintained it at a suitable temperature, the disease (microbe) multiplied itself so 


rapidly as quickly to render the broth turbid. 


Preventive Ixocunation. 


The system of preventive inoculation by means of attenuated germs, i.e, of germs that have been 
cultivated in chicken broth, which is found to be the best medium, until they have lost their original 
virulency, does not appear to be so generally successful as was at first anticipated. I have no, doubt 
that in the future decided beneficial effects will result from these experiments, but at the present one 


cannot rely on them as being of great practical value. 


Probabiy there is no subject which is exciting such deep interest in scientific circles at the present 
time as that of Bacteria, germs, or microbes. ‘This is in a great measure owing to the rapid advances 
which have recently been made in the elucidation of the part played by these small organisms in the 
animal world, and to the startling discoveries of the very important phenomena resulting from their 


activity. 


Ihave made these remarks relative to Anthrax diseases, with the especial object of drawing the 
attention of stock owners to the care that ought to he exercised in the disposal of the carcasses of 
animals that have died from these diseases, There are three ways by which, in my opinion, this could 


be effectually done :-— 


(1) By burning the bodies. 

(2) By deep burial, six feet, and covering the carcasses with lime, thus destroying them. 

(3) By having fenced in burial-grounds, so as to prevent stock grazing over them, where the 
carcasses would be exposed to carrion birds, or where they could be buried, and, as 


opportunity occurred, the grass constantly burned. 


Tho first plan in this country is almost impossible, owing to the scarcity of fuel. The second 


involves a dea) of labour and a quantity of lime. The third might be carried out by most farmers, and * 


thus the veld kept pnre and uncontaminated. 


With regard to the feeding of horses during the sickly season on forage or on hay, it would appear 
that the microbe, if originally present in the green forage or in the grass, becomes altogether destroyed, 
er so attenuated by losing its moisture and by exposure to the atmosphere and to heat, as to be incapable 


of producing deleterious effects. 
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COLONIAL VETERINARY SURGEON’S REPORT (continued). 


It is said, and 1 believe with truth, that the drainage of marshes, the ploughing and cultivation of 
low-lying lands, materially reduces the strength of the Anthrax germs. Thus as population increases, 
agriculture extends, lands are fenced in, and precautionary measures taken, the outbreaks of these 


diseases will, I trust, become fewer and less virulent. 


I am of opinion with regard to Anthrax diseases, that, with all the appliances of modern science, 


they are very difficult to treat ; but the means of prevention are within the reach of all. 


Srup Horses. 


During the last year there have been serious losses amongst imported stock horses, Mr. Henwood’s 
Capillaire, and the entires of Mr. Yonge of the Dargle, of Mr. Ford of Howick, and of Mr. Wood of 
Estcourt. I do not know anything as to the cause of death of the two latter ; bat both of the former 
seem to have resulted from turning the horses out loose to graze. Capillaire, that noted good horse, 
met with the accident that caused death while galloping after a mare ina large paddock. The death 
of Mr. Yonge’s horse appears to have been produced by illness resulting from over-galloping when 
turned out loose. 


In England the greatest possible care is taken of this class of horse, on account of their courage 


and high condition, and no one would think of turning them out free in a paddock. 


; ‘ 
People pay a large price for stock horses, and take great trouble in bringing them out. I would 
suggest that it would be well worth their while to continue the same precautionary measures here as are 
taken at home. z 


While on the subject of Entire Horses, I may state that a little over a year ago it was my fortane 
to make a short visit to Bombay. While there I took the opportunity of looking at some of the 
Government stallions, under the charge of an old friend—late Inspecting Veterinary Surgeon of the 
Bombay Army. He informed me that, of all the imported sires, the most satisfactory results had been 
obtained from Norfolk trotters. For a long time they had gone in for thoroughbred horses, with the 
result that they had any number of well-bred weeds that could gallop half-a-mile with a feather weight 
up, but very few had bone or strength sufficient for Cavalry or Artillery purposes. I saw three of these 
trotters, they were perfect in shape, a little over fifteen hands in height, and showed great power, 
substance, and quality. Would it not be desirable to introduce some of this stamp into Natal, where 
strong, useful, all round horses are more in demand than well-bred weeds. I make these remarks on 
account of the gréat difficulty, almost impossibility, there is in obtaining remounts suitable for the 


Artillery and Cavalry stationed here. 


About twenty or more years ago the best remounts supplied to the Bombay army were obtained 
from the Cape Colony ; within the last six years I have trekked over a large portion of the Old Colony, 
Natal, and Transvaal, and I have nowhere seen such good horses, t.¢., in any numbers. The breed of 


horses seems to have degenerated, and, in my opinion, from the following causes :— 
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COLONIAL VETERINARY SURGEON’S REPORT (continued). 


(1.) From the generally miserable state of the mares; chosen to breed from. Any broken- 
down, worn-out mare seems to be considered good enough for the stud. 

(2.) From insufficient feeding of the foal. 

(3.) From the unsuitable nature of the sires imported. These horses, as a rule, are brought 
out for racing purposes, and are afterwards put to the stud. I by no means undervalue 
blood, but considerations of shape, bone, substance, and the suitability of the mare to the 
horse, should receive careful thought and attention. 


The Government of India give a liberal price for suitable remounts, Rs. 600 (£60) per head ; and 
I do not see why, after a few years careful breeding, an annual supply should not be sent from Natal. 


I would suggest for consideration that a direct and powerful encouragement to breeding would be 
given if owners of valuable imported stock were guaranteed from actual loss by death for a period of 
twelve months ; provided of course that the death resulted from no fault or want of care on the part of 


the owner. The Colony benefits by the introduction of good stock, and the loss falls heavily on 
individuals. 


T endorse Mr. Wiltshire’s advice as to the necessity of feeding stock in the Winter. The reasons 


are obvious, if you starve young stock during a portion of the year, you cannot expect them to attain 
their full development. 


Concluding this report, I may finally draw attention to the two points chiefly dwelt upon, viz., 
1st. The preventive measures in regard to Anthracoid diseases, so prevaleat in the Colony ; 2nd. The 
subject of horse breeding. On the first subject I would draw attention to the necessity for the careful 
isolation of all infected animals ; and, when a fatal result occurs, for the proper disposal of the carcass, 
for the burning of all litter, &c., used by the animal, and for the disinfection of sheds and kraals. On 
the second and concluding subject, I take this opportunity of saying that successful horse breeding is 


not a matter of chance or luck, but is the result of careful thought and practical experience.

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REPORT OF THE PROTECTOR OF IMMIGRANTS. 


Department of Immigration, Durban, 
Natal, March, 27th, 1884. 


Tke Hon. THE Cozontaz Secretary, Natal. 


Sir,—I have the honour to submit for the information of His Excellency the Governor, and for 
transmission to the Right Honourable the Secretary of State, and to the Government of India, the 
following Report for the year 1883, upon the Indian Immigrants in this Colony, and matters relating 


to the introduction of Indian Immigrants. 


1.—ARRIVALS DURING THE YEAR. 
During the past year seven ships with emigrants from India arrived here. Three from Calcutta 


and four from Madras. 


The numbers of immigrants embarked and landed, and the births and deaths which occurred during a 


the voyages, are shewn by the following table :-—

On arrival these vessels were duly inspected, with the exception of the Coldstream (and inspection 
in her case was rendered impracticable as she was placed in quarantine), when the provisions of the 
Indian Act VIL, of 1871, and terms of Charter Party were found to have been fully complied with in 
each case, but that of the Umvoti (11th), referred to further on, and no complaints were made by the 
Immigrants. ; 


Foyle—On arrival this ship was placed in quarantine. Hight deaths (from Meningitis, 
Bronchitis, Apoplexy, Dysentery, Fever, Rheumatic Fever, Diarrhoea, and Peritonitis), 
and fifty cases of sickness, occurred during the voyage ; but at the time of arrival only 
eight cases wefe under treatment. The prevailing diseases during the passage were 
Dysentery, Diarrhoea, and Fever. Pratique was given on 1st June, when the Immigrants 
were at once landed and placed in depdt for distribution. Eight of the Immigrants on 


landing were suffering from Dysentery, Diarrhea, and Rheumatism. 


John Davie.—The Surgeon Superintendent reported two deaths (one from Atrophy, and one a 
prematurely-born child which lived 21 hours), and one hundred and sixty cases of sickness 


during the voyage, but only two cases were under treatment on arrival. The prevailing 


diseases during the passage were Mumps, Diarrhoea, and Dysentery. The Immigrants 


were landed on Ist July, and located in depét for distributiog. 


Sophia Joakim.—Three deaths (from continued Fever) and 186 cases of sickness occurred 
during the voyage ; but only six were under treatment on arrival. The prevailing diseases 
during the passage were Fever, Diarrhawa, Dysentery, and Chest complaints. On visiting 
this ship I noticed that the clothing of the Emigrants was dirty and saturated with oil, as 
were also the tween decks. I drew the attention of the Surgeon Superintendent, Dr. 
Tripp, to this fact ; he explained how it happened, and, at my request, made a report on 


the subject, copy of which is annexed. 


Coldstream.—This vessel was placed in quarantine on arrival. The Surgeon Superintendent - 


reported that six deaths and twenty-five cases of sickness had occurred during the voyage. 
Amongst the cases of sickness were two of Small-pox, the rest were chiefly of Dysentery, 


Diarrhoea and Fever. On arrival, arrangements were at once miade for landing the 


Immigrants, but owing to the unfavourable weather, and heavy sea on the Bar, dis- - 


embarkation was not effected until the afternoon of the 23rd April (five days after arrival). 
On landing, the Indians were placed in the Quarantine Station on the Bluff, under control 
of Dr. Axelby, the Surgeon Supcrintendent of the ship. Immediately on going into 
quarantine, two suits of clothing and two blankets were issued to each of the Immigrants, 
to replace those which. under the orders of the Health Officer of the Port, were destroyed 
by fire. No symptom of small-pox made its appearance at the Quarantine Station, and 
only one death occurred (from Dysentery). The Immigrants were released on 15th May, 
and placed in depdt for distribution. The condition in which these people were landed 
reflects but little credit on Dr. Axelby, the Surgeon Superintendent, as will be seen from 


the report of the officer in charge of the Quarantine Station annexed. At my request, the 
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REPORT OF THE PROTECTOR OF IMMIGRANTS (continued). 


Health Officer made a report respecting the medical supervision during the voyage, copy 
of which is annexed, together with a copy of Dr. Axeclby’s reply. Five men of this 
shipment, were recommended for return to India, prior to allotment, and several have since 
been returned to depdt on account of their weak and diseased condition. Venereal was not 
uncommon amongst them, and there were several cases of Syphilis, A number of 
complaints have been made regarding the allotment of mon by this ship, who were, I must 
say, much inferior to any we have had. The Depét Surgeon, in reply to my request for a 
report, stated that the Emigrants were in a very scorbutic condition. Sir Charles Mitchell, 
in his report to the Board, says with reference to these people :—I saw the Emigrants by 
the Coldstream while in the depot at Madras, and they looked as promising a set of people 
as I have ever seen ; they were cleanly, healthy, and apparently strong, and there was but 
a small proportion of them that could be called undesirable Emigrants. 1 was in tho depot 
a great part of the day, seeing the system of serving out rations and so forth, and talking 
to the Emigrants, who asked me a lot of questions about Natal, and it struck me that the 


Emigrants by the Coldstream were a well-fed healthy looking people.” 


Umwoti (1ith).—The Immigrants by this vessel were landed on 25th June, the day after arrival. 
There was one death (from Marasmus) and sixtecn cases of sickness during the voyage. 
The prevailing diseases were Dysentery and Diarrhea. The Surgeon Superintendent, Dr. 
Hitcheock, reported on arrival that the comfort of the Emigrants had been much interfered 
with during the voyage by the presence of six private Indian passengers, located in the 
*tween decks. Captain Reeves was called upon for an explanation, and, in reply, stated 
that he had the permission of the Protector of Emigrants at Madras to carry these 
passengers in the space occupied by them throughout the voyage. No documentary 
evidence being produced in support of this statement, Captain Reeves was called upon to 
deposit £50 for the infringement of the 14th clauso of his Charter Party, pending as 
reference to the Protector of Emigrants. The reference was duly made, and from the 
Protector’s reply it would appear that no such permission was given, and the £50 was 


accordingly forfeited. 


Castleton.—The Immigrants by this vessel were landed on October 11th, the day following their 
arrival, Four deaths (Acute Inflammation of Dura Mater, Diarrhoea, Pneumonia, and 
Dysentery) and twenty cases of sickness occurred during the voyage. The prevailing 
disease was Dysentery. Owing to an exceptionally long voyage, sixty-eight days, the 
vessel had to put into Mauritius to replenish her stores, which, on arrival here, were again 


all but exhausted. 


Umvoti (12th).—The Immigrants by this vessel were landed on the 12th November, the day 
following their arrival. There were no deaths, but fifty-six cases of sickness occurred 
during the voyage. The prevailing diseases were Febricula, Dysentery, and Diarrhoea. On 
visiting this ship, prior to the disembarkation of the Immigrants, I found that a woman, 
Ruthmunia, No. 21,038, who in January, 1882, was returned to India as a 
Leper, at the expense of the Indian Immigration Trust Board, had come back as

a private passenger. The landing of this woman was prohibited, and Captain Reeves was 
called upon, in terms of the 23rd clause of his Charter Party, to take Ruthmunia back to 


Madras, under a guarantee of £100, and she was taken back accordingly. 


I feel bound to say that the Emigrants who have arrived during the year from India compare 
unfavourably with those brought in previous years. Those landed ex Coldstream were a particularly 
undesirable class of men. The Surgeon Superintendents and officers of the ships which conveyed the 
men here deserve, however, great credit for the care and attention they evidently bestowed on their 


passengers during the voyage, except in the instance I have referred to. 


2.—Lazour Suppty. 


On the Ist January, 1883, the balance of indents unsupplied was : From Madras 1,219 ; and from 
Calcutta 1,205 men. Further applications were invited in January and October, when 3,644 men 
were applied for from Madras, and 9,493 from Calcutta, bringing the requisitions from both agencies 
up to a total of 8,561 men. Against this number only 1,464 came forward; 604 from Madras, and 
860 from Calcutta, leaving a balance unsupplied on 31st December of 7,097 men, viz.: 4,259 from 
Madras, and 2,838 from Calcutta. ; 


In calling for applicaticns in January and October requisitionists were informed that a large 
number of labourers had yet to be supplied, and that there was very little prospect of any of the 
Immigrants to be introduced under the applications then invited being allotted before the end of 1885. 
During the-year letters weré addressed to Messrs. Parry & Co., Agents at Madras, requesting that the 
whole of the indent for 2,400 men then in their hands should be complied with during the succeeding 
twelve months (ending November, 1884,) and informing them that further applications had been 
received for 2,000 men. Messrs. Parry & Co. were also informed that as far as could be foreseen a 
yearly supply of 2,000 would be required ; but on this point information would be sent: from 
time to time. 


Great difficulty has been experienced in India in obtaining Emigrants. Not only has there been 
an abundant harvest, and the price of food been consequently low, but severe competition by other 
labour-importing Colonies, and also by Public Works ; and it is to be feared that 1884 will not bea 


favourable year for recruiting, as the crop prospects in the coming season are most promising. 


Instructions have been given to the Caleutta Agent to recruit a larger proportion, if possible, of 
suitable labourers for the up-country districts of the Colony, where the climate is much colder than on 


the coast. For this purpose men accustomed to the care of stock should be recruited. 


3.—SprEcIAL AGENT. 


Sir Charles Mitchell’s visit to India has been the means of affording a great deal of valuable 
information respecting the working of the Agencies at Madras and Calcutta. A change was found 


necessary at Madras, and, acting on the advice of the Special Agent, the Indian Immigration Trust 
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REPORT OF THE PROTECTOR OF IMMIGRANTS (continued). 


Board of Natal appointed Messrs. Parry & Co. Agents, vice Mr. Ross, whose engagement terminated 
on 21st October, 1883. Several valuable suggestions were made by the Special Agent on his return 


from India, and, after due consideration, nearly all have been avted upon. 


4.— AGENCIES. 


The intelligence of the death of the late Mr. Firth, Emigration Agent for Natal at Calcutta, has 
been received with deep regret. On May Ist Mr. Firth obtained leave of absence for twelve months, 
and the Earl of Derby appointed Mr. Henry Kirke, the Sheriff of Demerara and Police Magistrate of 


Georgetown, to act during his absence. 


5.—TREATMENT DURING THE VoYAGE. 


Both Agencies have been requested to make known to intending Emigrants the quantity of 
rations they are entitled to receive during the voayage from India to Natal. The condition in which 
Emigrants are landed here greatly depends upon the treatment they receive on the passage, especially 
with regard to food and proper medical supervision. It has been suggested that the remuneration of 
the Medical Officers in charge of Emigrant ships should be made more dependent than it is at present 
upon the condition in which Immigrants are landed. The Agents have also been requested, if possible, 
to appoint medical men who have had previous experience as Surgeon Superintendents of Emigrant 
ships coming to this Colony, in order that g status may be given to these gentlemen and encouragement 
to remain in the service. The attention of the Calcutta Agent has been drawn to the limited supply 
of clothing provided for Emigrants sent by him during the voyage, and he has been requested to give 


effect to the suggestion of Dr. Tripp, which will be found in the annexure re ‘‘ Sophia Joakim.” 


6.—Recrvuiters From Nata. 


The opinion of the Agents has again been asked with regard to the advisability of employing 
Indian recruiters from this Colony. The experiment has already been tried as far as Madras is 
concerned, and proved quite a failure, owing to intimidation on the part of some of the local 


recruiters. 


7.—BirTus AND Deatus. 


Eight hundred and seventy-four (874) births and three hundred and eighty-two (382) deaths 
have been registered during the past year. The death-rate has been fourteen per thousand - of the 
population, being considerably lower than the death-rate of last year, which was 17-2 per thousand. 
Fifty-seven (57) of these deaths occurred amongst the Indians who arrived during the year. One 
hundred and thirty-nine (139) are of young children, thirty-four (34) from other than natural causes, 


as per annexure, and the remainder from natural causes.

8.—MarriaGEs. 


Four hundred and fifteen (415) marriages have been registered during 1883, principally between if 
Indians who arrived during the year. 


9.—IncREASE AND DECREASE OF POPULATION.

- 10.—VaccinxaTion. 


During the past year one thousand and forty-three (1,043) children and ninety-eight adults have 
been successfully vaccinated.

11.—HEatrs. 


The health of the Indian population. generally throughout the Colony has been good during the 
past year. No epidemic has visited the Indians, although it was feared that the small-pox, which 
made its appearance at Capetown in 1882, would find-its way here. During the past year there was 
an outbreak of small-pox at the Diamond Fields, and also on the borders of this Colony ; but measures 
were at once taken to prevent its progress into Natal, which ‘measures, I am happy to say, were 
effectual. The mortality amongst children still appears excessive ; but this I attribute mainly to the 
want of proper nursing and care when young on the part of inexperienced and careless mothers. It 
has often been a mystery to me how the poor little creatures survive at all under such nursing as they 
usually get when very ‘young. I have frequently remarked the great difference there is between 
children born in the Colony and children arriving with their parents from India, to the advantage of 
the former class. On the one hand we see fine plump, healthy-looking little children ; and, on the 
other, weak, puny, miserable creatures, which seem as though there is no life in them. Whether the 
sea voyage has a bad effect on young children or not I cannot say. Extracts from the Reports of the 


Medical Officers of the various circles in the Colony wiil be found annexed. 


12.—Centrat Huspirats. 


These Institutions, of which there are five in the Colony, continue to prove a great source of 


comfort to the Indian population, as well as a convenience to emp!oyers of Indian labour. During the 
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REPORT OF THE PROTECTOR OF IMMIGRANTS (continued). 


year additions, rendered necessary by the increasing number of patients, have been made to the 
Verulam and Umazinto Hospitals. Very few cases of sickness are now treated on the Estates ; the 
recovery of patients is expedited and far more assured by the constant care and attention they receive 
in the Central Hospitals. The annexed Returns will show the number of patients admitted and 
discharged during the year. ; 


13.—VisiTation oF Estates oN THE Coasr. 


Iam happy to say that with but few exceptions I have found the relations between employer and 
employed as satisfactory as before. Desertion from service is carried on to a great extent ; but chiefly 


amongst now hands, by men who have never done a day’s work in their own country, professional 


beggars, priests, jewellers, and such like, a most undesirable class of people to have to work with, and 


of whom, I am sorry to say, we have a large number here. It is a noticeable fact that the greater the 
difficulty experienced in recruiting in India the greater is the proportion of worthless people who come 
here. The class of people I have alluded to I have had the greatest difficulty in dealing with. They 
invariably make complaints to shield themselves ; and since the arrivals of shipments last year, 
commencing from May, complaints have been numerous. The “ Hill Head” Estate was for some time 
a cause of great anxiety to me. Indians were constantly lodging allegations of illatreatment by the 
Sub-manager. I visited the Estate several times to try and ascertain whether there was any ground 
for these allegations, but without success. However, as the complaints were all against the 
Sub-manager, a Frenchman from Mauritius, I recommended the Manager to dispense with his services, 
which he accordingly did, and since then there has been a great improvement. The Sub-manager 
referred to was a first-class man as far as the cultivation of sugar-cano is concerned ; and in this 


respect was, no doubt, a great loss to the Estate. 


There are two other Estates—“ La Mercia” and “ Virginia” —from which complaints have been 
rather frequent. The real difficulty in dealing with such complaints is, as a rule, the utter unreliability 
of the Indians, both complainants and witnesses. I trust soon to be able to remove all cause of 


complaint on the Hstates referred to.” 


Tho overseer referred to in my last Report, and mentioned by Major Hime as being principally to 
blame in matters connected with the “ Canonby”’ Estate, has since left that Estate, and I am glad to be 


able to report a marked improvement. 


Several Sirdars have also been dismissed from various Estates at my request for borrowing money 
from the Indians, and oppressing those who refused, or were notin a position to comply with their 


demands ; and I may say that I have found this modo of dealing with such wrongdoers very effective. 


Complaints of ill-usage obtain immediate redress when brought to the notice of the Protector or 


any of the Resident Magistrates. 


In several instances [ have found wages in arrear, and on’ one or two Estates the consent of other 


Protectors has been obtained to the practice of paying wages other than monthly, where Indians have

themselves favoured such an arrangement. This I have from experience found undesirable, and have 
now given definite instructions that the Law must be complied with, Since then one employer has 


been fined for the non-payment of his Indians wages according to contract. 


14.—Tue Ur-Country Districts. 


The Deputy Protector has nearly completed a tour of inspection of his district, and from his 
various reports I am able to judge of the condition of the Indians employed in those parts of the upper 
districts of the Colony which have been visited by him. As was only to be expected many matters 
relating to the Indians were found to be in an unsatisfactory state. These were chiefly irregular 
payment of wages, illegal deductions, and the non-issue of rations as stipulated by law. Indians 
employed in the country districts are, however, supplied with milk in addition to the ordinary rations. 
Many difficulties arose through ignorance of the Law on the part of employers. The most frequent 
complaint, however, was that of Indians who stated that they had to perform a certain amount of work 
on Sundays, and received no extra pay therefor. ‘The occupation of residents in the up-country 
districts is chiefly more or less of a pastoral nature, and the herding of cattle on Sundays becomes a 
necessity, and where an arrangement, allowed by Law, is made with the Indian by which he receives 
extra remaneration for extra services complaints are but few—this applies equally to domestic service. 
The arrangements made for the housing of Indians the Deputy Protector has found open to, improvement, 


the principal ground of his objection being want of sufficient space. 
There have been few complaints of assault, 


The appearance of such Indians resident up-country as have. come to Durban speaks volumes for 
their physical condition. Almost without exception they are of far healthier physique than those 
resident on the Coast, where the climate is much warmer. The Deputy Protector, who previonsly 
resided on the Coast, speaking from personal observation says that Indians in his district are free from 
the Natal Sores so prevalent on the Coast amongst newly arrived Immigrants, and less subject to 
feverish, aguish colds, and asthma than Indians who live near the sea, and, bearing out my own 
impression, is certainly of opinion that they contrast favourably with the Coast Indians and look 


stronger and more robust. 


The complaints of employers of Indians are chiefly of insubordination and desertion. The first is 
often caused, as the Deruty Protector states, from the neglect of the employer to carry out the terms 


of his contract. The matter of desertion is a serious one. 


There are two medical circles only in the up-country districts, viz. : Pietermaritzburg and Howick 
The attendance on farms outside them is not as good as could be wished. The Deputy Protector has 
suggested the formation of other circles, but the fulfilment of this suggestion is much impeded by the 
fact that on many outlying farms the number of Indians at present employed is far too small to warrant 
such a course being pursued. The Deputy Protector also recommends the establishment of Central 


Hospitals, or at least one for Howick. This will receive attention during the year.

I have enumerated the chief points of the Deputy Protector’s reports, and am glad to be able to 
state that as a whole the Indians employed in the up-country districts are contented and happy. | 


The following are extracts from the report of the Deputy Protector, made to me at the end of the 


year :— 


“Tam glad now to be able to repeat what I said in my ad interim report, viz., that the 
employers generally find a great advantage in Indian labour, and that in the majority of 
cases the Indians are themselves contented and happy. And as from time to time I 
continue to correct mistakes in the practice of employers, the general average of profitable 


and satisfactory work continues to increase. 


“Tam glad to be able to confirm what I said in my former report about the good general health 
and strevgth of the Indians up-country ; and I can speak with more confidence than before 
in consequence of your having sent, for my information, the monthly reports of the Indian 
Medical Officers. 


‘- Temperance.—-After repeated enquiries, many of them by special letters, I satisfied myself 
that though there are some Madras Indians about the towns who are addicted to drunken- 
ness, yet it is a vice which prevails only amongst the Madras people, and that it does not 
prevail in the country districts to any formidable extent even amongst them. The Calcutta 
people seldom form the habit of drinking spirits, though they are more liable to excess in 


the use of opium. 


“ Marriage.—It still remains an unsettled question as to what constitutes the marriage of Indian 
Immigrants. I am still of the same opinion as before, that it should be regarded as a 
civil contract; and that the fact of registration should be considered to constitute the 
marriage. From the accident of being employed at the same place, people of different 
castes, such as Mussulmans and Hindoos, become attached to each other, and perhaps have 
children. They then wish to acknowledge their union and legitimise their children, but the 
marriage of such different castes being contrary to their tradition, it would be very difficult 


except as a civil contract. 


“ Tnterpreters.—There is a deficiency of satisfactory interpretation at the Magistrate’s Courts. 
This perhaps is not confined to the upcountry Magistracies. It is a difficulty felt all over 
the country, but it seems to exist here to a much greater degree than on the Coast. Itisa 
difficulty, but I think suitable men men might be got, and every Interpreter should be able 
to talk at least the two principal languages, namely, Tamil and Hindustani. 


“ Office-—Since writing my previous report, I have opened an offico in Maritzburg, and find it 
a great convenience. It is clear also that it is a great convenience to the public from the 
great number of people who come there to see me on business in connection with their 
Indians. But it has had the undesirable result: of immensely increasing my correspondence 


and other office work, 
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“Tam happy to think that the appointment of an officer acquainted with the laws 
relating to the Indians has been of much assistance to those interested, and I continue to 


receive a friendly welcome on my tours of inspection from the employers generally.

15.— LEGISLATION. 


A Bill, “ To amend and consolidate the Laws relating to the introduction of Indian Immigrants 
into this Colony, and to the regulation and government of such Immigrants,” was introduced by His 
Excellency the Governor at the last Session of the Legislative Council, and passed the second reading. 
At this stage it was, however, withdrawn, to allow more time for consideration, and it is hoped it will 
be brought forward during next Session. A Bill, also introduced by His Excellency the Governor, 
“To make provision for the Trial of Matrimonial Suits in cases of Indian Immigrants,” was likewise 
withdrawn on second reading. During the Session of 1883, an Address was presented by the 
Legislative Council to His Excellency, praying that 9 Bill might be introduced by which all Indian 
Immigrants and their descendants residing in this Colony, should be placed under the restrictions put 
upon Natives by Law 18 of 1863, entituled, “ Ordinance to Prohibit the Sale and Disposal of Spirits 
and other Intoxicating Liquors to Persons of the Native Race.” His Excellency, in reply, informed 


the Council that the question would receive consideration during the recess. In connection with this 


. subject, letters were adddressed by me, at the request of the Indian Immigration Trust Board, to both 


Agencies in India for report as to the probable effect a restrictive law of this kind would have upon 


Emigration. Copies of the replies received, and my report on the subject, are annexed. 


16.—EbvcatTion. 


The number of Indian Schools in the Colony is now eighteen, seven having been opened during 
the past year. This includes a large school in Durban, erected at a cost of £225 15s. 6d., by the 
Indian Immigrant School Board, on a site kindly g'ven by the Town Council of the Borough ; the 
Teacher is an Indian, a paid servant of the Board. Another school building has also just been erected 
by the Board, on a site purchased for the purpose for £75. This building will cost £200, and is also 
provided with a paid Teacher. The remainder of the schools receive grants in aid. The children of 
Indian parents are also admitted to the Government Model Primary Schools, and these institutions 
were attended by twenty-three Indian children last year. In my report for 1882, I mentioned that, as 
an experiment, Mr. Ross, the Madras Agent, had been requested to send to this Colony three qualified 
men as Teachers for the Indian Immigrant Board Schools. Mr. Ross sclected two men qualified to 
give instruction in English, Telegu and Tamil ; but on examination by the ship’s surgeon, I am sorry 


to say they were both found physically unfit to emigrate.

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17.—Soctan Status. 

Four thousand five hundred and forty-eight (4,548) Indians received their Discharge Certificates 
during the past year. None of these have re-indentured-as labourers on the plantations. A large 
number of them have obtained employment as monthly servants with the Contractors for the Railway 
Extension and others. A considerable number have voluntarily abandoned all claim toa free return 
passage to India, and left the Colony for the Diamond Fields and elsewhere. Others have turned their 
attention to farming and market gardening, shopkeeping, trading, and other similar occupations. On 
the coast the growth of Maize, Tobacco, and Vegetables is almost exclusively in their hands, and they 
appear to be doing remarkably well. 


On the whole I am happy to sav the Indian population continues to form an ordezly and respect- 
able element of the community. 


18.—ReEtuRN PassaGEs, AND LEFT THE CoLony. 

Three hundred and thirty-four (334) Indians left the Colony last year. Two hundred and thirteen 
(218) of this number voluntarily abandoned all claim to free return passages to India to which, by the 
terms of their engagement, they were entitled. Twelve (12) applied for and were provided with return 
passages to India, and eighty-one (81) men and their families, one hundred and nine (109) souls in all, 


were returned to India unfit for labour, at the expense of the Indian Immigration Trust Board. 


: 19.—Remitrances To Inpra. 
Seven hundred and fifty-four pounds (£754) was remitted through this office in 1883, in sums 
varying from £5 to £10, by Indians in the Colony to their relatives or friends in India, free of expense, 


20.—Inpian LetTers. 

Natal being so little known at present in India, Sir Charles Mitchell, on his return, recommended 
that Indians now resident in the Colony should be encouraged in every way to write to their friends in 
India. To this end a circular was addressed to ali employers asking their co-operation and encourage- 
ment in this direction, and the result has been that from July to the end of the year thres hundred and 
fifty-one letters have been received and sent through this office, free of charge, for delivery to the 


addressees by the Agents at Madras and Calcutta. Letters continue to come in daily. 


21.—DEpaRTMENTAL. 

The Protector of Immigrants—Colonel Graves —resigned his appointment in January. In July 
my appointment as Protector of Immigrants, on a probation of twelve months, was gazetted. Mr. Jas. 
A. Polkinghorne, as Assistant Protector, has rendered me very great assistance in the performance of 
the duties appertaining to my office during the year, and the other members of the staff deserve every 
credit for the way in which they have carried ont the work allotted to them.

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Report of Dr. Tripp, re “ Sophia Joakim.” 


Durban, 16th August, 1883. 
To the Protector of Immigrants, Durban. 

Sir,—With reference to your remark respecting the dirty state of the cloths of some of the 
Emigrants landed from the Sophia Joakim, I have the honour to oxplain that this is attributable to the 
unusually long voyage made by the ship. Jurther, the ’tween deck of the ship, prior to her departure 
from Calcutta, was, by order of the Protector of Emigrants there, coated with carbolized oil as a 
precautionary measure against measles, cases of which had occurred on the passage of the vessel from 
Mauritius to Calcutta with Coolies. This application to the deck, so beneficial and necessary in itself, 
contributed towards soiling the cloths. Amongst the Calcutta Emigrants too, there prevails the custom 
of anointing themselves from head to foot with mustard oil, a practice of questionable utility and 
decidedly inimical to clean linen. Two suits of white clothing, therefore, during such a long voyage as 
the Sophia Joakin experienced, would, in contact with an oiled deck and with besmeared bodies, 


present anything but a cleanly appearance. 


While upon this subject of clothing, I would suggest that daring the colder months of the Austral 
Year Emigrants to this port should ba supplied, as in voyages to the West Indies, with a pair of 
woollen trousers if males, and with a woollen petticoat if females. I found it impracticable to prevent 
the Emigrants from using both cloths as a protection against the cold, supplementing them frequently 
with a blanket. The warm jackets served out now are no preservatives against cold, inferior extremities, 
which are soonest chilled and, therefore, need more covering than the well-warmed chest and upper 


limbs. 


Respecting the white clothing, I would advise that one saree’ should be replaced, in the case of 
women, by one of Turkey red, in accordance with the practice of Madras. 5

Sir,—Agreeably to your verbal request on the subject, I beg to state for your information that as 
Superintendent of the Quarantine performed by the Coolies ex Coldstream, from Madras, in April and 
May last, I was present at their landing on the Bluff on the 23rd April last. 
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I noticed:that these Coolies on landing were all more or less filthy and infected with itch, and 
were generally in a poor condition, which facts do not certainly indicate that these people had been 
properly cared for during their stay on board the vessel.

Report of Health Officer re Emigrants ex “ Coldstream.” 


Health Office, Point, 26th May, 1883. 
The Protector of Immigrants, Natal. 
Sir,—As requested I have examined the records kept by the Medical Officer in charge of the 
Coolies ex Coldstream :— 


1. The first thing that strikes me is that there was a want of proper examination of those 
embarked, for according to his own showing one woman (who died during the voyage) had dysentery 
ten days before she embarked, and was still bad. 


2. The cases reported as small-pox had not been detected by him till they had gone on for some 
time, and then no attempt was made at isolation in the way laid down in his instructions (which are 
very clear and stringent), and the cases were reported cured and discharged long before it was safe to 
do so. This latter mistake very nearly led to serious consequences as regards the granting of pratique 


on the vessel’s arrival. 


I regret I cannot at all commend the way in which the whole work has been carried out by the 
Medical Officer in charge.

Reply of Dr. Acelby to Report of Health Officer re Emigrants ex.‘ Coldstream.” 


Durban, Natal, 28th May, 1888. 
To the Protector of Immigrants, Natal. 
Sir,—In reply to the Report of the Health Officer on the records kept by me as Medical Officer in 
charge of the Barque Coldstream, I beg to say— 


1, That the woman whom I reported to have been ‘suffering from dysentery for about ten days 


previous to embarkation, was able to walk from the Natal Depdt to the Pier, a distance of more than

two miles, a fact which shows that she could not really have been very ill at the time of embarkation. 
That she had been ill for ten days was her statement. Unless the disease had really been of very long 
standing, or very severe in character, it would not have been easy for one to say that she was in an 


unfit state for emigration. 


2. That it is impossible for any medical man to know and recognise a case of small-pox until it 
has “ gone on for some time.”” Every medical man knows that a case of small-pox begins with febrile 
symptoms, which usually last for about two days, and that it is impossible during these two days to say 
that a patient so suffering is suffering from small-pox. Even when an eruption follows fever, and 
especially if the fever is not attended with the symptoms so characteristic of small-pox, it would not 
follow that the case was one of small-pox. Further, the first eruption of small-pox, or in fact any 
slight papular eruption, does not usually attract attention ona dark skin. Thus it happened that as 
the fever was very slight, and the first eruption not clearly discernable, I did not detect the cases I 
reported “ till they had gone on for some time.” I isolated the cases by placing them in the hospital 
and making other arrangements for the other patients. I did not put them into the long boat becausé 
I did not know that that was the way in which isolation was directed to be done. With regard to 
discharging the cases of small-pox, I must beg leave to say that, having had them under my immediate 
care and observing their progress, I ought to be considered the best judge of the time at which it 
might be safe to discharge them. 


If “all’s well that ends well,” I think I may fairly be considered as having taken sufficient 


precaution against the spread of so dreadful and infectious a disease. 


Hoping I have given a sufficiently satisfactory explanation of the points taken up by the Health 
Officer.

Sm,—I beg to supplement the remarks I have already made on the Health Officer’s Report on 
my papers ; and to request that you will beso good as to send a copy of this also to the proper 


authorities. 


1. Mr. Lennon, the Health Officer, seems to lay the entire blame on me for taking on board a 
woman who had suffered, as I was subsequently told, from dysentery for ten days, altogether ignoring 
the fact that the woman’s condition escaped detection by two older and better men than myselt, viz., 
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the Depét Surgeon and the Medical Inspector of Emigrants. The Health Officer should have seen a 
distinction between an assertion of a fact and an assertion of a statement. I did not say that the woman 


had actually been suffering for ten days, but simply that she said so. 


2. The Health Officer is very hard on me for not carrying out to the letter the “plain and 
stringent” instructions laid down for my guidance ; but he failed himself to teach me, by example, to 
act more discreetly ; when having given me, while in quarantine, very “plain and stringent” 
directions about the destruction of all cloths belonging to the Coolies, that had at all been worn, he 
himself destroyed no more than the cloths they had on at the time. He took no trouble to examine 
their boxes in which he would certainly have found something more to burn, in accordance with his 
own “plain and stringent”’ suggestions. He told me, however, he has to be very careful, as he is 
very narrowly watched by enemies. Perhaps ho felt himself oat of the ken of enemies when he gave 
himself up to a little laxity. 


3. By the book containing the rules for our guidance, the Health Officer has to report on the 
accuracy of the Medical Officer’s records. The Health Officer, however, comments all the while on 
my conduct, and is perfectly silent about my records till he comes to the close of his Report, and then 
simply says that he regrets he cannot commend the manner in which I have kept my books ; perhaps 
a very logical conclusion, although it fails to satisfy me.

EXTRACTS FROM THE REPORTS OF THE MEDICAL OFFICERS. 


Durpan Cigcie. 


Dr. Bonnar, the Medical Officer for this Circle, states :—“ From December, 1882, to November, 
1883, both inclusive, 2,037 cases of sickness have been prescribed for by me. The far greater 
proportion of these cases have been of a trivial character, and not involving absence from ordinary 
work. Ninety have been so seriously ill as to have been laid aside from their ordinary employment ; 
and all cases requiring special attention have been relegated to Hospital and treated there. A 
mortality of 29 has occurred, eight of whom were children. No special form of epidemic has prevailed 
throughout the twelve months, and the diseases which have principally prevailed are fever, rheumatism, 
diarrhoea, and dysentery. Fever, phthisis, marasmus or general debility, and dysentery, have been the 
chief causes of death. A few cases of purulent ophthalmia have been treated in the Railway Hospital, 
causing total loss of sight. These men were sent to India per Umvoti. Syphilitic affections have been 
more prevalent than previously ; but all have been satisfactorily cured, and I know of no existing case 
in the Circle. Some of the compounds belonging to the public bodics are ina very unsatisfactory 


state as regards sanitation.” 


Avoca Crnce. 


Dr. McIntyre, the Medical Officer for this Circle, reports :—‘‘ During the year 1883 there has 
been no epidemic of any diseaso in this Circle. Venoreal disease has been kept in check by the 
employers calling my attention promptly to every fresh case of the disease so soon as they became 
aware any one of the Indians suffered from it ; and all the more severe cases were removed to, and 
treated in, the Hospital. After the arrival of each shipment of Indians there has been an increase of 
this disease. Dysentery and diarrhoea have not given much trouble, and, unless in cases where the 
constitutional powers were previously exhausted, there have been few deaths. There have been some 
deaths from tubercular disease ; but very few from any other chest affection indeed. I may report the 
general health of the Indentured Indians good ; such cases as were treated on the Estates, or in the 
Central Hospital, being for the most part mon who were prematurely old, or those who had led a 
vicious and intemperate life, and whose constitutions were so rained that trifling causes induced 
temporary, and, in sume cases, serious sickness. A considerable number of the Immigrants, who have 
arrived during the year, have been physically unfit for labourers of any kind anywhere. There are a 
few cases of leprosy among the Indentured, and several cases of the same dreadful disease among the 
Free Indians, which I have seen. Most of them are not at present acute; but I think all cases of 
this disease onght to be removed from the Colony. The Central Hospital has done good duty. It is 
a benefit to the patient, because he can get attention which could not be had under the most favourable 


circumstances on any Estate ; and has in many instances saved life, which I believe would otherwise 
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have been lost. To the employer it is also an advantage, because, although it costs him more money, 


it relieves him from the responsibility of such cases as are, and ought to be, sent into the Central 


Hospital, and it shortens the period of the men’s absence from work, and so husbands their strength 
that their constitutions are not sapped and wasted by unnecessarily prolonged treatment and slow 
convalescence. The employers have, without exception, shown such an interest in the health of the 
men, and have so promptly acted on any suggestion affecting their welfare, I feel bound to mention 
the fact, not as an unprecedented circumstance, perhaps, but tending to prove that when complaints 


are made against the employer, he is generally the party who has most reason to complain. 


The Hospital Compounder continues to do his duty satisfactorily.” 


Isrpinco CrrcLE. 


Dr. Greene, the Medical Officer for this Circle, states :—“ Iam unable to give a more favourable 
account of the sanitary conditions under which the Indians live than I have in former Reports. They 
still inhabit the same species of hovel or hut, nor can I perceive any, alteration in their habits or modes 
of living. Among the male adults on the various Estates in this Circle the average of sick during the 
last year has been about 15 per cent. The women have enjoyed remarkably good health. The death 
rate among children appears to me large.. This is owing partly to the neglect of the parents in not 
obtaining timely medical advice ; partly to their repugnance to have their children treated in the 
Hospital. There has been no epidemic, and only twelve cases of venereal disease have come 


under my notice.” 


Umzinto Circe. 


Dr. Tritton, Medical Officer for this Circle, states :—‘‘ This Circle contains twenty-four Estates, 
some of which are exceedingly large, viz., “ Equefa,” “ Umzinto,” “ Canonby,” and “ Maryville,” 
each employing on an average about 200 Coolies. ‘Canonby.”. The health of this Estate has been 
very good. “Umazinto.” On account of tho wretched condition in which many of the later batches 
of Indians have arrived, the health of this Estate has been far from satisfactory. ‘“ Maryville.” 
Health has been exceptionally good. “ Equefa.” Many evils exist here which are prejudicial to the 
health of the Indians ; but which I have failed to get altered. Smaller Hstates.—On the remaining 
twenty smaller Estates the health has been decidedly good, especially at “ Ifafa” and ‘“‘ Umpambanyoni.” 
There has scarcely been a case of serious illness, apart from accidents, Local Hospitals.—On all the 
larger Estates these Hospitals have been or are being put up; but, with few exceptions, I consider 
them of little use, as Indians who only need slight medical attendance prefer to remain in their own 
huts, where they have a fire and their relations to attend upon them ; while those who need constant 


attendance are far better sent into the Central Hospital, where they are visited daily, or oftener if 
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necessary, and where the Compounder can give mea full account of each case on my visit. Indeed, 
this Central Hospital is one of the greatest benefits to the planter and the Indians, and I believe they 
both fully appreciate its advantages. Central Hospital—During the year 1883 one hundred and 
thirty Indians were admitted, of whom nine died, being a little over 6 per cent., which is very good, 
considering the patients admitted were the picked serious ones from the several Estates, many being 
bad accidents. Two Indians were brought in dead. At the present season of the year “ Natal sores ”’ 
are the curse of the Indians on all the Estates. As a rule “ Natal sores,” dysentery, and fever are by 
far the most common diseases met with. On the whole, I am of opinion that the Indians greatly 
improve their condition by Immigration, and if something could only be done to prevent them wasting 


their wages on the filthy rum that is manufactured here, the improvement would be even greater.” 


Mangirzpure Circe. 


Dr. R. R. Allen, Medical Officer for this Circle, reports :—‘ Diarrhoea, dysentery, chicken-pox, 
and fever have been the only lymotics to record. There have been 23 cases of diarrhoea ; but they all 
recovered. Only 10 cases of sporadic dysentery came before my notice, which never at any time 
threatened to approach the form of an epidemic. The five cases of chicken-pox which came before my 
notice have been reported in due course. I may, however, here remark that this disease has been 
unusually severe, and singularly like small-pox toa vasual observer. The disease is that which is 
called ‘ Swine-pox” in Ireland, and is between small-pox and chicken-pox in character. Only a few 
cases of ague have been treated; but 1 notice almost every disease has a tendency to become 
intermittent in character in Indians. The diathetic, these diseases which are developed inside the body, 
are very numerous. The death rate for the year has been unusually low. The mortality amongst 
children may, however, appear very large ; but in England ‘about one-half the children born perish 
before they reach the age of nine years.’ Taking this into consideration, I consider the death rate 
among Coolie children yery low. Twelve cases of primary syphilis and 88 sequel of it came under my 
observation. From gonorrhcea and its sequel I have had 36 cases to treat. It is melancholy to see a 
race eaten up with such a loathsome disease from habits of promiscuous and impure intercourse of the 
sexes. There has been quite a chapter of accidents, 25 in number, some dangerous, but none fatal. 
The accidents occur principally by forage machines and on the Railway. Ihave successfully vaccinated 
141. Malingering amongst Coolies has not been quite such a common occurrence as when I first came 
here. The new-comers, however, try to malinger, and I have noticed if an Indian is detected and 
punished for the offence, he will not again repeat it. But if he is not discovered in the first instance 


he will, by practice, become so proficient in the art as to puzzle the most accomplished physician.” 
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Howick Crncie. 


Dr. Mengershausen, Medical Officer for this Circle, reports :—“ On the whole I consider that the 
health of the Indians has been very good during the last year. The water supply is plentiful, and of 
good quality ; but in the Report of the Diseases you will find that intermittens and fever are getting a 
fair share of the different complaints.” 


STaNGER CiRcLe. 


Dr. H. W. Jones, Medical Officer for this Circle, reports :—‘ The general health of the Indian 
Immigrants in my Circle has been very satisfactory during the past year. The prevailing diseases have 
been remittent and intermittent fevers, dysentery, diarrhoea, rheumatic affections, and boils and ulcers. 
There were eight deaths during the period, two being cases of suicide. There are Estate Hospitals at 
the following places, viz., Riet Valley, Glendale, and Kearsney. They appear to answer the purposes 
intended fairly well. A Central Hospital at Stanger would be a great convenience, no doubt. The 
Sanitary arrangements around the dwellings are far from satisfactory ; but still they are better than 
they were. The Indians appear to have a great aversion to soap and water, their bodies and clothes 
being often in filthy state. I have frequently spoken to them about this matter, the excuse generally 
made being want of soap. This of course they can always purchase if they choose. Nearly all the 
Indians in this Circle were vaccinated last year, and I am now looking up the free Indians who failed 
to come to me when ordered to do so. The Coolic dwellings are very much better than they used to 
be, and for comfort bear favourable comparison with those of the Highland crofters. I observe that 
there is considerable garden cultivation around most of the Indian quarters. Many employers give 
task work ; and I have often seen the Coolies returning to their homes at noon, having completed their 
day’s work, being at liberty for the rest of the day to cultivate their own gardens. Some add 
considerably to their savings by the sale of garden produce, poultry, &. In conclusion, I am glad to 
be able to state that I never heard a single complaint against any employer during the past year.

REPORTS OF INDIAN AGENTS ON THE SUGGESTION TO PASS A BILL 


RESTRICTING THE SALE OF INTOXICATING LIQUORS TO INDIANS IN 
NATAL. 


Natal Emigration Agency, No. 8, Garden Reach, 


Calcutta, 6th November, 1883. 
The Protector of Immigrants, Durban, Natal. 


Sir,—In compliance with the request contained in your Circular No. 701, dated August, 
1883, I have the honour to make the following observations, viz. :— 


The population of India is mainly composed of Hindus and Mahomedans, who, while on their 
native soil, seldom indulge in intoxicating liquors. Amongst the Hindus there are men who drink. 
They are the lower classes of labourers, such as Chamar, Dosand, Cole, Veel, the common Madrassees, 
&c., who indulge in liquor on occasions of festivity, but are seldom habituated to its use. The higher 
orders of Hindus, such as Chuttries, Bhooyear, Banias, &c., not to mention Brahmins, are intensely 
averse to the use of any sort of intoxicating liquors. They, together with the Mahomedans, are strictly 


forbidden by their religions even to touch them in any form except as medicine. 


The Hindu Emigrants are compelled to throw off their caste prejudices, having to cat their meals 
in company with Mahomedans on. board ship. Their religious prejudices are thus shaken, and they 
begin to acquire the evil habit of drinking, become gradually accustomed to it, and not only lose their 
first aversion towards the use of intoxicating liquor, but conceive a certain fondness for it, and at last 


many of them turn out habitual spirit drinkers. 


I have seen a number of Indian Coolies detained in this Depédt for four ‘months awaiting 
embarkation without requiring or asking for any intoxicating drinks. Whereas, intoxicating liquor is 
frequently used as a common necessary of life by Emigrants who offer to re-emigrate even during 
their short stay in the Depot. There have likewise been instances of drunkenness amongst Emigrants 
who had just returned from the Colonies, resulting in their utter ruin ; for, notwithstanding repeated 
warnings given them by the Emigration Agents here and their staff to take care of themselves and 
their money, they are robbed of every pice they have with them while in a state of insensibility from 
drunkenness. 


I think it would be beneficial to the Indian Immigrants in Natal, and to the interests of emigration 


generally, if a Law were introduced restricting the salo to Indians of intoxicating liquors. 


Such a Law in the Colony would, 1 believe, be highly acceptable to the masses of Indians here- 
from whom the Emigrants to Natal are recruited.

At the same time, I am very averse to anything like class legislation. It is certainly advisable 
that on their first landing in the Colony the Indian Immigrants should be protected by special 
legislation ; but the sooner they can be absorbed in the bulk of the population the better, so as to 
enjoy the same rights and be subject to the same penalties as other citizens.

Report upon the proposal to introduce a Bill to prohibit the Sale of intoxicating liquor to Indian 


Immigrants. 


I assume that, having regard to the opinion of the Government of India, as expressed in a 
Despatch of the 13th April, 1880, should a Bill to prohibit the sale of intoxicating liquor to Indian 
Immigrants be prepared, it will not be made applicable to Indian Immigrants now under contract 
of service. 


Such a Bill, then, might be made applicable to all Indian Immigrants to be thereafter introduced, 
and to all free Indians in the Colony. Should such a Bill be made Law there would, until the Indian 
Immigrants then under contract of service became free from such service, that is to say, for a period of 
five years, be a large number of Indians scattered over the Colony to whom its prohibitions would not 
apply, free to buy and to possess liquor ; and this being so, it appears that a chief purpose of the Law 
would be at best but partially secured. For it is now complained that persons of the Native race 


readily obtain liquor through the agency of the Indian population. But would this channel be closed 
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REPORT OF THE PROTECTOR OF IMMIGRANTS (continued). 


by a Law which merely reduced the number of Indians who could obtain liquor and could sell it to 
Natives? And if Natives readily obtain liquor from Indians under the existing prohibitive liquor Law, 
how much more easily would Indians brought under the provisions of such a prohibitive Law obtain 
liquor from Indians living, as in many cases they would live, on the same premises, but free from 


its prohibitions. 


I do not know whether the enactment of such a Law is contemplated ; but thero are, I think, 
great and obvious objections to it. 


A restrictive liquor Law might, however, be made, coming into force five years after its enactment, 
and extending to all Indian Immigrants then in the Colony, and to all thereafter to be introduced. In 
this case it remains to be shown that such a Law is called for, and that it would be beneficial to the 
Colony and to the Indian Immigrants themselves. 


There is no doubt but that Natives do get intoxicating liquor through the agency of Indian 
Immigrants, and that this fact furnishes a strong argument in favour of placing the latter under the 
restrictions of such a Law. But I am not prepared to admit the truth of the statement that much 
drunkenness and crime result from the free use of intoxicating liquor by the Indian inhabitants of this 
Colony. Indeed, my experience is that as regards sobriety, the Indian population of the Colony 


compares very favourably with its other inhabitants, both European and Native. 


With respect to the effects which such a Law would produce upon Indian Emigration to the 
Colony, I shall be able to speak more distinctly when the Reports of the Natal Emigration Agents in 
"India on the subject, which, at the request of the Indian Immigration Trust Board I have already 
_ asked for, have been received. But I think such a Law would tend to check the already limited supply 
of Emigrants, and especially the supply from the Madras Presidency. The Madrassees look upon their 
“toddy ” as one of the few comforts they possess. Indeed, spirits have been described as being to 
them almost a necessary of life. To encourage them to emigrate it has been found by Sir Charles 
Mitchell, who recently visited the Natal Emigration Agencies in India as Special Commissioner from 
the Indian Immigration Trust Board, desirable to offer special inducements. Even with these special 
inducements it is feared the supply of Emigrants from Madias during the present year will fall 
considerably short of the estimate, and the same may be said of the supply from Calcutta. In short, 
the demand in the Colony for Indian Immigrants far exceeds the supply, and the application to Indian 
Immigrants of a restrictive Liquor Law would, I fear, have a serious effect in increasing this. 
disproportion, or at any rate in counteracting the endeavours of the Indian Immigration Trust Board 

to equalise them.

The Board has met five times during the year—on the 2nd February, 22nd February, 20th March, 
21st June, and 13th November. 


The Board has tried in vain to get four suitable teachers from India. The Emigration Agent in 
Madras selected two men in October last, one an undergraduate and the other a matriculate. Both 
were qualified to give instruction in English, Telegu, and Tamil. On submitting to the ship surgeon 
for examination, it was found that both were physically unfit for service in Natal. 


The Board has established a Government School at the West-ond of Durban, on a site kindly 
given by the Town Council. Another Government School building has just been erected on a site on 


the Victoria side of the Queen’s Bridge, Umgeni, purchased from Mr. Buttery for £75. The building 
will probably cost about £200.

Sir,—I have the honour to submit, for the information of the Indian Immigrant School Board, 
the following Report upon the condition of Indian Schools for the year 1883. 


Number. 


The number of these Schools is now 18 ; seven having been opened during the year. 


: Progress. : 

Some progress has been made since my last Report, and I believe that the leaven is working 
amongst the mass. The education given is necessarily elementary, and the early age at which Indian 
children can earn their own living causes a constant loss to the Schools of the more ‘advanced pupils. 
Most promising boys, capable of acquiring anything they might be taught, are taken away, and for all 
that can be seen make no use of whaf they have learnt. Still there are in nearly all the Schools a few 


who can answer any question, and do any work within the lines laid down, viz., Reading, Writing, 
and Arithmetic. 
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REPORT OF THE PROTECTOR OF IMMIGRANTS (continued). 


Although only 467 appear on the Registers for December, it will be seen that as many as 1,011 
have attended the various Schools during the year. The estimated number of children of both sexes 
requiring education being about 4,000. Very few girls are allowed to attend. In addition, 23 
children have attended the Government Model Primary Schools in Durban and Maritzburg. 


The Board School, Durban, opened in October, promises to be a success. The teacher, Mr. R, 
Hoover, brings the same care to the performance of his duty ashe showed when employed at the 


Bridgeford School. £1 7s. 6d. has been received as school-fees for the quarter ending December. 


The Railway School, well managed by Mr. Peter, is ina satisfactory condition. It is to be 
regretted that the Railway Department has not yet been able to provide the increased accommodation 


promised, as this School is often overcrowded. 


The Church School, Durban, from a very low ebb has, since tho appointment of Mr. Godfrey as 


teacher, become the leading School in point of numbers. Most of the pupils are small. 


The Wesleyan School, Durban, has fallen off ; but may be expected to improve under the present 


teacher, who has been specially introduced from India by the Mission. 


The Point School only opened in December. 


Sydenham School only opened in November. 


Umgeni School.—The pupils at this School are small, and rather backward. All concerned will be 
glad when the Building now being put up on the site acquired by the Board is available. 


Springfield School.—The teacher appears to be a'very painstaking man ; but the progress of the 
papily is slow. 


Prospect “Hall School only opened in November. It is intended for the children on this and the 
adjoining Estate ; a building and rations for the teacber being given by Messrs. Chéron and Willis. 


Avoca School opened in October. The pupils have made some progress. 


Mount Moriah School.—No School has been held sinco November. The proprietor of the Estate,- 
Mr. Snell, kindly gives the use, of half an acre of land for School purposes ; but it has been found 


impossible as yet to get the Indians in the neighbourhood to combine for the erection of a schcol-room. 
Bridgeford School continues under Mr. Rowley to merit praise. 


Tongaat School only opened in December. 


Umbilo School_—The number of pupils is small, though it is situated in a ery: populated - 
district ; nor do they make much progress. 


Umainto School.—Great difficulty has been experienced in getting a suitable teacher for this 
School, the distance from town being so great. Both Europeans and Indians have been tried during 
the year. It is improving under the present Master. 


Equefa School.—This is the only School with a European teacher. Some progress has been made 
since it was opened in April. 
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Catholic School, Pietermaritzburg, is the second best attended School. The pupils are making 
satisfactory progress under Mr. Rock’s tuition. 


Church School, Pietermaritzburg.—This School has suffered much from the changes of teacher, 
which have been found necessary. It seems to be improving since its removal into a more central 
position. 

Training Teachers.—It has been proposed to establish some sort of Training College for teachers 
in connection with the Board School, Durban. I fear, however, that no satisfactory result could be 


anticipated yet. The purpose should, I think, be sufficiently served for the present by the system of 


“pupil teachers now in operation. Scholarships to the Government Schools might also be held out as — 


inducements to boys who wish to continue their studies with a view to becoming teachers. 


Future of Pupils—The question “ what are you going to do with these children when you have 
educated them?” is often asked by Indians as well as by Furopeans. It is not easy to give a 
satisfactory reply. We may trust that they willbe by so much the better that they have obtained 
some small tincture of knowledge ; have been subjected to some little discipline ; have learnt at any 
rate that there is a standard of thought and action other than the hereditary. But there is a risk of 
their leaving school with just enough learning to enable them to become disturbing elements in the 
State, but without the training which would fit them for citizenship. For my own part, I should like ‘ 
to see these, and in fact all Schools, converted into Industrial Schools in which each pupil might be 
taught some useful handicraft. As a small step towards which I beg to suggest for the Board's 
consideration the expedieucy of offering apprenticeships to such boys as desire to learn a trade, as an 
equivalant for the scholarships and bursaries appertaining to other Schools. It seems to me as 
necessary to teach self-respect as the alphabet, and nothing is more calculated to this end than the 
possession of knowledge that can be turned to a good account. Natal is, perhaps, the only place with 
a similar population, where nothing has been done towards the training of a class of artizans, able to 
work at more moderate rates of wages than suffice for the more costly importation from Europe. The 
young Indian becomes a hawker of vegetables, a waiter in a hotel, and practically his own master just 
when restraint would be most beneficial to bim. Much of the indifference, and even opposition, shown 
by Indian parents to the education of their children arise froma fear that they may be unfitted for 
making their living by labour, and so may become bad characters perhaps. For, strange as it may 
sound to some, the Indian has a moral code of his own, and would be sorry to sec his children grow up 


infamous. 


Recommendations.—I desire to call the attention of the Board to the recommendations contained 


in my Report of January 20th, 1883 ; particularly with regard to the employment of European 


teachers in all the larger Schools. 


Assistance.—I have to acknowledge much friendly help in the discharge of my duties as Inspector. 
Thanks are especially due to the Rev. L. P. Booth, who has devoted himself to the cause of Indian 
Mission School work throughout the Colony.

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REPORT OF EXCISE DEPARTMENT. 


TE HonovuRABLE THE COLONIAL SECRETARY. 


S1r,—I have the honour to submit the following Report for this Department for the year ended 
31st December, 1883 :— 


REVENUE. 


The Revenue for the above year amounted to £17,159 1s. 3d., against £18,861 9s. 2d. for the 
previous year, a decrease of £1,702 7s. 11d. 


This decrease need scarcely cause surprise when considered in conjunction with the cloud of 
depression that hung over the Colony—indeed the whole of South Africa during the entire year— 
‘affecting, as it must have done, the income of every race forming the community, the indolent and 
apparently happy Native probably excepted. 


A loss of £1,259 Os. 94., compared with 1882, occurred through the sudden collapse early in the 
year of the Overberg trade. The falling-off in quantity will be found under spirits exported. 
~ 


A contributory cause, prompted by the. hard times, might have been that of pilfering of spirits from 
the Distilleries, amongst which the Coolies and other coloured tribes, who are the chief consumers of 
rum, are very numerous ; a clandestine practice that can be followed under the present Excise system 
with quite a minimum risk of detection, and may be expected to continue until the enforcement of 
provisions, placing the spirits at every Distillery in charge of the Excise Surveyor, instead of being in 
charge of the Distiller or his servants, the majority of whom are Indians. 


EXPENDITURE. 


The expenditure was £2,693 7s. 6d., against £2,896 188. 11d. the previous year, a decrease 
of £203 11s. 5d. 


It cannot, I think, be deemed a high percentage of expenditure, considering the number of 
Distilleries to superintend, and the wide area over which they are scattered ; and it has to be observed 
.that the quantity of spirits on which duty is paid represents only a portion of the duties and 
responsibilities of the Excise Surveyors, who have to gauge and take an account of all the spirits 
exported by sea duty-free ; and that some of the Distilleries making the largest quantity of ram, which 
necessarily involves a greater amount of labour, and occupies more fully the time of an Excise Surveyor, 
pay the smallest amount of Colonial duty in proportion to the quantity made. 
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REPORT OF EXCISE DEPARTMENT (continued). 


DISTILLERIES.- 


Eighteen Distilleries were licensed against twenty-two in the year 1882. This decrease of the 
number was owing chiefly to the extension of the Central Mill system, which might be further adopted 
with beneficial results, provided such Mills are established on a satisfactory basis and economically and 
efficiently managed. Any extra expenditure for hauling of cane would be far outweighed by a saving 


of plant, fuel, and labour. 


ManuFacturE. 


The following Statement shows the total Spirits manufactured and disposal thereof direct from the 
Distilleries for years 1882 and 1883 :—

A substantial increase of 24,817 proof gallons manufactured, notwithstanding the decrease of the 
number of Distilleries, combined with the low discouraging price of ram. This increase may be 
attributed in a great measure to the larger area of cane crushed ; but another cause might have been 
that of some Distillers having converted into spirits other materials than the mere refuse of the Sugar 
Mill. This is a matter that will haye to receive greater attention in the future by distillers if they 
desire their spirits to obtain a place and price equal to that of other Colonies in the English markets.

This total of export by sea includes the 56,502 gallons shown exported direct from the Distilleries, 


The decrease in the quantity sent Overberg was caused to a great extent by the establishment of a 
Custom House at Dutoitspan, noar Kimberley, by the Cape ‘Government. Thus Natal rum, with a 
Colonial dupy averaging 4d. plus an import duty of 8s. 3d. per proof gallon, was overweighted in 
competition with the produce of the Cape Colony in the Kimberley market. 


Another way by which the Revenue under this head might have been affected is the reported 
increase of the quantity of spirits manufactured in the Transvaal. This is a question that may ere 
long require the attention of the Government, as there is no active protection against the importation 
of spirits overland into this Colony by the Newcastle route ; and the unwelcome proceeding on the 
part of Cape at Kimberley towards rum from Natal, may in turn have to be adopted by Natal on the 


border near to or at Newcastle towards spirits from the Transvaal. 


Pusiic WAREHOUSES. 


There are two Public Warehouses for storing Colonial distilled spirits; one at Pietermaritzburg, 
the other at Durban. The new one erected'in Durban and occupied on Ist August, 1882, owing to its 
central situation and close proximity to the terminus of the Natal Government Railways, is found very 
convenient by the public. But it is matter for regret that both warehouses are used to only a limited 
extent ; and merchants and distillers complain that the Warehouse rent is so excessively and unfairly 
high, that they are compelled, however inconvenient, to store their spirits at the Distilleries until 


required.

8. The year 1883 has witvessed a great depression in trade all over the Colony, and the fali in the 
duties upon Imports, on which the traffic of the Railway so largely depends, finds an almost exactly 
proportionate reflection in the fall of Railway Revenue, as compared with the previous year, after 


excluding in both years the Traffic in material for the Ladysmith Extension. 


4. The total Revenue of the Department for the year amounted to £155,771 7s. 6d., and the gross 
Working Expenditure (excluding Capital Expenditure defrayed from ordinary and Special Votes), 
amounted to £151,822 12s, 8d., leaving a balance of £3,948 15s. 3d. available towards payment of 
Interest ; but there has been charged against the Working Expenditure of the year, as has also been 
the case in smaller degree in former years, the total cost of renewing with Steel Rails 14 miles of 
Permanent Way ; 53 miles with new Sleepers, and a large proportion of new Ballast, at an expense of 
not less than £15,000. The life of the new Rails and otker Material is estimated to be at least double 
the life of those for which they have been sutstituted, and the expenditure is therefore one which 
should be spread over a period of years, as would be the case were it possible to treat such expenditure 


upon the same principle as is observed in the case of Joint Stock Companies.

5. Although not strictly within the proper limits of the Report for the year 1883, it may be 
interesting to reproduce the financial results of the working of the Railways during the three years the 
present system of Lines has been in operation.

The average net earnings, after payment of all Working Expenditure proper, have thus been 
£2 8s, 5d. per cent. per annum ; and where the expense of the abnormal renewals of Permanent Way 
with Steel Rails and other materials spread over a period of years, according to the principle alluded 


to in the preceding paragraph, the percentage of net earnings would be considerably increased. 


TRAFFIC. 


6. The depression in trade which marked the greater part of the year 1882, was continuously felt 


during the whole of the year under review ; and althoagh, as will be observed, the conveyance of 


Colonial produce was considerably increased, the net result of the year’s operations was a fall in | 


Revenue to the amount of £8,070 17s. 3d., as compared with the previous year. 


7. The Passenger Traffic during the year reflects the prevailing dullness, the First and Second 
Class Traffic exhibiting a considerable decrease, which, to some extent, is also noticeable in the Third 
Class Traffic, although the number of passengers of that class for short distances continues to increase. 
The daily averago number of Season Ticket holders was 276, and, adding their average trips to the 
total number of ordinary passengers, it will be found that the gross number of passengers conveyed by 
Railway during the year was 567,515. Itis gratifying to be able to add that this large number of 
passengers was conveyed, as kas also been the invariable experience of previous years, with absolute 
safety ; and that the working of the traffic generally has been characterized by complete immunity 
from serious accident. 

8. The larger decrease is, however, perceptible in the Goods Traffic, which, although only 
£3,530 18s. 7d. below last year, has incladed in it £29,249 6s. 2d. for material for the Ladysmith 
Extension. The conditions under which competition with the Railway by Ox-wagon is carried on, 
have enabled transport-riders to deprive the Department of a considerable portion of its legitimate 
Revenue, while various reductions in rates made from time to time, chiefly upon articles of Colonial 
production, while resulting in increased traffic, have failed to add to the Revenuo, and in some cases have 
inflicted loss. In this connection it may be mentioned that by virtue of an old arrangement which has 


not been disturbed, tlic stone employed in Harbour Works purposes is conveyed from Umgeni to the

Point at a merely nominal rate, which is not in any sense remunerative to the Railway Department. During 
the year 41,950 tons have thus been conveyed, which, if charged at the lowest ordinary rate, would have 
yielded an additional Revenue to the Department of £5,768, or nearly a half per cent. upon the 


amount of the Loan. 


9. The subject of Ox-wagon competition with the Railway was fully discussed in.a paper whick 
was laid before the Select Committee on Railways at the last Session of tho Legislative Council, and 
printed in their Report (L.C. No. 26,) dated 4th September, 1883. It is not therefore necessary to 
discuss the subject at length in this Report ; but subsequent experience only goes to confirm the views 
therein advanced ; and the time appears to have come when the propriety of withdrawing from the 
Ox-wagon the protection under which it has hitherto been allowed to compete upon the routes served 


by Railway communication should be fully considered. 


Locottotivs, Carriage, AND Wacow’ DepartMenr. 


10. The daily average nomber of Engines working upon the Line during the year was 21°75 ; 


the daily average number in the shops was 5:25 ; and the number of train miles ran was 446-178, 


11. Gradual improvements have been made upon the Engines, and close attention has been paid 
to the consumption of fuel and stores, resulting, with other measures taken in the Traffic Department, 


in a largely increased load per train with increased economy in the consumption of fuel. 


12. The bogies of 5 Engines have been converted from 2 to 4-wheeled bogies ; 10 Engines have 
received heavy repairs ; 12 have received medium repairs; 7 Engines were thoroughly painted and 
varnished ; slight repairs to the number of 759 have been executed upon the other Engines ; and 4 
new Engines imported from England were erected. Various improvements have been made upona 
number of the Engines, the wheels of which, to the number of 63 pairs, have been turned during the 


year, 24 pairs only requiring to be refitted with new Steel Tires. 


13. The condition of the Engine Stock, as reported by the Acting Locomotive Superintendent at 
31st December, 1883, may be thus summarised—in first-rate order, 16 ; in second-rate order, 6 ; 
requiring immediate repairs, 3. Additions and alterations of considerable importance, to the number 
of 30, have been carried out in the Locomotive Works, among which may be mentioned the erection 
of an Engine Traverser and a new Engine Hoist, designed to facilitate the movement of Engines and 
Boilers requiring repairs ; the coistruction of a Sand Furnace anda Spring-maker’s Furnace ; the 
erection of various Lathes and Machines, and the repairs of others; the manufacture of a new Lathe ; 


and the construction of various Smoke Chimneys, Water and (il-tanks, and Sand-boxes. 


14. The carrying on of the necessary work is’ much interfered with by the absence of proper 
. Workshop accommodation, the provisicn of which has been de'ayed on accoun! of the financial 


circumstances of the Colony. 
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REPORT OF THE GENERAL MANAGER OF RAILWAYS (continued). 


15. The Brass and Iron Foundries have continued to contribute very satisfactorily to the success of 
the Department, and an additional Cupola is nearly completed. 


16. The question of Water Supply has continued to engage attention, and certain improvements 
have been effected during the year, among which may be mentioned the erection of an additional 
Steam Pump in the Durban Yard, and snpplies of a sapplementary nature at Northdene, Wallacetown, 
Richmond Road, and Umgeni. 


17. Five Composite Carriages and 21 Wagons, upon Cleminson’s Flexible Wheel-baso system, 
imported from England, havo been erected during the year and placed in Traffic ; and 3 Composite 
Brake-vans, 1 Composite Carriage, and one five-compartment Third-class Carriage have been built 


upon the same principle by the Department. 


18, Alterations and improvements have been made upon 3 Second-class Saloon Carriages ; 42 
Carriages of all classes have been painted and varnished ; and general repairs, to the number of 1,290, 


have been executed upon the Carriage "Stock generally. 


19. Eight low-sided Wagons have been re-built ; 160 have been re-painted ; nearly all the 
Carriage and Wagon Stock have now had their buffing plates and rods strengthened ; 208 pairs of 
Wheels have been turned, and repairs to the number of 2,709, have been made upon the Wagon 
Stock generally. 


20. A new Saw Mill for the Wood-working Machinery, with anneve, has been erected ; and since 
it was brought into use it has conduced greatly to the efficient and economical execution of the large 
amount of work now requiring to be done ; but the men engaged in repairing the Carriage and Wagon 
Stock have for the most part to work in the open air; and the provision of proper Workshop 
accommodation, which was held over on account of the depression in trade, should not much longer be 


delayed, as the expense of carrying on the work is much increased by the present circumstances. 


21. The whole of the Drawings and Tracings have been classified ; a large number of new 
Drawings and Tracings have been made, and a total of 375 are now in use in the Locomotive Office 
and Works. 


22. A list of the Engines and Rolling Stock of the Department as at 31st December, 1883, is 
given in Appendix No. 6. 


Stores DEPARTMENT. 


23. Further concentration has taken placo during the year of the duties connected with the supply 
of Stores for all Departments, and arrangements have been made whereby the Stores required in 
connection with the construction of the Ladysmith Extension shall be procured and furnished through 
the General Storekeeper of the Railway Department. These arrangemenis will, it is confidently 


expected, conduce to economy and efficiency.

Inpian anv Native Lasour Department. 


24, The health of the Coloured Staff has, during the year, been good. There have been 18 deaths 
of adults, and 10 of children, from natural causes ; and one adult was fatally injured by an accident 
whilst riding upon a Platelayer’s trolley. The patients treated by the Dispenser attached to the 
Department during the year numbered 5,856, of whom 3,850 were treated in the small Hospital in the 
Barracks, and 2,006 as casual patients ; 4 Indians have been returned to India as being unfit for work, 
‘and there have been 19 cases of desertion ; but in every case the delinquent has been recovered and 
suitably dealt with. Coloured labour still continues uncertain and expensive ; and as indicative of the 
fluctuating character of the labour, it may be mentioned that. 389 men were engaged and 307 
discharged through the Indian and Native Labour Office during the year. The Indian School 

" established in the Barracks has been carried on with efficiency, and bears on its books the names of 
41 day and 20 night pupils, with an average attendance of 33 in the day and 11 in the evening.

proved very useful.

PeRMANENT Way. 


26. The maintenance of: the Lines in safe running order throughout the year has involved a large 
expenditure in renewals of Rails, Sleepers, and Ballast, the renewals with Steel Rails having been 
equal to 14 miles of line or 14:21 per cent. of the total open mileage, in addition to 53 miles which 
have been renewed with Sleepers during the year. 


27. The original line was laid with light Iron Rails of 40lbs. to the yard ; and, in providing for 
renewals which, owing to the sharp curves, steep gradients, and heavy traffic, have been very numerous, 
Steel Rails have been substituted, of 45lbs. to the yard. It is estimated that the life of the Steel Rails 
will be fully double that of the light Iron Rails for which they are being snbstitated. 


28. The abnormal character of the Expenditure involved in the renewals of the Permanent Way, 
which have already taken place, will be best illustrated by the following figures, shewing the amount 


of renewal in each successive year.

29, The same observations apply to re-ballasting, which has proceeded rapidly during the year, 
24 miles of line having been re-ballasted or filled in and brought into first-class running order. The 
Expenditure under this head, after making due allowance for all ordinary renewals, has been not less 
than £4,000 ; but the amount expended will bear fruit in future years by considerably prolonging the 
life of the Sleepers and Rails, and the ballast laid down, being of a hard and durable nature, will last 
much longer than the original ballast, which, in many places turned out, after exposure to the air, to be 


very soft and faulty. 


30. During the wet season, which was protracted, and very materially increased the expenditure 
necessary upon the Line generally, three embankments, which had formerly given considerable trouble, 
namely, the Wallacetown Embankment, the Tunnel Cutting Embankment on the North Coast Line, 
and the large Embankment on Field’s Hill, near Pinetown, had to be thoroughly dealt with in order to 
carry on the traffic, which, with the precautions used, was only slightly interrupted, and that only in 
one case. sf 


. 31. At Mount Edgecombe, arrangements which have been pending since the construction of the 
Line, have been carried out at the joint expense of the Department and the Natal Central Sugar

Company, the Department retaining the entire control and working of the Sidings. These arrangements 
have proved of great service during the recent sugar season, which has been the heaviest ever 


experienced. 


32. The accommodation for Coolies on the Line which, originallv, consisted of grass huts, has had 
to be renewed in many cases in consequence of the huts being blown or burnt down, and all such have 


been reconstructed in iron. 


33. At Durban additional Siding-room has been provided for Traffic and Locomotive purposes, 
and the drainage of the yard has been considerably improved. 


34, A new Coppersmith’s Shop has been erected in the Locomotive Department, and a Fire 
Engine House in clese proximity to the roadway has also been provided, completing the arrangements 


hecessary for the working of the Fire Apparatus. 


35. Additional buildings and improvements have been erected at Umsindusi, Richmond Road, 
&c., and 5 additional Platelayer’s houses have been erected for the accommodation of Platelayers who 


have brought their families to reside upon the scene of their duties. 


36. Tree-planting on the sides of the Line, which was commenced in 1882, has been carried on 
during the year, and of upwards of 6,000 trees which have been planted, nearly 50 per cent. are doing 
woll, and in many cases have attained considerable height, This work is beset with a good many. 
difficulties, owing to the prevalence of grass fires, the trampling of cattle, and the ravages of insects ; 
but every effort is being made to overcome these difficulties. 


37. Double Gates to substitute the chain barriers which formerly existed have been erected at all 
the principal level crossings in the town of Durban, and at the entrance to Pietermaritzburg Station. 


38. A large amount of work has been performed by the Maintenance Department on behalf and 
at the expense of the Ladysmith Extension. 


39. The unfortunate experiences of the year have been materially augmented by the failure of 
certain Iron Bridges on the Main and North Coast Lines. The ends of these Bridges, as originally 
built, rested upon the columns which were situated in the embankments. It was found on examination 
that in a number of cases the Iron Columns in the banks had failed by settlements in the banks 
surrounding them, and it became necessary to take temporary measures for their security, which were 
safely accomplished without any interruption to the traffic, excepting in the case of the Katskop 
Viaduct on the North Coast Line, where for a time passengers had to change carriages. The 
permanont arrangements for securing these Bridges are in progress. The large Inchanga Iron 
Viaduct was also found on examination to exhibit undue and increased vibration, and special 


precautions were adopted, pending measures for the stiffening of the entire structure.

Ihave the honour to report as follows on the proceedings of the Public Works Department for 
the year ending 31st December, 1883 :—

3. The Appendix which accompanies this Report gives the details of the Expenditure under the 
several Heads of Service, and it is only necessary, therefore, to refer specially to a few of the most 


important Works carried on during the year. 
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COLONIAL ENGINEER’S REPORT (continued.). 


4. The Bridge over the Klip River at Ladysmith, referred to in the Report for 1882, was 
completed at a total cost of £10,261, and was opened for public traffic on the 22nd October, 1883, 
As this River is one of the most dangerous Rivers in the Colony, the Bridge has proved a great boon, 
and its value has beon fully appreciated. The tolls received from the date of opening to the 31st 
December amounted to over £170. 


5. The Incandu River Bridge at Newcastle was ‘opened for public traffic on the 14th May, 1883. 
The tolls received between that date and the 8lst December amounted to £542. The total cost of this 
Bridge, including Toll-house, &., was £5,530. 


6. The Bridge over the Sunday’s River, on the Main Road to Newcastle, was opened for traffic 
on the 23rd June, 1883, and the tolls to the 31st December amounted to £175. The cost of the 
Bridge, Toll-house, &c., has been £4,818. 


7. Owing to delay on the part of the Contractors for the Ironwork, in England, the Bridge over 
the Ingagani River, on the Newcastle Road, will not be completed before June or July, 1884. The 
Masonry Abutments and Pier were ready for the reception of the Ironwork by the end of the year, and 
the amount expended thereon was £2,634. 


8. Good progress has been made with the construction of the Bridge over the Tongaat River, and 
it is hoped that it will be ready for traffic in June, 1884. Owing principally to the difficulties referred 


to in the Report for 1882, the cost of this Bridge will be considerably in excess of the amount voted. 


9. As stated in previous Reports, all the above-mentioned Bridges are of the same type, this 
principle having been adopted with a view to reducing the cost of inspection and maintenance. Tt 
would be difficult to over-estimate the advantages which have resulted and will result to the Colony 
from the construction of these Bridges ; and, although the cost has been very heavy, the money has 
been well spent 3 moreover, the Revenue derived from the tolls represents a handsome interest on the 
money invested. Although there are many other Rivers in Natal, the bridging of which would be 
very desirable, yet those which most needed bridges either have been or are being bridged ; and the 


Colony can now well afford to wait a while before embarking on any further expenditure in this 
direction. 


10. In addition to the Bridges above enumerated, one has been erected over the Little Sterk Spruit, 
on the Greytown Road. The span of this Bridge is about 70 feet, and the girders were constructed 
out of those belonging to the old Queen’s Bridge at the Lower Umgeni, at a cost of £1,250. 


11. The Works at the Mouth of the Umzimkulu have been continued during the year. The 
principal work bas been the construction of the Training Wall, with which good progress has been 
made, and this Training Wall has already had a beneficial effect in increasing the scour and thereby 
keeping the Channel more permanently open. The Training Wall has now advanced into such deep 


water that it has been found necessary to send to England for a Diving Apparatus in order to continue 
the work.

12. The old Custom-house at the Point, which had been in use for over thirty years, having been 
found altogether inadequate for the present requirements of the Port, was pulled down, anda new 
Building was commenced. The new Custom-house will baa fine substantial Building, and will cost, 
it is estimated, about £6,000. It is hoped that it will ba completed and ready for occupation by 
June, 1884. 


13. The Colonial Armoury and Defence Store in Pietermaritzburg, referred to in the Report for 
1882, was completed during the year, ata total cgst of about £2,292. The anticipations expressed 
with regard to the utility of such a Building havo beon fully realised, and the large stock of valuable 


arms belonging to the Government now reccive that care and attention which it has been hitherto 


impossible to bestow upon them. 


14, The construction of the raised Causeway over the Umhiloti River at Verulam was completed 
during the year, at a total cost of about £1,095. This structure can only be regarded in the light of 
an experiment, and, looking to the circumstances under which its construction was: undertaken, it 
would not be fair to hold the Colonial Engineer responsible should it be carried away by a flood, or 


otherwise prove a failure. 


15. The present temporary Barracks and Stables for tho Mounted Police at Greytown being in a 
most delapidated condition, the construction of new ones was commenced, and the enclosure wall of 
these Barracks was completed during the year, ata cost of about £1,000. These Buildings will, like 
those at.Fort Pine, form a Laager or defensible post, and they will, it is hoped, be ready for occupation 
towards the latter end of the year 1884. ‘ 


16. Beyond calling for and obtaining competitive designs for the proposed new Legislative 


Council Buildings, no further action has been taken towards the carrying out of this work, owing to 


the depressed financial condition of the Colony. 


17. The houses for the Resident Magistrates at Umzinto and Ixopo wero completed in September, 
at a cost of about £1,500 each ; and these houses are now occupied by the respective Magistrates. 
A house for the Resident Magistrate, Inanda Division, was purchased in the Village of Verulam early 
in the year for the sum of £1,305, and was, soon afterwards, handed. over to the Magistrate for 


occupation. 


18. There have been minor additions at the Central Gaol, Pietermaritzburg, and at many of the 
other gaols throughout the Colony ; but they are not of sufficient magnitude or importance to require 


special mention. 


19. A house was purchased in the Village’of Victoria at a cost of £486, for use as a rural Police 
Station. In this case, as well as in the case of the Resident Magistrate’s house at Verulam, the 


Government has received good value for its money. 
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COLONIAL ENGINEER'S REPORT (continued). 


20. A water-furrow, some three miles in length, has been constructed, in order to supply the 
Village of Weenen with water, and also to admit of the irrigation of some of the land through which 
the farrow passes. The cost of this furrow was nearly £2,000, and it yields an abundant supply otf 
water. It is hoped that, by its construction, many small farmers may be induced to settle at Weenen ; 
but it remains to be seen whether this hope will be fulfilled. 


21. The Punts on the Umkomas River, on the Ixopo Road, and on the Mooi River, on the 
Greytown Road, have been renewed during the year. Although Bridges would, no doubt, be 
preferable to Punts on these Rivers, I am, nevertheless, of opinion that the latter are quite sufficient 


for the present requirements of the traffic. 


22. There is little to be said with regard to Maintenance and Repairs, except that the Public 
Buildings, the Furniture, and the other property of the Government throughout the Colony have been 
kept in as good a state of repair as the limited votes at the disposal of the Colonial Engineer’s 
Department would allow. The Government Brickyard has been carried on ata profit ; but, owing to 
the limited number of bricks required for works in the neighbourhood of Pietermaritzburg, and owing, 
also, to the fact that the Department has been prohibited from selling to the public, there is now a 


large accumulation of bricks, &c., at. the Brickyard. 


23. Besides the Works detailed in the Appendix to this Report, the Public Works Department 
has, during the year, carried out several Works for the Council of Education, including the construction 
of a new Primary Day and Boarding School at Greytown, at a cost of £2,500, additions to the Model 
Primary Schools for Boys and Girls in Pietermaritzburg, and numerous minor Works. The Public 
Works Department has also performed work for many other Departments of the Government, though 


such work has not been of an important character. 


24. It is impossible to say anything new with regard to the roads of the Colony, the expenditure 


on which during the year amounted to £33,421, exclusive of the expenditure on the maintenance of - 


Bridges. The remarks which were made in last year’s Report, apply equally to the present year in 
nearly every particular ; but the difficulty experienced by the Magistrates in providing the labour 
required for the roads by the Public Works Department is becoming greater each year, and the 
Government will, before many years elapse, be compelled to consider in what manner sufficient labour 
for the requirements of the Public Works Department can be provided. Ifthe Department should 
have to go into the market for its labour supply, it would be necessary to increase the Road Votes by 


at least half as much again. 


25. Although not strictly appertaining to the Colonial Engineer's Department, the rainfall for the 
year may prove of interest, and be useful for purposes of reference. It is therefore given below, as 
taken by Dr. Sutherland at Gardenscliff, Pietermaritzburg :—

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REPORT OF GENERAL MANAGER OF. TELEGRAPHS. 


Pietermaritzburg, May 5th, 1884.

Sir,— 


1. have the honour to submit the Report of the Telegraph Department for the year 1883. 
2. I enclose the usual Returns. 


3. It is with regret I have again to record a falling-off in the Revenue. The Returns show an 
increase in the total number of transactions ; but this arises from the circumstance that during the 
principal part of the day messages from Durban to the Cape Colony, and vice versa, are now taken 
over at Pietermaritzburg and re-transmitted, instead of being forwarded direct between Durban and 
Fort Beaufort. This system was adopted with the view of saving delay. Though the falling-off in the 
Receipts was heavy, there was still an excess of Revenue over Expenditure of £1,123 12s. 6d., and, 
including the value of telegrams forwarded on the service of the Government, the balance in favour of 
the Department was £4,329 2s. 3d. 


4, The forwarded messages of all Stations numbered 82,734 ; the received, 83,944 ; and the 


transmitted, including second transmissions, 88,698 ; representing a total of 255,376 transactions. 


5. The total amount paid to the Eastern Telegraph Company for the messages handed over by the 
Department was £38,404 18s. 7d., as compared with £48,829 8s. 5d. in 1882. 


6. New Offices were opened at Fox Hill and Lower Tugela. 


7. The cable was interrupted during the year,as follows :— 
From the 6th to the 24th April. 
From the 27th of April to the 13th May, and from the 28rd June to the 11th July, the 


fault being in each instance between Mozambique and Zanzibar. 


8. The rates to the Cape Colony and the Orange Free State were redaced on the 11th December, 
being made the same as the internal rates of the Colony. 


9. Late in the year the Department had the misfortune to lose one of its best officers by the death 
of Mr. A. Schweizer. Mr. Schweizer joined the service in 1875, and had charge of the maintenance 
of the lines and apparatus—a work which he performed with the fullest efficiency—from that time up 


to his death.

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REPORT OF THE LAND AND IMMIGRATION BOARD 


FOR THE YEAR 1883. 


In submitting its Sixth Annual Report, the Board would express its regret that, owing to the 
depressed state of business in the Colong during the past year, the number of Immigrants introduced 
falls short of the number brought out in 1882 by more than one-half. Early in the year it was found 
necessary to reduce unnominated Immigration to a minimum. and later on, owing to the inablity of 
workmen already in the Colony to find employment, the first clause of the Board’s Rule (Government 
Notice 196, of 1882), whereby free passages were granted to certain mechanics, was temporarily 
suspended. Farm labourers are now the only class to which such passages aro granted, and it is to be 


regretted that but fow applications for this class of Immigrant have been received by the Board. 


Tho annexed statement (B), classifying the trades of Immigrants, gives the number of mechanics 
of all branches imported during the year, and shows that any pressure that may have arisen with 
respect to an excess supply in the skilled labour market of the Colony, can hardly result from the 
number introduced by this Board. It is also a noticeable fact that the rates of wages offered now by 
nominators show no decrease from those offered two years ago, at which time a large demand for labour 


of all classes existed. 


2. Special Settlements.—On this subject, nothing in addition to the Board’s Report of last year 
need be said as regards the Wilge Fontein and Marburg Settlements. 


The new settlement of Norwegians, near Hacding, also referred to in that Report, is now being 
proceeded with, and the survey of the laud is nearly completed. Instructions have been sent to the 


Emigration Agent in London to enter into negotiations for obtaining the number of families required. 


3. South African Settlement Society.—This Society’s scheme for the formation of a special Agri- 
cultural Settlement on the land at North Shepstone has fallen through, owing to the inability of the 
Society to carry out its proposals. Consequently the land has reverted to the Board ; and since that 
time no opportunity of settling it, in accordance with the terms on which the Board received the land 


from the Government, has presented itself. 


4, Utilisation of Board Lands.—The survey of the reserve of 15,000 acres at the Umzinto (men- 
tioned in the Report for 1882) has now been completed, and the documents connected therewith will 
shortly be sent to England for the purpose of procuring the reqnisite number of families for settlement 


5. Tea Planting.—Mr. J. L. Halett, M.L.C., having drawn the attention of the Board to the 


prospective advantages of encouraging this industry, application was made to ihe Government to place

certain lands at Kearsney and in the Tugela Valley at the disposal of the Board for the purpose of 
furthering this enterprise ; some difficulty respecting the acquisition of the land, however, seems to 


exist, and at present the Board is not in possession of the facts relating to this matter. 


6 Weenen Town Lands.—Under the terms of Law 23 of 1876, the Board applied to the Govern- 
ment for the transfer to it of 5,000 acres of the Town Lands of Weenen, for the purpose of forming 
an Agricultural Settlement there, proposing, at the same time, to use a portion of the yearly unexpended 
balance of the vote for European Immigration in continuing the present irrigation water-furrow from 
the Bushman’s River. 


A set of draft Rules for the occupation and utilisation of this land was submitted for the approvol 
of the Government.

3. No Emigration under the Special Scttlement conditions has taken place during the year. I, 
however, have had several proposals in connection with thistbranch of the work; but none of them have 
sufficient practical importance to justify special reference herein. 


4, The proportion of fruitless nominations has increased to one-third of the total ; but this is 


accounted for by means of the nomineesthaving been advised to defer their emigration to the Colony 
on account of the slackness in the demand for skilled labour.

5. In my Report for 1882 I said, “The year closes with anything but bright proposals for the 
immediate future ;” and the returns for the year now under review show a great falling off all round, 
when compared with those for 1882; indecd the number of Emigrants sent out has been less than in 


any year since 1879. 


6. The free or assisted Emigrants referred to under Clause No. 2 hereof, consisted of mombers of 
the Trappist Brotherhood, female domestic servants, going out with or to employers, and few others of 


various conditions. 


7. The total amount of passage money paid to the two Steamship Companics was £6188 3s. 8d. ; 
and to ascertain the net cost to the Colony for Emigrants’ passages the following items must be 
deducted :-—

8. Excluding the items of Office Rent and Agent’s Salary, the total cost to the Colony of this 
Department, viz., for Advertising, Clerical Assistance, Travelling Hxpenses, Stationery, Printing, 
Postage, Telegrams, and all other expenses has been but £425 3s. 2d. This is less by £224 9s. than 
than the expenditure in the same items for 1882, and the retrenchment has been accomplished by the 


stoppage of advertisements and redaction of my clerical staff. 


9. The result of the decrease in clerical assistance has not, however, proved satisfactory to myself, 
and the mass of correspondence entailed upon ine, much of which cannot be classified or explained by 


any statistics I keep, has rendered it necessary for me to obtain additional help. 


10. I annex hereto Schedules marked A and B, which explain themselves ; and for convenience

11. The withdrawal of the Concessions which had been granted to the African Settlement Society 
for an establishment of a settlement near the mouth of the Umzimkulu River, was necessitated by the 


neglect and inability of that Society to carry to a practical issue the objects for which it was formed. 


12. Towards the close of the year I caused to be published, with the permission of the Government, 
a Book, entitled “ Our Colony of Natal,” in which I endeavoured to supply information of a practical 
nature, as to the present condition and resources of the Colony for the.guidance and benefit of intend- 
ing Emigrants. 


18. The publication of this Book (if it may be conceded that I am able to express an impartial 
opinion, founded on the reviews which have already appeared in many leading papers in this country) 
cannot but be advantageous to the Colony, and 1 know that it is already bearing fruit in dissipating, to 
some extent, the prejudices against Natal as a field for Emigration ; which are, unfortunately, too 
widely spread and too firmly held to be displaced very rapidly. However, its good effect will be 
increased when I am able to advertise a cheaper edition of the work, and to distribute copies among 
intending Emigrants.

14. Until the systems of Emigration to be carried out become more permanent, it would be unwise 
for me to express any opinion as to the number and classes of Emigrants who might be induced to 
proceed to the Colony ; it will be sufficient for me to carry out as efficiently as I can the instructions I 
receive. 


15, It is advisable, however, to note the fact, that while some Colouial Agencies during the year 
have been advertising very freely, and distributing literature broadcast in the country, and also have 
been paying to sub-Agents a capitation fee of as much as fifteen shillings on the people whom they 
induced to Emigrate to certain Colonies, decisions have already been come to, materially to curtail the 
shipments of Emigrants during the coming year; some of the Australian Colonies having reverted 
almost entirely to the system of nomination. 


16. With regard to the Emigration of Female Domestic Servants to Natal, which I have been 
instructed to bring about, I can only report that the subject is receiving my continued and careful 
attention with a view of establishing a system that shall reduce to a minimum the risks which must 
always attend a work of this nature.

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REPORT OF THE SURVEYOR GENERAL. 


17th May, 1884. 


The Hon. the Conontat SgcrETaRY. 


The Survey of Crown Lands applied for under current regulations begun in 1881, proceeded 
rapidly, daring the following and the present year, towards the close of which nearly the whole of the 
applications were provided for. Including the Survey’ of the two preceding years the number of Lots 
surveyed were about 900, and the area over a million acres. Of these Lands 530 Lots, containing a 
little under half a million acres were sold realising close on £270,000 payable in ten ‘annual instal~ 
ments. The remaining portion, over half a million acres, was taken up on Leasehold Tenure, termina= 
ting in ten years, from which about £5,000 a year may be obtained. 


Owing to the demand for Rural Lands, there has been a decided falling off in applications for 
Land in Townships. Only ninety-two Lots have been sold, which, together with the sales of former 
years, realised a sum of about £11,000, which extending over ten years, as in the case of the Rural 
Lots, will yield to the Revenue an annual sum of £1,100. 


On the assumption that the conditions on which those Lands have been taken up will be fulfilled, 
the Revenue under the Proclamation of the 16th October, 1880, may be put down as £33,000. At 
the close of the ten years all payments on the purchase Lands will cease ; but the Leaseholds will again 
be open for fresh Lease or Sale. Moreover, farther sales of Crown Lands will proceed, making further 
additions to the Revenue extending over the periods at which the sales first made will expire. 


The Geodetic Survey begun in June, has been advancing with fair promise of completion within 
the estimated time and expense. Much, however, will depend upon the weather, mists, rains, and grass 
fires, causing great delay and conseqnent increase of expense. The preparations for the Survey in the 
previous year entailed an expense of over £1,200. In the current year, owing to the passage money 
of the party, and the supply of the necessary cattle and vehicles, the expenditare has reached the large 
sum of £5,240. It is, however, reasonably hoped that for the future the sam required will not exceed 
£4,000 per annum, and that at the close of the work in 1885, there will be a considerable recoupment 


from the transfer of the equipment to the Government of the Cape Colony.

In the work of this Department during the year 1,200 sub-divisions of private property have been 
registered, requiring the examination and comparison of nearly 4,000 separate diagrams. About 250 
Leases and Deeds have been prepared and issued, and 300 Certificates of Sale and purchase of Crown 
Lands, including the examination and comparison of the surveys and plans representing the same. The 
Fees of Office accruing from these duties, and paid into the Treasury, amount to about £600. The 
Quit Rents on nearly 200 Lots of private Lands have been redeemed, for which a sum close upon 
£2,000 has been received. In 120 cases rents amounting to £1,600 have been received and remitted 
to the Magistrates, and eighty certificates of payment of Quit Rent have been issued, to the great 
convenience of the various persons engaged in conveyancing. The correspondence of the Department 
is represented by the receipt and issue of 6,000 Letters, Reports, and other Public Documents.

THE ORGANIZATION OF HIS DEPARTMENT SINCE HIS ASSUMPTION 
OF OFFICE IN 1879. 


Natal Government Railways, 
General Manager’s Office, Durban, 12th March, 1884. 


The Hon. the Cotonrat Szcrerary, Natal. 


Sir,—In view of the expiration, a few months hence, of the period of my original engagement 
through the Colonial Office, it may not be deemed out of place if I submit for the information of His 
Excellency, as I have now the honour to do, a brief Report upon certain leading features in the 
organisation of the Railway System of the Colony, which I have been enabled to originate and perfect 
since entering upon office on 15th Docember, 1879. 


I.— Langs OPENED FoR TRAFFIC. 


Previous to my appointment in England by the Right Honourable the Secretary of State for the 
Colonies, 57 miles had been opened for traffic. On the 15th February, 1880, I opened the South Coast 
Line for general traffic ; on the 1st October following a further portion of the Main Line was brought 
into use ; two months afterwards the remaining portion of the Main Line to Pietermaritzburg was 
opened for one Passenger Train each way per day; and on the 1st March, 1881, the last-mentioned 
section was also opened for general traffic, the total open mileage being then increased to 984 miles. 


II.—Prcuniarities or Raitways. 


The Natal Railway System is probably unique, and I am not aware of any railways having 
so exceptionally severe gradients and curves distributed over their entire length. As exemplifying this, 
it may be mentioned that out of the present total open mileage of 98} miles, no less than twenty miles 
are upon gradients of 1 in 30 and 1 in 85, and on curves of 300 to 350 feet radius ; over 51 miles are 
either on gradients of less than 1 in 60, or on curves of less than 450 feet radius ; and in the case of 
the Main Line to Pietermaritzburg, a height of 3,054 feet above sea-level is reached at a distance of 58 
miles from Durban. :

II1.—Workine or Rartways. 


On assuming the management, I at once brought into force the Train Staff System of working 
single lines, and as the additional sections were opened that system was extended, and is in force on all 
the open lines. The result has been that there has never been even an approach to collision, and the 
officers and employés of the Department having been trained in the proper method of applying the 
“Train Staff” system, it is of rare occurrence that any of those delays take place which are inseparable 
from the working of traffic over single lines of railway. In many other essential respects the mode 
of working was altered ; fresh regulations adapted to the peculiarities of the line were introduced, a 
new Working Time Table was compiled, and those regulations which I considered it desirable to keep 
constantly before the Staff were brought into the form of a “ General Appendix ” to the Working Time 
Tables. Copies of the last issue of the “ Working Time Tables” and the “ General Appendix” are 
submitted herewith. It is gratifying to me to be able to state that of the 1,618,886 passengers carried 
during these four years, not one has received the slightest injury in transit,—an experience which is 
itself unique in the working of railways. 


IV.—Traty Service. 


The Train Service instituted at the opening of the successive portions of the Railways has been 
carefully adapted to the circumstances of the particular districts, and the traffic arising thereupon. In 
the case of the Passenger Trains, the service given to the public is very full and complete, a result only 
possible, consistently with economy, by a system of mixed trains ; the arrangements for the working of 
Goods Traffic are so flexible as to admit of the trains run being closely regulated to the requirements of 
each day, so as to minimise train mileage ; aud I may add in this connection, that it rarely happens two 
successive days require the same Train Service. It is worthy of notice that notwithstanding the 
peculiarities of the Line, and the fact that Trains meet, cross, and intersect each other on the 984 miles 
of single line now open 150 times per day, according to normal Time Table, the Train Service is con- 
ducted with the utmost punctuality, and the percentage of delays will bear favourable comparison with 
the best regulated Home Railways. 


V.—Ds.ivery or Goons. 


When I entered upon office I found the delivery and collection of goods in the Town of Durban 
was performed by a system of tramways traversing the streets of the town, over which the railway 
wagons were run alongside the warchouses of the principal merchants, and a plan had been prepared 
for still further extending that system, so as to cover a larger portion of the extending town. This 
system, besides being attended with many risks and inconveniences, was a most expensive one, so far 
as the Railway Department was concerned, involving the provision of a great number of railway 
wagons, and a large staff dispersed over the town, to collect and deliver goods, besides being liable to 
‘produce a state of blockade whenever a sudden increase of Traffic occurred. I set about the alteration 
of this system as soon as possible, and concentrated the collection and delivery of goods at the Durban 
Gocds Shed. The delivery and collection of goods were arranged for by a trolley system, through a

contractor, and the service has since been performed with regularity and despatch, and at a greatly 
reduced expense. The new system has now been in force for the greater part of three years ; the 
tramways throughout the town have been taken up (much to the advantage of the Borough and the 
Public}, and the additional rolling stock and tramway system which were in contemplation, with their 
attendant expense, have not been required. 


VI.—Rotine Stock. 


When I came to the Colony the impression was deeply ingrained in the public mind, and it was a 
settled conviction among the officers and staff of the Railway Department, that the provision of rolling 
stock for the Line was totally inadequate, and large requisitions for additional plant were submitted to 
me. On going into this branch of the business, I came to the conclusion that the system of working 
the plant was defective, and that reorganisation in these respects, including the abolition of the tramway 
system in Durban, to which I have already alluded, would, in the hands of practical men, obviate the 
necessity for additional rolling stock. 


I therefore applied myself to the introduction of a proper system, the result being that the pro- 
vision contemplated which had been considered inadequate, was found to be ample, and the expenditure 
of from £15,000 to £20,000 for additional wagons was saved. 


VII.—Repvction in Starr. 


On visiting the then existing stations in February, 1880, I was impressed with the large nnmber 
of hands employed, and personally went over each station with the officers of the Department, in order 
to effect some reduction. 


The result of these measures will be best gathered from the undernoted figures showing the 
number of men employed at each of the stations then existing, as compared with the number now 
employed at the same stations, notwithstanding the Train Service and Traffic have largely increased, in 
the case of the Main Line tenfold :—~

This reduction alone brought down the expenses of the then existing stations by at least £2,000 
per annum, and the new principles which I applied to the staffing of the stations were of course carried 
out in the case of those stations subsequently opened. 


Tt was also the custom to employ at the Point and Durban over each gang of Coolie labourers a 
Sirdar at high wages, in addition to the European clerk or checker. These Sirdars were gradually 
dispensed with, and each European clerk now works his gang without any intermediary authority, 
saving several hundreds of pounds per annum, and tending to greater efficiency in the European staff 
themselves. 


VIII.—Potice. 


I found in force « system of Native Police, which upon examination in February, 1880, I believed 
40 be much in excess of the requirements. 1 thereupon went over it in detail, and reduced the staff by 
half ; and as the best indication of the reduction made, I may state that the total force on the 98} miles 


of open line is twenty men fewer than was the case when only 57 miles were open for traffic. 


1X.—Envaine anp Wagon Loans. 


Ii was evident to me from the first that the proper loading of wagons and engines, so as to attain 
the maximum payable load out of each train, must be an essential feature in the working of railways 
with gradients and curves of so severe a nature as these. On going into this matter, I found that the 
weight of goods carried in each wagon was three tons five cwts., the total capacity of. each being six 
tons ; and as an engine load over the ruling gradients consisted of only five wagons, the total average 
weight of goods conveyed by any one train was sixteen tons five cwts. The question of the loading of 
wagons, especially as regarded the Main Line to Pietermaritzburg, was beset with many practical 
difficulties, affecting the working of the Railway itself, as well as the requirements of the public, with 
respect to the disposition and delivery of their goods. The subject of loading was, however, taken up 
in detail, and by the education of the staff in the method of loading, by emulation encouraged amongst 
the loaders, and hy a great number and variety of experiments, the average tonnage of goods in each 


wagon conveyed to Pietermaritzburg was raised as follows :—

Simultaneously with these efforts to increase the lond per wagon, experiments were made with the 
view of improving the form of wagon employed, so as to render the least possible resistance to our very 
sharp curves. A model vehicle of this nature having been submitted to me by the Carriage Foreman

of the department, I arranged for a trial wagon to be made, and it was found so satisfactory, that 
five other vehicles were constructed in the works of the department upon the same model, which 
proved ultimately almost identical with a patent which had already been taken out in England by Mr. 
Cleminson, C.E., having the same objects in view. The result of these experiments was submitted to 
the Consulting Engineer upon his visit to the Colony in September, 1881 ; and as the result, all subse- 
quent rolling stock received in view of the extensions possesses the flexible wheel base which has been 
found so advantageous, and with some improvements which have also been made upon the ehgines with 
the valuable aid of the Consulting Engineer, the load per engine over the severest gradients has been 
increased by these various means, all of which have involved patient work, and much instruction and 
‘experiment from 16 tons 5 cwts. to 42 tons. 


The importance of this matter will be apparent if tho traffic to Pietermaritzburg for, say, the year 
1882, consisting of 37,969 tons of goods, be taken as an illustration. 


Under the state of things previously existing the conveyance of that tonnage would have involved 
the use of 11,682 wagons and 2,336 trains, whereas only 6,965 wagons and 1,398 trains were employed, 
and there has thus been effected, as the result of what has been dono in this respect,"the following 
saving in working one year’s traffic :—

It will be obvious that the value of this organisation does not stop with the existing Lines, but 
will have its due effect in the very greatly increased economy with which it will be possible to work the 
Extension Lines ; and when these are completed, I estimate the value to the Colony of what has been 
done at not less than £35,000 per annum. 


X.—Equrement or tHE Live. 


The original loan raised for the construction of the Line was unfortunately exhausted previous to 
the opening, and all the subsequent equipment consisting of—

has since been made a charge against the Revenue of the Railway. The purely Capital Expenditure 
thus defrayed from Revenue during the four years ending 31st December, 1883, amounted to £57,208. 


XI,—Rarés anp Fargs. 


The Tariffs which had been compiled, as I understood, by the late Resident Engineer and amended 
by the Legislative Council, were unsatisfactory in many respecta, and as applied to the completed lineg 
would have been decidedly unremunerative. : 


There were no through mileage rates to enable traffic to be forwarded from one section of the Line 
to another : in many cases the rates for produce which it was desirable to attract, and which could be 
carried without increasing the expenses, were unsuitable ; and the whole question of Rates and Fares 
for every class of Traffic, Goods, Passengers, Parcels, Live Stock, &c., required to be put upon a new 
footing. New tariffs were accordingly prepared, after prolonged enquiry and discussion, and after 
having been subjected to the criticism of the public by publication in the Government Gazette, were 
adopted simpliciter. These have continued practically in force since their publication in 1880, with 
numerous emendations, additions, and alterations from time to time, as the circumstances of the country 
necessitated, and they have been found to bear as close a relation to the expenditure as it is possible to 
attain. 


XIL—Fire Bricaps. 


Among the subsidiary points which may be mentioned there was the organisation, in connection 
with the Department, of a Volunteer Fire Brigade, having members resident at Durban and Pieter- 
maritzburg. The Brigade is in full working order, and is in a state of high efficiency. 


A copy of its Rules is enclosed. 


XIM.—Mourvat Assuzance Fonp. 


With the view of guaranteeing the fidelity of the principal Officers and all the Clerical staff of the 
Department, a Mutual Assurance scheme was framed, and has been in operation since 1st January, 1883. 


By means of this scheme the Staff of the Department provide a fund from which all defalcations 
are recouped to the Government, ;

XIV.—Financrat Resutts.

Nors.—If the expense of the abnormal renewals of Permanent Way with Steel Rails—referred 
to in Clause XV.—were spread over a period of years, as is the custom with Railway Companies, and 
only its proper moiety debited to each year, the percentage of nett earnings would be considerably 


increased. 


The necessity which has been laid upon the Colony to pay these Capital Ckarges out of current 
Revenue, as explained above, is somewhat apt to produce a false impression as to the finaacial results 
of the working of the Railways ; but it is satisfactory to know that with the figures properly adjusted, 
and these items of purely Capital Expenditure deducted from the Working Expenditure, the 
Railways have earned during the three years of their being fully open, an average rate of interest 
upon the amount of the loan to the extent of £2 8s. 5d. per cent. per annum, notwithstanding the 
depression in trade which has been experienced during the last two yeurs. , 


But apart from the return upon the Capital expended, it is hardly necessary to-point out that 


the direct and indirect saving to the Colonists by means of the Railways has been enormous. 


The cost of travelling alone in those districts served by Railway has been reduced to one-third 
of the former expense ; the carriage of goods has been brought down to a uniform rate, which, in 
comparison with the daily varying rates of ox-wagon transport, is only from a half to a tenth of 
former rates ; the charge credited to the Railways for conveyance of Mails on behalf of the Post 
Office, and of material for the works in progress by the Harbour Board and other public bodies, does 
not correspond with the service rendered, and the public purse is saved by the Railway on that 


account thousands of pounds per annum; and in many other ways the Railways directly save the 


~ Colony and the Colonists large sums of money not to speak of the facility, convenience, and indirect 


pecuniary and other advantages enjoyed by the public in the result of their construction,

XV.—RENEWAL OF THE LINE. 


The original Permanent Way was a light road composed of 40lbs, iron rails, spiked to the sleepers 
direct, without the intervention of chairs. The traffic over the Railways has exceeded expectation, 
and already a large proportion of the Permanent Way has fallen in for renewal. During the three 
years ending 31st December, 1883, 283 miles have been relaid with 45lbs. steel rails ; 53 miles have 
been renewed with sleepers, and a very large amount of re-ballasting has taken place in consequence 
of ‘the original ballast having boen found, after exposure to the air for some months, to become soft 
and useless. In this way a sum close upon £30,000 has been expended during the last three years, 
and is charged against the ordinary working expenses; but future years will reap the benefit 
of this large expenditure, as the steel rails substituted for iron are calculated to last at least double 
of the time of the original rails, say from eight to ten years. Several of the iron bridges were found 
last year to have given way, and two large embankments have also subsided, necessitating their 
reconstruction, the measures for which will involve a considerable expenditure, estimated at about 
£35,000, for which a vote of the Legislature has been obtained. 


XVI.—System or Accounts. 


The method of .ccounting I found upon taking office to be very crude and inefficient, and I made 
it my business, as soon as the work coald be overtaken, to devise a new system based upon Railway 
experience, and adapted to the circumstances of the Colony. This system involved the preparation of 
nearly a hundred new forms and books, the printing of which was as far as possible done in 
England through the Crown Agents, and upon receipt of the books and forms the various officers were 
initiated into the new system, which has now been in perfect working order for two years past, and 
enables a complete check to be had over all Station accounts. More recently changes have been made 
in the Head Office, where the accounts are concentrated, by means of which I am satisfied thorough 


efficiency in this branch will be obtained. 


The economy in working this system, over and above the liabilities to loss and irregularity, which 
the new measures will prevent, is a feature in the case ; and I may mention that in the matter of 
Passenger Ticket printing alone, the systematising of that detail of the business when going into 


the account-keeping, brought about a saving of not less than £200 per annum. 


XVII.—DepartuENTAL ABRANGEMENTS, 


The .management previous to my appointment having been coupled with the duties of Resident 
Engineer, I found it necessary gradually to alter’ the Departmental arrangements in their relation 
to one another, and make each Department directly responsible to my office. 1 also found it 
‘necessary, in order to the carrying out of reform, to abolish the office of Traffic Superintendent, and to 
take the duties of that office over upon myself, transferring the officer thus displaced to the chargo 
of the Indian and Native Labour Department, for which he had special qualifications. 
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The Stores Department was also re-organised and its duties extended ; and more recently the 
Accountant of the Department, who had proved inefficient and obstructive to reform, has been 


removed, and the office has been placed in competent hands. 


XVIIL.—I{ncrpexts, 


It was inevitable that reformation, involving the disturbance of existing methods, should excite 
hostility in the minds of many in the Department itself and among the public who were wedded to 
settled ideas, and despite every precaution, and my earnest desire, by moderation and gradual 
processes, fo bring about improvements without offending the prejudices or disturbing the positions of 
those concerned, I cannot report that my experiences have been altogether pleasant. It has, however, 
been most gratifying to me to know that every successive change has commended itself to the 


Government, and ultimately to those who were at first in opposition. 


The Legislative Council, through which public grievances find vent, have each successive year, as 
a matter of annual business, appointed a Railway Select Committee to enquire into all Railway 
matters ; and at the close of the Session of 1881, the Select Committee was transformed into a 
Commission for the purpose of completing its labours, for which time had not been available during 
the Session. 


I have much pleasure in referring to the Reports of these various Commitices. 


The year 1881 was memorable as that of the Transvaal War, which occurred simultaneously 


with the opening throughout of the Main Line to Pietermaritzburg. 


The non-arrival from England of the last instalment of engine power for the normal requirements 
of the Railway, and the necessity laid upon the Department to convey 12,000 troops, with the munitions 
of war and all stores and supplies, from the Port to Pietermaritzburg, together with the abnormal trade 
induced by the state of things, completely overtaxed for some months the carrying power of the Line, 
notwithstanding it was worked practically night and day, Sunday as well as weekday. The working 
-of the Railways was, however carried on without accident or hitch of any kind, and the services 
rendered by the Department to the Imperial Goverument were kindly acknowledged by the General 
‘Commanding Her Majesty’s Troops (Sir Evelyn Wood, K.C.M.G.,) who did me the honour, in a 
Despatch to the Secretary of State for War, dated 20th December, 1881, of bringing my name to 
the notice of the Right Honourable the Secretary of State tor the Colonies. 


1 had also the honour to receive, through His Excellency the Governor, on 13th April, 1882, the 
thanks of the Lieutenant-General Commanding on behalf of the Imperial troops, for the services of 
amy Department in connection with the vonveyance for re-embarkation of the troops on their return 
to England. 


This Report has already far exceeded the limits to which I had hoped to confine it, although T 


have not referred to many subsidiary matters, in which, by re-arrangement and organisation, efficiency

Excellency the valuable services rendered by my assistant, Mr. J. E. McNess, who at present is 
filling the dual office of Accountant and Assistant Manager; Mr. D. W. Simpson, my Chief Traffic 
Inspector ; Mr. W. Milne, the Locomotive Superintendent, and his Foreman, Mr. J. Black (Locomotive 
Department Foreman), and Mr. J. Brown (Carriage and Wagon Department Foreman). 


Mr. McNess’ assistance in the preparation of Rates and Fares, the new system of Accounts, and 
his instruction of the Staff in general office work and detail, and Mr. Simpson’s services in connection 
with the organisation and detail in all matters of Traffic working, will be of abiding value to the 
Department, and I desire to record my deep sense of their untiring loyalty and devotion to duty. 
The intelligent application by the Locomotive Staff of the resources of the Department to the 
peculiarities of the Line, has also largely helped to bring about some of the results detailed in this 
Report ; and my acknowledgments are also due for the hearty co-operation of the Resident Engineer 


and his Staff in the equipment and improvement of the Railways.

Str,—I have the honour to submit the Report of the Post Office for the year 1883 :— 


1. The Revenue of the Department for the year was £19,244 2s. 5d., and the Expenditure 
was £34,924 4s, Od. 


2. New Offices were opened during the year at Albert, Cundy Cleugh, and Groutville; and a 


Cart Service was established between Umzimkulu and Harding. 
3. The Money Order system was extended to the Mauritius from the 1st January. 


4. I enclose a Statement which shows the number of letters, &c., dealt with at each Post Office 
and Postal Agency, the number and amount of Money Orders issued and paid at each Money Order 
Office, and the Revenue (where collected) derived from Private Box and Bag Rents, and from Money 


Order Commission. 


5. The Balance Sheet I enclose shows an excess of £15,680 1s. 7d. of Expenditure over Revenue 
It is a matter for regret that this amount should be so large ; but I think there is reason to hope that 


with increased Postal facilities, it may be reduced in the timo to come. 


6. The Ocean Mail Contracts expired on the 30th September, and others, framed on a fresh basis, 
the payment of postage to the Companies being done away with, were entered into from the - 


1st October.

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REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT, NATAL OBSERVATORY. 


The Observatory, Natal, June Ist, 1884. 
THE Honovrasie Cononrau SecRETARY. 


Sim,—I have the honour of submitting, for the information of His Excellency Sir Henry Bulwer, 
G.C.M.G., Governor of Natal, the following Report upon the Natal Observatory. 


The Report deals with the work of the Observatory for the year between May Ist, 1883, and May 


Ist, 1884, this appearing the most convenient division of time for the purpose. 


During this period the Staff of the Observatory has consisted of the Astronomer and one Assistant, 
Mr. Herbert Lloyd. Since November Mr. W. J. Grant has been engaged as Astronomical Computer. 


The two acres of ground reserved for the sole use of the Observatory, in conformity with the Bill 
No. 25 of the Legislative Council for 1883, was duly measured off in November, and forms a nearly 
rectangular parallelogram, with a length of 217 feet down the slope of the hill, and a length of 430 
feet along the crest. A four strand wire fence has been put up between this ground and the St 
Thomas’s and Currie Roads, which bound it on two sides, and an Amatingulu Fence has been planted 
on the other two sides were it adjoins the Botanical Gardens. The various banks and slopes around 
the Observatory Buildings have been successfully planted with grass, so as to prevent a repetition of 
the damage done by the heavy rainfalls of last year. Ditches have also been constructed to intercept 
and carry off the storm water coming down from the slope of the hill above the Observatory. These 
measures have been found quite effectual, and no damage has ensued from the rainfall of the 


present year. 


The Observatory is now surrounded on three sides by a light Wooden Verandah, eight feet wide, 
which completely shelters the Main Building from the sun, and prevents the heating of the massive 
walls, previously found so prejudicial to good definition. The improvement in this respect is very 
marked. A similar Verandah has been put up above, so as to shield to a great extent the walls of the 
Transit-room. It has proved of considerabie service, especially in tending to steady the rate of the 
Astronomical Clock. 


The Dome and the Roof and Shutter of the Transit-room have both remained in very good order, 
having proved quite waterproof during the heavy storms of last summer. Previous to the erection of 
the Upper Verandah the rain during heavy south-easterly storms used to beat into the Building under 
the door and shutter of the Transit-room and through one of the joints of the leaden roof. This 
no longer occurs.

It has been deemed advisable to thoroughly repaint the Dome and Transit-room and the entire 
wooden portion of the Building. This was done at the beginning of the year, and will probably require 


repetition every second year. 


Under the Verandah four large cupboards have been erected for the purpose of facilitating the 


meteorological, electrical, and photographic labour inseperable from the work of a modern Observatory. 


On the south-west of the Observatory there has been erected a small Meteorological House, 
surmounted hy a wide overhanging roof. Within this has been placed the Standard Barometer, 
Thermometer, and certain other of the Meteorological Instruments, whilst its outer walls serve to 


support a complete set of Thermometers, these being sheltered by the overhanging roof. 


Beyond this Meteorological House there have becn erected trestle platforms, eight feet six high, for 
carrying the upper Rain-guage and the Campbell Sunshine Recorder. Near them a smaller trestle 


carries a second rain-guage, elevated only four feet from the ground. 


The Astronomical Equipment of the Observatory remains practically unchanged from what it was 
a year ago, the principal instruments being the Eight-inch Grubb Equatorial and the Three-inch 


Troughton and Simms Transit. 


The Equatorial.—This instrument was taken down last year for cleaning and repair ; but was 
again re-erected and in working order by July, 1883. The instrument is now quite steady, but does 
not clamp so easily and firmly as before. Probably some of the screws want tightening. The 
illuminating lamps still continue unsatisfactory, and will probably have to be replaced. Arrangements 
have already been made for illuminating the divided circles by the aid of Swan’s incandescent electric 
lamps. Probably it will be found most satisfactory to apply the samé system for illuminating the field 


of view of the Micrometer and the Position Circle. 


The Transit Instrument.—The only addition made to this Instrument has been the new Micrometer, 
by the aid of which it will be possible to obtain simultaneous observation of right ascension and 
differences in declination not exceeding about a degree. The ordinary illuminating lamps it is proposed 
if possible to replace by Incandescent Electric Lamps. The Transit Instrument is exceptionally steady 
for its size, both the errors of level and azimuth showing very slight changes for long periods of time 
together, whilst the error of collimation has remained almost constant for the entire year. A 
Collimator, with a three-inch object-glass is to be erected 1o the south of the Instrument, at a distance 
of about sixty feet, similar to the one at the Arkley Observatory. This will much facilitate the 
determination of the errors of both collimation and azimuth, which at times at present can only be 
readily done by means of stars too faint to be altogether satisfactorily observed. Had the Transit been 
8 four-inch one this difficulty would not have existed. 


The Sidereal Clock.—This Clock, Dent 1915, was originally lent to the Astronomer by the English 
Transit of Venus Committee, but was purchased for the Observatory during the year. Its performance 
has been excellent, the rate being very steady. Since the completion of the Verandah for sheltering

the Transit-room at the beginning of the year, the rate of the clock has slowly decreased from—0s°15 to 
+ 05°10 a day, its actual error having varied from + 16s'80 on January 11th to +- 11s°40 on May Ist, 
the decrease corresponding fairly well with the decrease in mean temperature, showing the pendulum 
to be slightly under corrected. 


The Chronometers.—The mean-time Chronometer, Poole No. 1407, previously lent to the 
, Astronomer, has been purchased for the Observatory, and serves for sending the time-signals throughout 
the Colony. It has maintained a small fairly steady rate throughout the year. The Sidereal 
Chronometer, Dent No. 2322, has shown a large and somewhat unsteady rate, which prevents any 
dependence being put upon it for more than a few days at atime. The Observatory has also still on 
loan the Chronometer Frodsham, No. 1888, which has maintained a good steady rate. During the 
year only one Chronometer has been sent to the Observatory for rating, namely Chronometer Victor 
Kullberg No. 808, by Castle Packets Steamship Company in November, 1883. 


Meteorological Instruments.—These were received from England last December, and regular 
observations were commenced on January Ist, 1884. 


The Instruments comprise :—Two Standard Barometers of Fortin’s pattern, Negretti and Zambra, 
Nos. 1871 and 1410. The former reads in inches and the latter in millimetres ; both readings are, 
however, finally expressed in inches. They are both placed in the Meteorological House at an elevation 
of 261 feet above the sea-level. A correction of -}- 0-009 inch is applied to all the readings of No. 1410. 
The thermometer carried by No. 1371 requires an index correction of -- 0'°25 Fahr., and that carried 
by No. 1410 requires a correction of -- 0:47 Fahr. 


An Aneroid Barometer, Negretti and Zambra, No. 10865, a correction of —0-085 inch is applied 
to all its readings. ; 


Two Standard Thermometers, Negretti and Zambra, Nos. 49500 and 49498. The former is placed 
in the Meteorological House, and kept as the standard by which to check the readings of the other Ther- 
mometers. It requires no index correction. The latter is placed outside the House on the south side, and 


is employed for reading the actual temperature. A correction of —0°10° F. is applied to each reading. 


Two maximum Thermometers, Negretti and Zambra’s, Nos. 52371 and 51520, on the divided 
column principle. The former is placed on the south side of the Meteorological House, and the latter 
on the north-west side of the open trestle-work stand of the Sunshine Recorder, and protected from the 


sun by alight screen. Their index errors are periodically determined. 


Two minimum Thermometers, Negretti and Zambra’s, Nos. 52518 and 52434, They are placed 
close to the corresponding maximum’ Thermometer, and require the respective index corrections of 
_ 0-51 F. and ++ 0°59 F. 


Two Wet and Dry Bulb Thermometers, Negretti and Zambra’s, Nos. 42974-5 and 42986-7. The 

_ former is placed on the south side of the Meteorological House, and the latter on the south wall of the 

Observatory, under the verandah. The difference between the reading of the two bulbs require the 
corrections + 0-11 F. and -- 0:34 F’. respectively. 
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REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT, NATAL OBSERVATORY (continned). 


The Thermometer within the Transit-room is of the ordinary. pattern, and its readings have to be 
diminished by 0:°31 F. to reduce it to the readings of the Standard Instrument. _ 


The Sunshine Recorder is of Campbell’s pattern, and is placed on an open trestle work-stand, 
thirty-five feet to the south-west of the Observatory, at an elevation of nine feet from the ground. It 


is protected from the rain in showery weather by a glass cover. 

The Rain-guages are eight inches in diameter, and of Negretti and Zambra’s pattern. They are 
placed as follows :— - 

No. 1. In a shallow brick pit, so that its rim is six inches above the ground.’ 

No. 2. On a low trestle, so that its rim is three feet six inches above the ground. 

No. 3. On an elevated wooden stand, so that its rim is eight feet six inches from the ground. 


They are all placed to the south-west of the Observatory, at a distance of from twenty-five to forty 


feet, and are quite safe from any splashing. 


A self-registering Barometer is required for the Observatory, and will be obtained as soon as can 


be managed. It will be invalaable for the discussion of future tidal records. 


The Observatory is not well placed for the accurate observation of the force and direction of the 
wind. There is a self-registering Anemometer on the staging of the Timo-ball at the Point, whose 


records will probably be forwarded to the Observatory for its use. 


Tae Work oF THE OpsEeRVATORY. 


The Equatorial—Since last July, when the Equatorial Telescope was restored to working order, 
the weather has been so unfavourable for systematic observation, that it has not been found possible to 
undertake any systematic work with this instrument. The few fine nights were necessarily taken up 
by work with the Transit Instrument ; and, owing to the proximity of the two Instruments, they 
cannot both be in use at the same time until the Observatory is furnished with a suitable Chronograph. 


Several observations have been made of Pons Comet during January, and a few observations of 


the inner satellites of Saturn. 
The Transit Instrument.—During the year the following have been the number of observations 
with this Instrument :—

The Clock Star places are mainly derived from Newcomb’s ‘ Catalogue of 1098 Standard Clock 
and Zodiacal Stars’ (Washington, 1878), which agrees closely with the places on the Astronomischur 
Jahrbuch. A few stars in the Nautical Almanac and Jahrbuch, which are not to be found in 
Newcomb’s Catalogue, have been brought up to the same equinox. Besides the Clock Stars proper, 
about one hundred other stars, which have been employed in the Vautical Almanac as Moon 
Culminating Stars, have also heen observed, with the view of obtaining better places. A number of 
these stars do not scem to have been observed at Greenwich for years, and tho tabular places are 
frequently very faulty. Errots exceeding 0s'15 are common, and some of the places like those of 
B.A.C., 4200, and B.A.C., 4006, are half a second in error, 


The transit of the Lunar Craier Murchison A and the Limb of the Moon have been observed on 
every possible occasion, so a= to obtain the data for a better determination of the distance of the sun by 
a comparison between the obs-rved and calculated value of the parallactic irregularity in the motion of 
the moon. The difference between the observed times of the transit of the Limb of the Moon and the 
nearly central crater Murehison A, will furnish data for calculating the variation in the irradiation at 
the edge of the moon, and of the effect of the known irrogolarities on its limb. All the lunar 


observations are completely reduced. 
This work is being done in connection with the Arkley Observatory. 


Owing to the introduction of Prof. Newcomb’s system of corrections into the tabular places of the 
moon, given in the Navtircl Almanac for 1883 and 1884, the apparent errors of the ephemeris have 
been much reduced. The means of ths observed errors of the 1st Limb being only—0s:030 from 30 
observations, whilst those of the 2nd Limb are only — 0s‘138 from 28 observations, the mean 
uncertainty of a place being only 03100. Prior to the introduction of these corrections of Prof. 
Newcomb’s, the mean error of the place of the moon was -! 18-000, and the uncertainty of a place 
0s'350. In the present state of theoretical astronomy, these are very large quantities. 


The observation of Zenith distances for the determination ‘of the latitude of the Observatory were 
only commenced in March, 1884, and 26 were obtained up to May Ist. Since the above date, however, 
about 40 additional observations have been obtained. Only stars are taken which have Zenith distances 


not differing more than 10’, and where possible not more than 5’, 


Position of the Observatory.—The latest determination of the position of the Observatory is :— 


x Longitude—2h., 4m., 18°183 East of Greenwich. 
Latitude—29° 50’ 47-42 South. 


The longitude rests upon the determination of the position of the Transit Instrument temporally 
erected near the Post Office, Durban, in 1881, made under the superintendence of Her Majesty’s 
Astronomer at the Cape. From this determination it followed (Monthly Notices of the Royal 
Astronomical Society, June, 1883,) that the longitude of the stone carrying the Transit Instrument was— 


Ob., 50m., 128'170 East of Capetown. 
2h., 4m., 68°912 East of Greenwich. 
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According to ihe triangulation connecting this point with the pair of the Transit Instrument of 


‘the New Observatory, the present Transit Instrament is— 
5s°759 West of Durban Transit. 
Hence the longitude of the New Observatory is— 
2h., 2m., 1s°183 East of Greenwich. 


A new triangulation has been made by the Natal Geodetic Survey party, but the results have not 
yet been made known, pending a re-measurement of the base line on the veldt. The adopted longitude 


is probably not uncertain by more than + 0s‘050, 


The latitude rests on the results of 15 complete pairs of Zenith distances made during April and 
May of this year. It is subject to revision upon the completion of the full serics of Zenith distance 
observations. The stars which have been selected are being carefully re-observed’ at the Cape 
Observatory, so that more accurate places may be available than can be obtained from the existing data. 
The uncertainty on the adopted latitude probably does not exceed a second of are. 


Time Signals.—The system of time-signals which has been established over the Colony has been 
carried out regularly throughout the year, with the exception of three short breaks, due to the damage 
received by the line and instruments at the Observatory from heavy thunderstorms. Twice during the 
year has the lightning protector of the Observatory Morse Instrument been fused by the current induced 
by a flash of lightning. With these exceptions, the time-current has been regularly sent from the 


Observatory at one o’clock Observatory mean time. 


During the beginning of the period some difficulty seems to have been experienced in adjusting 
the apparatus so as to properly drop the Time-ball at the Point, Durban; but latterly this difficulty 
seems to have been in great part overcome, and the Time-ball to drop more regularly in consequence. 
Tf it was possible to increase the distance through which the Time-ball falls, so as to render its drop 


more conspicuous from a distance, it would be a decidedimprovement. At present the drop is too short. 


Besides the Time-gun, which is regularly fired from Fort Napier at Maritzburg, a Time-gun has 
been established during the year on the Market Square, Durban. This gun fires with moderate 
regularity on every day except Saturday, the majority of the failures to fire seeming to be due to 


imperfect fuses. 


It should be added that the control of neither the Time-guns or Time-ball rests with the 
Observatory, whose duty in connection with them is solely confined to regularly sending the requisite 
current at one o’clock to the Durban Central Telegraph Office, where it is divided and transmitted to 
its proper destinations ; and to noting whether the current has been properly received. It should be 
added that the eight o’clock morning gun from Fort Napier, Maritzburg, is not fired by an electric 
current from the Observatory. 


From February 11th to February 25th, complete sets of accurate time-signals wore daily farnished 
4o Capt. Morris, R.E., head of the Geodetic Survey party. A similar set of signals was also seemeeed 
with Newcastle on March 14th, for the use of Mr. J. Bellot, of Rolfontein, Transvaal. 
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Arrangements are in progress for establishing a system for furnishing time-signals to ships lying 
in the Outer Anchorage, so that they may accurately rate their Chronometers without the necessity of 
sending them ashore. For ordinary purposes the daily time-ball may serve for this purpose ; but for 
accurate results it is not sufficient. It is proposed, therefore, to send a series of six flash-signals, 
preceded by a warning-signal to any vessel in the Outer Anchorage which may choose to make the 
proper arrangements with the Port Office. The system proposed is as follows— 


Application having been made to the Port Office for a set of time-signals, at such a time as will 
enable it to communicate with the Observatory before noon, in order to ascertain if the desired signals 


can be furnished: the following set of signals will be sent if the weather be favourable :— 


At ten minutes to eight Durban Observatory mean time a Blue-light will be burnt at the 
Observatory. 


At one minute to eight a bright continuous light will be shown. 
At eight o’clock exactly the light will be cut off for three seconds and then again be shown. 


Similarly at ten seconds, twenty seconds, thirty seconds, and forty seconds past eight o’clock the 


light will be sharply cut off for three seconds each time. 
Finally, at exactly one minute past eight o’clock, the light will be altogether cut off. 
A Blue-light will then be burnt to show that all was right. 
If by any mischance the signals should fail, a Red-light will be ,burnt at the end instead of a blue 


one, and a fresh set of signals will be sent. 

These will begin by showing a continuous bright light at fourteen minutes past eight o'clock, and 
the light will be cut off for the first time exactly at fifteen minutes past eight, and for the last time 
exactly at sixteen minutes past eight, concluding with a Blue-light as before. 


The signals will be sent by the aid. of a Magnesium Lamp, so that the light will be distinctly visible 
and at once distinguishable from any other light upon the land. It would be cut off by means of a 


swing shutter, so as to be extinguished almost instantaneously. 


By this means the error of a Chrouometer could be ascertained to within less than a tenth of 


a second, 


Some small fee would have to be charged by the Port Office to meet the expenses of the light. 


Tide Observations.—The preliminary arrangements have been made for the reduction of the Tidal 


observations on the same system as employed by the Indian Government. 
. 


Meteorological Observations.—These were only commenced on the Ist of January, 1884, and have 
been regularly continued up to the present. The Instruments are read twice daily, once at 9h. a.m., 
and again at 3h. p.m. An additional reading of the Standard Barometer, and its attached Thermometer, 
and the Standard Thermometer, No. 49498, is taken at 8h. a.m. Cape mean time for transmission to the 
Cape Meteorological Commission. The reading of the thermometers are corrected for index error before 
being sent ; but the reduction of the Barometer readings are made at Capetown. 
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In October application was made to the Observatory, through the -Honourable Colonial Secretary, 
for its co-operation with the Cape Meteorological Commission in establishing a system of weather 
reports along the entire South Airican Coast. At the time the Observatory was without the necessary 
Instruments ; but on their arrival steps were at once taken to supply the desired assistance. In 
accordance with the arrangements agreed on from March 1st, 1884, readings were taken at 8h. a.m. 
Cape mean time of the Barometer, Thermometer, and direction and force of the wind, and sent by 


telegraph in time to reach the Cape before 9h a.m. Similar readings are also received at the Cape from— 


Clanwilliam. 

The Royal Observatory, Capetown: 
Cape Point. 

Cape L’Agulleas. 

Mossel Bay. 

Cape St. Francis, 

Port Elizabeth. 

Port Alfred. 

East London. 


The Meteorological Returns from these ten points are all reduced and by 10 a.m. Cape mean time 
are forwarded to the Observatories and principal ports on the Coast. At the Natal Observatory they 
are recorded and classified for future discussion, with the view of deducing a system cf weather 
warnings. It would be of great assistance if this system of daily Meteorological Returns could be 


calculated so as to include some of the Eastern Ports, as Quillimane and Zanzibar, and even Aden. 


The yearly summaries of the Meteorological Observations will be, as usual, be made to extend 
‘from January 1st to January 1st, so as to enable them to be compared with those of other Observatories. 


All the observations, both Astronomical and Meteorological, have been properly reduced and 


tabulated up to the beginning of May, so in no case is the work allowed to remain in arrear.

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REPORT OF COLLECTOR OF CUSTOMS. 


The year 1883, as compared with 1882, has been marked by a very considerable decrease in the 
Import trade, together with the Revenue contingent thereon ; greater indeed than in 1881, as compared 
with 1880, which latter year showed the maximum results hitherto reached in the Trade Statistics 
of this Colony. 


This general decline may be attributed first to the natural result of inflated Imports of previous 
years in connection with the Military occupation ; and secondly, to the fact that the heavy stocks of 
goods then accumulated had not since been reduced, as might fairly have been expected, owing to the 
commercial depression that has generally prevailed over the whole of South Africa during the last 


two years. 


It would unduly lengthen this Report to refer to the various causes contributing to this depression ; 
but to whatever adverse influences it owes its origin, the severity of its character and prolonged 


duration are universally admitted. With these prefatory remarks I proceed with my Report. 


Sarrine. 


The number and Tonnage of Vessels that arrived at Port Natal, in 1883, as compared with 1882, 
were as follows :—

This falling-off in the number of Ships is equivalent to 18 per cent; but only 5 per cent. of 
Tonnage. The apparent discrepancy is accounted for by the change that is rapidly taking place in the 
character and class of Freight-carrying Vessels—large Steamers now being employed in many branches 


of the Colonial trade—to the exclusion of Sailing Vessels formerly engaged therein. 


Imports. 


The value of Imports for 1883 was £1,751,107, as compared with £2,213,538 for 1882, showing a 
“decrease of £462,431, equal to 21 per cent. This decadence in the Import trade of the Colony became 
evident in the latter part of 1882, and it has continued during 1883 without any sign of abatement to 


the termination of the year, with the serious result as hereinbefore mentioned. 


With the exception of Machinery, Foodstuffs, Tea, Manufactured Tobacco and Gunpowder, the 
decrease has affected the whole range of Imported Merchandise, the detailed particulars of which will 


be more readily seen in the following Statement :—

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Customs REVENUE. 


The duties on Imports for 1883 will naturally have evinced a corresponding decrease with the 
value of those Imports; indeed, the proportion has been somewhat greater, in consequence of the 
iieraned value of some articles on the Free-list, such as Foodstuffs, Machinery, and other Goods 
which contribute only Registration Charges to the Revenue, as also the increased value of Railway 


Material, which contributes nil. 


The Customs Revenue for 1883 was £164,984, and for the preceding year £221,043, showing an 
aggregate falling-off equal to 25 per cent. Above that average were the following, viz.: Coffee, 45 per 
cent. ; Blankets and Sheets, 32 per cent. ; Non-enumerated Goods, 33 per cent. ; while below the 
average were Spirits of all sorts, 20 per cent., and Ale and Beer, 18 per cent. There were increased 
receipts in Gunpowder, Dried Fruits, and Tea ; but these were not of a character to seriously affect 


the aggregate decrease of the year. 


The various items of increase and decrease in the Customs Revenue will be better estimated by

Exports. 


The total value of Exports in 1883 was £831,747, and in the preceding year 1882, £731,809, 
showing the considerable increase of £99,938—12 per cent. In Colonial produce solely, the increase 


was £87,594—11,4, per cent. 


With the exception of Hides, Skins, and Ostrich Feathers, this increase pervaded the whole of the 
Colonial Exports, particularly in the items Arrowroot, Maizo, Sugar, Rum, and Sheeps Wool, as will 
be seen by the Statement appended. To this improved condition of the Export trade the principal 


Staples—Sugar and Maize—largely contributed, owing to the abundant crops of the last Season. 


In Miscellaneous duty-paid Goods, as well as thoso exported from the Warehouse under Bond, 
there has also been a considerable increase. As an outlct for Goods, this branch of the Export business 
is of growing importance, inasmuch as by opening up new markets, it contributes to the augmentation 


of Imports,

GenerRAL REMARKS. 


As previously remarked, a condition of Commercial paralysis, arising from a combination of 
causes, has for a considerable period pervaded the Internal and External trade of the British Colonies, 
as also the Inland Republics of South Africa. In Natal this has resulted in a diminution of Customs 
Revenue for 1883 of 25 per cent. ; while in the neighbouring Cape Colony a corresponding decline has 
been stated (in the Report of the Capetown Chamber of Commerce) to have amounted to 30 per cent. 


Exhausted Stocks of Goods must shortly be replenished by fresh supplies, and the prospect of 


propitious Seasons will contribute to produce a revival of Commercial prosperity before the close of the 
ensuing year 1884.

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UMVOTI COUNTY. 


In forwarding the Returns for the Blue Book, I have nothing of any great importance to report 
The only events of any public interest which have occurred during the year were the opening of the 
Dutch Church by His Excellency on 7th April; the opening of the Government School; the 
completion of the outer walls of the new Mounted Police Barracks; and a Session of the Supreme 
(Circuit) Court in November, being the first held in this District fora number of years. The Dutch 
Church was commenced in the year -1882, and was completed in the early part of this year. It isa 
very substantial edifice, built at a cost of £7,000. The Government School, which was also commenced 
in 1882, was completed in May, and was opened on Ist June. It isa great boon to the public. The 
number of scholars on the Register on 21st December was 69. This number will, in all probability 
be greatly augmented when the School opens after the holidays. 


Crime compares very favourably with former years. There were 339 cases reported to the police 
in 1883, against 379 in 1882 ; and the number of persons concerned in these cases was 593 in 1883, 
against 855 in 1882.’ There were very few cases of a serious nature. Fifteen (15) Natives were 
committed for trial for cattlé-stealing, of whom six were convicted, seven were discharged, and two are 
awaiting trial. Twelve (12) persons in all were committed for trial before the Supreme Court ; six 
for offences against the person ; five for offences against property ; and one, a European, for 
fraudulent insolvency. Of the other eleven, two were Indians, and the remainder Natives. Of the 
cases in which there were summary convictions, fifty-six persons were charged with assault and 
offences against the person, forty-two for offences against property, thirty-eight against Revenue Acts 
and Acts relating to the social economy ot the Colony, eighty-four under the Master and Servants’ 
Acts, and two hundred and seventy-eight for other offences, including offenders against the Dog-tax 
Law and Natives tried by me as Administrator of Native Law. 


The total Revenue for the year was £10,094 14s. 4d., against £13,218 4s. 3d. collected in 1882 
The falling-off was principally in the three items—Quit-rent, Post-office Money Orders, and Hut-tax. 
During 1882 £1,354 12s. 2d. was collected for Quit-rent, and £613 18s. 6d. during 1883. This is 
accounted for by the fact that in the former year a great many arrear Quit-rents were collected ; while 
those in the latter were principally for the current year. In 1882 £1,946 14s. 2d. passed through my 
hands under the head of Post-office Money Orders ; while the amount under that head for the current 
year was £547 4s. 8d. This difference may probably be accounted for by the fact of a Branch of the 
Standard Bank having been started in Greytown ; and the public preferring to transact their business 
through that channel. There was a falling-off of £240 in the Hut-tax, which is accounted for by the 
fact that a number of Natives, who formerly paid to this office, were found to be actually living out of

this County, and were accordingly directed to pay in their own County, the Lower Tugela. 
£1,057 10s. was collected for Dog-tax, being £94 10s. more than the amount collected during 1882 ; 


and £129 was collected as fines for infringements of this Law. 


The season has been a very good one for mealie and Kafir-corn crops, which have been the largest 
reaped for years. It has also been a very healthy season for stock generally. There has been very 


little sickness among cattle and horses. The Fieldcornets’ Returns show an increase of 11,494 sheep 


upon last year, and an increase of 3,892 lbs. of wool. 


There has been a great deal of wagon traffic through this Division, although owing to the constant 


and heavy rains, the roads have not been in their usually good condition. 


Trade has not been so brisk as usual ; this District bearing its share of the general depression 


. prevailing throughout the Colony.

LION’S RIVER DIVISION. 


The area of this Division is about 218 square miles, and the boundaries are defined by Proclamation 
in the Government Gazette of 17th October, 1882, and the Magistracy was established on that date. 


The Statistical Returns prepared from Returns sent in by the Fieldcornets of Wards 3 and 4 of 
the County of Pietermaritzburg accompany this Report. 


These Returns must not be understood to represent the statistics of the whole Division, as a 
portion of Ward 2 of the County is situated in this Division, and the statistics of that portion are sent 
to the Resident Magistrate of Umgeni Division and included in his Returns. 


The criminal statistics prepared from data in my own office show 778 offences reported, and 773 
persons brought before the Court. Of these 22 were discharged for want of prosecution or for want of 


evidence, 111 dismissed on the merits, 599 summarily convicted, and 41 sent to a higher Court.

The heaviest punishment by fine was £25; by flogging, twelve lashes ; by imprisonment, three 
months ; and by a combination of the foregoing, three months’ imprisonment, with hard labour, a 
flogging of twenty-five lashes, and a fine of ten pounds. The fine of £25 was inflicted for a 
contravention of the 4th Section of Law 12, 1882 ; the flogging for theft ; the imprisonment for three 


months’ for theft ; the combination of fine, flogging, and imprisonment, for assault. 


Branch Courts are held every month at Curry’s Post and the Dargle, and every alternative 


month at Boston.

There are two outposts of the Natal Mounted Police in the Division, consisting of a 
non-commissioned officer and six men each. These outposts are at Gowrie, in the Nottingham 
District, and at the Umkomanzi, in the Boston District. There are two Native Detectives attached to 
each outpost. These detectives, I fear, are of very little use ; and I am of opinion that the £100 per 
annum that they cost the Government might be more usefully expended in the employment of special 
detectives as occasion required, and the payment of rewards for detection of crime. The Mounted 
Police patrol the country in various directions, and have been of considerable use in the arrest of 
criminals and their conveyance before the Magistrate ; and I believe that their presence in the Division 
is much appreciated by the European population. I am still of opinion, however, that they would be 
of more practicable use if their head-quarters were at the seat of Magistracy. 


The staff of the Magistracy consists of a Clerk and Interpreter, who is also Sub-distributer of 
Stamps, and holds a deputation from the Honourable the Attorney-General to conduct prosecutions in 
criminal cases ; one European constable, who is also Messenger of the Court, and has charge of the 
prisoners in the lock-up ; and six Native Constables. 


This staff I consider is insufficient for the duties which have to be performed, and, in consequence, 
the office is never on any day of the week closed at the usual official hour of three o’clock ; and were 
it not for the fact that I speak the Native language myself, and am able to dispense with the services 
of an Interpreter in Native cases, it would be impossible for my one Clerk to get through the work 
that he does. The European constable is engaged during the greater part of his time in serving 
summonses ; and the prigoners in the lock-up are then under the exclusive care of the Nativo constables. 
The charge of the prisoners in the lock-up takes the whole time of two Native police, and one must 
always be at the office, which leaves only three men for the usual police work of the Magistracy, a 
number quite inadequate for the requirements of the District. 


PopuLaTion. 
The Return of population of the two Wards, which I have already pointed out do not comprise 
* the whole of the Division, is as follows :—Europeans, 1,092 ; Natives, 15,795; Indians, 419. The 
Native population is only an approximate estimate, based upon the number of huts occupied by Natives 


in the Division. The Indian and European population may be considered as fairly correct for 
the two Wards. 


AGRICULTURE. 
The Fieldcornet of Ward 4 reports that the crops reaped in that Ward have been exceptionally 
poor, both in quality and quantity. The area of land now under cultivation is about equal to last year, 
and promises to yield a fair return of produce. There is very little agricultural enterprise in Ward 3.

The above figures appear té me to be highly satisfactory. There is an increase shown in the 


Stock possessed by Natives, though no great reliance can be placed on any estimate of Native Stock. 


Many complaints are still made by the farmers of loss of sheep, which they attribute to thefts by 
Natives. Not one Native, however, has been convicted of sheep-stealing in this Division during the 
year. There is no doubt, however, that a great number of sheep are killed and eaten by the Natives, 
stolen from the flocks of the furmers, as in several instances the skins of sheep killed in the veldt have 


been discovered. 


Manuracturgs, &c. 


There are ten Steam and Water-power Saw Mills at work in the Division, and five Pit Saws at 
work in the Karkloof Forest ; 4 Grist Mills; 3 Wagon-making Establishments ; 1 Aerated-water 
Manufactory.

The number of permit# granted during the year for the purchase of gunpowder is 109—and the 
aggregate quantity of gunpowder for which the permits were granted was 196} Ibs. The largest 
quantity of gunpowder granted to one individual was 51bs. No firearm were registered during the 


year, and only one transferred. 


From what I can see of the general condition of the European population, I am of opinion that 
they may be considered fairly prosperous and contented. Several new houses have been erected, and 
others partially erected during 1882, have been completed. The Railway Works appear to have made 
fair progress. The contractors’ engines. have been running for some time to past Lion’s River, and are 
now, I believe, running to Lidgetton. When the line will be available for public traffic is, however, 


doubtfal. 


The educational wants of the District have been partially met by tho establishment of a Government 
aided Day School at Howick, and the average daily attendance of pupils for the last half-year has been 
40. But in consequence of the present Master having accepted a more lucrative post in the Transvaal, 
the School will lose the benefit of his services at the end of March next. What is urgently required 
for Howick is the establishment of a Government Day and Boarding School similar to the Schools 
already established at Ladysmith, Newcastle, and other small Townships.

UMSINGA DIVISION. 


In submitting my Annual Report for the Umsinga Division, and the Statistics for the Blue Book 
for 1883, I wish to state that the Returns appertaining to Europeans are gathered by the Fieldcornets. 
Whether correct or otherwise I have no means at my disposal of ascertaining. However, I am inclined 
to think in many instances the figures are either below or beyond the mark. About tho time these 
Returns were required, a great many of the Dutch people left the Division for the Transvaal to attend 
the festival or anniversary of Dingaan’s Battle. Again, most of them carry on pastoral pursuits, and 
frequently'‘move about the latter end of the Spring months with their flocks of sheep, &c. These 
migratory movements prevent the etatistical information being accurately obtained. Those concerning 
the Native population are compiled from data in the Magistrate’s Office, and may he accepted, in the 


absence of a census, as approximately correct.

During the past year the war in Zululand brought in a good many fugttive Usutu families. They 
were allowed to remain with their friends, pending the cessation of hostilities ; but have since returned 
to their homes. Iam glad to. say the peace of mind and tranquillity of the Natives on the Buffalo 
border was but little disturbed. 


Matters have now assumed their usual condition. Large quantities of Crown Lands have been 
purchased by the Dutch residents under the ten years’ occupation system. A few erven have also 
been bought in the Township of Pomeroy. A couple of stores, an hotel, and other minor improvements 
have been started during the last year. With a little perseverance and energy on the part of those who 
have purchased erven, it is to be hoped that ina few years Pomeroy will be a rising and prosperous 
little village. However, there is one drawback. Water is rather scarce ; and during some years of 
drought, the only small stream from where the water is at present obtained, becomes almost dried up. 


It will be necessary, sooner or later, to bring the water from the heights by artificial means. 
The sooner this acquirement is achieved the better it will be for the inhabitants of the town. 


The European population has slightly increased. The Return shows 359 males as against 291 for 
1882 ; and females, 286 as against 223. 


The Natives paid taxes on 7,520 huts. According to what has been hitherto allowed, viz., 4 souls 
to each habitation, it would be 30,080, as against 29,334 for the previous year. Reckon 3% for males, 
and # for females, making a total of 30,080. As I have pointed out before, it is almost impracticable 
to arrive at the exact estimate, there being no regular system at present of taking the census, nor 
would it be advisable to attempt such a course hurriedly, as it would be liable to agitate the 
Native mind. 


The health of the Division has been, on the whole, satisfactory. Of the whites, only 10 deaths 
were registered. That of the Natives has slightly been the reverse. I attribute this to the great heat 
which prevailed in the locations nearly throughout the year. A species of bilious diarrhwa was 
prevalent ; also hooping-cough, measles, and other eruptive diseases. Numbers of children died. The 
registered deaths are as follows—children 152, as against 143 for the previous year; adults 181, as 
against 176. Still, considering the vast Native population, there is nothing unusually abnormal in the 
above figures. The health of the Division for the past year, amongst both whites and blacks, may 
therefore be recorded as having been favourable, 


Some time in August last, it was reported that small-pox had broken out beyond the borders. In 
consequence, the provisions of the Vaccination Law were carried out throughout the Division. I 
believe all the whites have complied with the Law, and those who have not, may yet avail themselves 


of the chance, as vaccination is still proceeding. Of thé Native population, 4,955 were vaccinated. 


of: Labour has been more plentiful than of late years. Most of the farmers are fully supplied ; at any 
rate, manage to get their work done. Some, again, are short-handed. As usual, Natives prefer to 


congregate on farms, the owners of which are stock-furmers, and there is consequently little work to 
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UMSINGA DIVISION (continued). 


do. Iam informed they carefully avoid those farms where much agriculture is carried on ; so that 
those persons who would work cannot. The average wages paid by the farmers is 5s. per month, and 
2s. 6d. for domestic servants. The girls of the kraal have to serve. The tenant, howover, in 
consideration is allowed on most of the farms to live free. There are a few, however, who prefer to 
charge rent, and these pay a higher wage to the servants, and get on better with them I consider. I 
have found that a great many complaints exist between landlords and tenants, and in nine cases out of 
ten civil complaints are mixed up with their criminal ; and until a compulsory system of registration 
of agreement is enforced, I fear matters in a few years will become more and more embarassed. Very 
few refugeos were distributed during the past year. Not so many are coming into the Colony, as they 
prefer the “‘ Reserved Territory,” where they have the necessary protection from the Zulu impis, 


without the servitude. 


AGRICULTURE. 


It is a healthy sign that wheat-growing bas been resumed in the Division, as the Returns wily 
show. Of course, wheat-growing means irrigation, therefore this will never be a large wheat-growing 
District, on account of the scarcity of water for the purpose. More than enough, however, might be 
produced for local consumption. Mr. R. Marshall has lately erected a steam-mill at Dundee, just over 
the border of this Division, and as the same gentleman proposes procuring a travelling threshing 
machine, it is to be hoped that in future the people will have the privilege of eating wheat of their 
own growing. Forage and mealies have been produced in much larger quantities than usual, and the 
prices have been permanently low until recently. The cause of this is not a large return per acre ; 
but the total collapse in the rates of transport has induced farmers to stay at home and attend to their 
legitimate business, instead of competing with professional carriers. There is, however, cause to fear 
that on account of the dronght which prevailed during the latter part of the year, the coming crops 
will be very short. Some have not been able to plough atall. The crops of the Natives are, as a 
rule, backward ; but are looking better since the recent heavy rains. Some have planted extensively. 
The yield of mealies and Kafir corn for the past season was very good, except along the lower parts of 
the lower Biggursberg, where the crops got totally destroyed by hailstones. The damage done 
extended along the whole line of country for some miles. The prices of mealies near the close of the 


year rose to 15s., and may yet rise further before the harvest is reaped. 


Potatoes and Onions.—These minor products have been planted more largely than usual ; not 


more, however, than is required for their own consumption. 


Tree-planting.—I am glad to see that a beginning has been made—one farmer having planted 
3,000 gum trees, another 1,500, and others less. Some encouragement should be given to those who 
plant on the newly-occupied farms, I should say a bonus or some privilege should be granted for the 
cultivation of trees. At present, however, s great many fiirmers are afraid of improving their lands by 
planting, as they have an idea that the Government will tax the value of property. As long as they 


entertain this belief, I believe tree-planting will be but sparsely encouraged. 
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UMSINGA DIVISION (continued). 


Cattle, as a rule, have lately done well in this Division. For the last two years redwater and 
Tangsickness have been almost unknown. I regret to say, however, that lungsickness has, within the 
past year (3 months), broken out on two or three farms, and may do much damage unless the proprietors 
herd them closely. Cattle have fallen in price considerably, and the farmers in general do not like to- 


sell at current rates. 


Sheep-farming has been for some time most successful. Towards the close of last winter flocks. 
were, as a rule, in poorer condition than usual, and ihe cold winter that fell at the end of August 
caused considerable loss, and also the hailstones and dry weather were not conducive to the health of 
the flocks, and especially the lambing ewes. The clip of wool was lighter than usual, and consequently 


a fall in price, which caused some grumbling. 


Angora Goats.—The weather was even more destructive to goats. On some farms heavy losses 
a 


were sustained among the lambs. oat-farming is becoming a more favourite industry than it was. 


Pigs.—In consequence of the high price of mealies, pigs have somewhat been neglected ; but it is 
to be hoped that this will not be the case in future. The Returns show a falling-off. This is to 
be regretted. i 


Horses are increasing, and there has not been much sickness among them. The Biggarsberg, I 
believe, is the best part of Natal for stock-breeding of every description. It is not so well adapted for 
agriculture, aud the people therefore principally carry on pastoral pursuits. 


Crime AND OFFENCES. 


1. There have been no cases of murder reported during the past year. Several large faction-tights 
took place in the locations, generally at beer-drinks or at wedding ceremonies. There were three cases 
of homicide, and several aggravated assaults committed by Natives on Natives. The following figures 
will show the total number of persons brought before the Magistrate, tried, or acquitted, or sent to the 
Higher Courts, viz. :— 

A. The total numbers of persons apprehended or summoned before the Magistrate, including 
those reported to the police, were 1,188 as‘against 523 for 1882, and were dealt with as 
follows— 

B. Faction Fights, 10 cases (424 perscns in all), were committed to the Higher Courts for trial ; 
also two assaults, and one for arson. Some of these cases were remitted back for trial 
before the Magistrate or Administrator. Besides these, there were five cases of 
cattle-stealing. The number of summary convictions the Returns show. 

C. For offences against the person—119 as aguinst 99 for 1882, an increase of 20 cases. 

D. For Offences against Property other than Pradial Larceny—13 as against 20 for 1882, or 
a decrease of seven cases. 

E. For other offences—275 as against 177 for 1882, being an increase of 98 cases. Total

A properly-organised small Detective Force (Native Police), would be of considerable service in 
tracing many cases which at present frequently go undetected, the present staff of this Magistracy being 
T consider totally inadequate for this important and thickly-populated Division, where, I regret to say, 
many bad characters flee for refuge, in consequence of the bushy state of the country, and its 
geographical position being in every way favourable to the thief, on account of its contiguity with 
Zulaland. Complaints of thefts of stock are constantly flying about, and they are generally ascribed 
to Natives. These complaints are seldom lodged at the office, as farmers appear to think it is no use, 
as there is no chance of tracing or capturing the thief. However, from enquiries I have made, it 
seems to me some of these losses point to the fact that in the majority of cases these thefts are merely 


losses due to careless herding, or want of proper supervision. 


Civin CoMPLaINts. 


In the Administrator’s Court 196 Native cases were disposed of (exclusive of those at the instance 


of the Supreme Chief) during the past year, and 46 civil European cases. 


Doe Tax. 


The Law in its present condition is a very good financial measure ; but it falls short of its original 
intention, namely, of checking the indiscriminate loss of stock by dogs. It is impossible as the Law 
at present stands to stop this, as a Native is allowed to keep as many dogs as he chooses. I know of 
some that keep from 10 to 12 in a kraal. The Law does not prevent it, so long as the owner pays the 
tax, the police cannot toach him. I maintain the Law should be made to limit the number, and the. 
months should be fiaed for paying the tax. This would considerably prevent evasions, and save loss of 
time and extra work to the Magistrate. I believe hundreds of sheep and game are killed annually by 
Kafir dogs. I speak from the knowledge and experience I have gained since [ have been here and in 
many other parts of the Colony. The tax brought in £699 10s. sterling, as against £631 15s. for the 


previous year. There wero very few evasions.

The total increase of Revenue is £366 1s. 11d. sterling. There isa falling-off in Pound Sales, 
and also in Quit-rent ; but the latter is simply in consequence of some of the owners of farms not 


having yet paid. 


Local ttoney Order Deposits amounted to £1,584 19s. Gd., as against £100 3s. Gd. for 1882, or 
an increase of £1,484 16s. 


Crown Land Deposits, for Surveyor-General’s Department, was £309 15s. 9d., as against nothing 
collected here for the previous year. The Dog Tax shows an increase of £57 15s. sterling. 


TRADE. 

Since the stoppage of hostilities in Zululand, trade has again slightly revived, especially. in the 
business of hides. The price in wool fell alittle. This was caused by the clip being inferior, .for 
causes see report on sheep. There were 14 Licenses issued for shops or stores in the Division. The 
Natives have taken to dressing themselves more, and I have no doubt a fair trade was done in the 
clothing line, and in other Kafir specialities. The price of cattle has fallen considerably ; but many 


formers are holding back with hope that trek oxen will rise in the.market. 


Missions. 


There are five Mission Stations in the Umsinga Division, the ‘“‘ Gordon Memorial” being the 
principal. The Blue Book for 1882 gives a full Report of the names of the Stations, and the nature of 
the work done. They have a training as well as an industrial School attached io the “Gordon 
Memorial,” and I am very pleased to observe that considerable strides have been made in the 


advancement ani civilisation of the Natives on this Station. A number of Kolwas have purchased

ploughs and some wagons, and they have a large acreage under cultivation this year. There are two 
who have bought farms in this Division under the new occupation system, and have paid the first 
instalment on same. More or less, they are all acquiring wealth, slowly but surely. Most of those . 
aliowed to reside on the Stations are obliged to live in square houses and conform to the usages of 


civilisation, and send their children to school. 


In conclusion, I wish to add thut I only took over the acting duties of this Magistracy on the 4th 
June last, and thus I have only had the opportunity of watching the welfare and progress of the 
Division but for a few months ; however, during that time, I have much pleasure in stating that the 
development and prosperity of the country have been gradually progressing, as the statistics will show, 


and peace and quietude prevail among all classes of Her Majesty’s subjects.

LOWER TUGELA DIVISION. 


The European population of this Division has increased very slowly of late years ; but it is hoped 
that the undoubted success of the Tea Cultivation will work a change in this respect. 138} acres of 
tea are now under cultivation, and improved machinery has been erected at Kearsney, the most 
important of the Sfantations. During the past year, only two acres were thoroughly cropped, and 23 
acres “topped,” the yield being 4,500 Ibs. of manufactured tea. Tho present year will show a large 
increase. The tea plants thrive as wall as any indigenous shrub. They grow well on light as well as 
on heavy soils, and seem to me to be particularly well adapted for that portion of the Coast belt, which, 
from elevation above the sea-level, and lightness of soil, is unfit for the cultivation of the Sugar-cane. 
The large Sugar Mill at Umvoti has been leased from Government by Natives, ata nominal rent, and 
is at work, after lying idle for some years. Preparations are being made for starting the New 


Guelderland Sugar Mill, which has also been lying idle for some time. 


The Returns show that 474 acres of Cane were crushed in 1883, against 395 in 1882, the yield 
being proportionately increased. 1,041 acres are now planted with Cane in this Division. It is 


satisfactory to have to report that, although the acreage of (‘offee reaped has declined, the out-turn was 
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LOWER TUGELA DIVISION (continued). 


more than double that of the year 1882. The present crop looks most promising ; but still it must be 
confessed that the experience of past years does not justify confidence in Coffee cultivation being 
a paying enterprise. 


There has been a considerable increase in the quantity of tobacco grown ; one Estate alone 
produced 25 tons. The freed Indians cultivate this product largely, and dispose of the most of it to 
Natives and Zulu traders. 3,015 acres were reaped in 1883. 


‘ There is a manufactory of jams at the Kearsney Estate. Five tons were produced during the year, 
the tins being made on the Estate by Coolie labour. 


‘, The Maize C'rop of tho past season was a heavy one. It is estimated the Natives reaped four times 
. the quantity they did in the previous year. 


‘The season has been a healthy one for stock. Prices have fallen, owing to the low rates of 


transport, and the scarcity of money. 


Tho planters all complain of a want of reliable labour. Food being. plentiful at their kraals, the 
' Natives have had less cause than usual to go out to work, and the labour supply has also been affected 
_ by the unsettled state of Zaluland. 


The roads of the Division have been kept in fair order. A new line is being made between New 
Guelderland and Fort Pearson ; and another between Groutville and Newdrift, Umblali, on the direct 
line between Stanger and Pietermaritzburg, will shortly be commenced. 


The high level bridge over the Tongati River has made considerable progress. 


There is a small body of Mounted Police stationed at Williamstown, about 14 miles from Stanger, 
and one man stationed at each of the two wagon drifts, at the Tugela. They are an efficient body of 
men ; but would be more useful if their head-quarters were at the seat of Magistracy, and a few men 
placed at out-stations. Considering the number of the population, there have been few offences of a 
serious character. An European, living in the country, was attacked by a Native at night, and stabbed, 
his assailant at once decamping. The injury inflicted proved fatal. A Native, on whom strang 
suspicion rested, was tried for the murder; but the evidence did not satisfy the jury, and he 
was acquitted. 


The number of Natives tried for faction fights, or riots, has largely increased, owing to the good 
crops and abundance of beer ; in only one case, however, was fatal injury inflicted. 911 cases were 


tried by the Magistrate during the year, divided’-as follows—Criminal, 288 ; Civil, 316; under 
Native Law, 307. 


The number of persons apprehonded and brought before the Magistrate numbered 737 ; of these 
54 were acquitted. The remainder were convicted either in the Magistrates or superior Courts. 
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LOWER TUGELA DIVISION (continued). 


The easo with which money was earned during recent years, when there was a large wat 
expenditure, has had a demoralizing influence on many of the Natives. They acquired extravagant 
habits, neglected the cultivation of the soil, bought goods on credit, borrowed money at high rates of 
interest, and ended by losing all they possessed, and frequently dragged down their friends, by getting 
them to stand security. Several of the leading “ Amakolwa,” I regret to say, have relapsed into 
polygamy, having spent part of their easily-acquired wealth in buying additional wives ; otherwise I 
have to report favourably as regards the Native population. They are contented and prosperous, and, 
considering the population, give little trouble. The Hut and Dog Tax were readily paid, the amount 
of the former being £8,552 12s. on 12,218 huts. The Return of Revenue and Expenditure of this 
Division for the year 1883, appended to this Report, shows the former to have beon £10,425 4s. 8d. 
and the latter £1,730 3s, 4d.

KLIP RIVER DIVISION. 


Town anp Disrricr. 


The Local Board which was established under the provisions of Law No. 11, 1881, worked 
beneficially during the year for the progress and improvement of the town generally. Many inprove- 
ments have been made in buildings, fencing, and planting of trees. 


The farmers in the district have givo continued to improve their homesteads and lands, they have 
planted many fruit and other trees, and have gone in for fencing to a considerable extent, not only of 
their cultivated lands, but also of portions of their farms. a 
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KLIP RIVER DIVISION (continued). 


Srock anpD AGRICULTURE. 


The Returns compiled for the Blue Book for 1883 show a general increase in stock and produce 
as compared with the Returns for the previous ycar. I have, however, again to remark that these 
returns cannot be fully relied upon as being correct. The Field Cornets have great difficulty in obtaining 
all the information required by them for the returns, in consequence of the habit of many of the 

. wealthy farmers of the district removing their stock to the District of Harrismith during the summer 


seasons. 


Epvucation. 


The Government School in this town has been fully successful, the number of pupils have increased 


considerably, and the health of the children has been very good on the whole. 


ADMINISTRATION OF JUSTICE. 


The Criminal Records show an increase of 126 cases as tried against that of the previous year, 


Many of these cases are contrayentions of the By-laws of the Local Board. Civil cases have also 
increased considerably. . 


Pusiic Works. 


Two good and substantial bridges have been completed in this Division, one over the Klip River, 
at Ladysmith, and the other over the Sunday’s River ; toll fees are collected at both. Trade, traffic, 
and the public generally derive great benefit from these bridges. 


Two new cells have been built at this Gaol, and the premises generally improved and closed in 
with a stone wall. 


The only other Public Works now carried on are making and repairing the public roads. 


The Railway works have been commenced between Ladysmith and Colenso, from the side of the 
latter place. 


Laszour. 6 
Complaints between masters and their Coolie servants have decreased ; I think this is owing to the 


fact that parties understand each others language better now than in the previous year. 
There has been little difficulty in obtaining Native labour at a fair rate of wages. 


In many cases labour is supplied to owners of farms on which Natives reside (at a low rate. of 
wages) in lieu of rent. This system has, howevor, caused some trouble as the young working Natives 


prefer going to towns or the Diamond Fields, where high wages are paid. They do not appear to 


ene 


appreciate the privilege of residing on private lands free of rent. 
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’ KLIP RIVER DIVISION (continued). 


Natives. 
I will fully report on the Native population of this Division and their condition in a future report. 
The health of the Natives has been very good, and their condition satisfactory ; calculating their 
number (in the absence of a census) by the number of huts on which tax is paid, there are about 
25,000 souls. They are placed under fourteen Chiefs or Headmen ; the larger number reside on 
private lands, and the others on Crown lands, as there are no locations in this Division. There have 
been few faction and other fighting or disturbances of the peace. The Hut and Dog Tax have been well 


and cheerfully paid. The smaller portion of Natives not vaccinated in the previous year are now being 
done. 


Mission AGENCIES. 


The progress and improvements of the Natives at “ Driefontein,” “ Sonono,” “ Telapi,” and “ St. 


John’s” Mission Stations (reported on in the previous year), are steadily maintained and encouraged. 


Crown Forests. 


There are many large and valuable forests at or near the border of the Orange Free State in this 
Division. Many trespasses have been committed in these forests and valuable timber destroyed by 
people from the borders of the Free State, in spite of the vigilance of the Field Cornets and of the 
fines inflicted on convicted offenders. As a detachment of the Natal Mounted Police is now stationed 
near the border, the forest will be sufficiently protected from future encroachments. 


REVENUE AND EXPENDITURE. 


The Revenue for this Division for 1883 has been, £8,977 18s. 3d., thus showing and increase of 
£302 7s. 5d. on that of the previous year. 


a Institutions. 
There is a library in the town which is liberally supported by subscriptions, aided by an annual 


grant from Government. 


The Agricultural Show of the Division which had not been held for several years, was resuscitated 


and a successful show held during the year. Government aid is given to this Association. 


Iam glad to say that the inhabitants take great interest in the Show, and I consider it safe to 
hope that it will be supported and maintained in the future. 


There are also two Rifle Associations in this Division, and the people show an increased interest in 
the same. : 


Provisions AND MERCHANDISE. 
The prices of goods and provisions generally have been fair. Rates of Transport continue to 
remain low.

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5 ALFRED COUNTY. 


The crops promise well this year ; there should be an abundance of mealies and Kafir corn reaped 
hy the Natives of this County if the weather only continues as favourable as during the past summer 


months. 


There is little to report on of interest during the year 1883. The training walt at the Umzim- 
kulu Mouth has made considerable progress, and the effect on the channel is beneficial already, and 
will no doubt improve it more the further it is carried out till it reaches the rocks outside the Mouth ; 
but now that this route is nearly ready for the trade, the trade seems to be ready to expire. The 
depression everywhere continues ; money is scarce ; no- price can be obtained for horses, cattle, or 
transport. The Kokstad District alone will hardly provide sufficient trade to repay the merchants’ 
outlay in ships wharves and warehouses at the Umzimkulu Mouth. If the road could be made passable 
through Adam Kok’s Pass, from Aliwal North to Kokstad, the future of the Umzimkulu route would 


become ussured, and a large wool-producing district would find this its natural port. 


The Kafirs in this County have bought land much too largely, and a great number of them find 
that they are not able to pay their second instalments. Where a Native has been rich enough to bay 
land for himself, the result will be good in giving him an interest in supporting the maintenance of 
peace and loyalty to the Government. But these instances are extremely rare ; in most cases land 
has been bought by the Chief in his own name and that of two or three Indunas, the tribe being ex- 
pected to subscribe. This system will cause a great deal of quarrelling in the future as -to the right to 
make use of the land and title to ownership in the future. Jealousy of other tribes or while men 
coming too near them has pushed some of the Chiefs into applying for and buying land that they could 
never have hoped to pay for if they had been able to calculate the amount of money required. One 
Chief applied and paid survey fees for no less than eight pieces of land ; he was only able to raise the 
first instalment on three of them, and has not paid any second instalment at all, though the date for 
such payment passed six months ago. ‘The decline in the rates of transport, in the value of cattle, and 
the price of mealies, the scarcity of money everywhere has told heavily this year against the purchasers 
of land—European or Native. There is not time to make the land produce anything towards payment 
of instalments before the third or fourth year. The incoming purchaser of the new land has to build, 
to fit himself out with implements, seed, and cattle, and the second instalment falls due before he has 
time to turn round ; and I think some relaxation in the present rules would be beneficial, and prevent 


settlers having to raise money on the land to pay instalments. 


There is the average amount of lungsickness here and there, and an occasional case of horse-sickness, 
but it has not been a bad year for stock so far. Two or three thieves from Pondoland have been 
active amongst horses lately here and in Griqualand East, magniloquently called Pondo raids in the 
newspapers.

6. REZORTS OF RESIDENT M&GISTRATES—1E83 
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IXOPO DIVISION. 


The Ixopo Division is a part of Pietermaritzburg County, so far as Electoral Purposes are con- 
cerned, and extends from Alexandra County to the Drakensberg. It contains an area computed at 
from 8,000 to 3,500 square miles, and has an estimated population of 42,635, of whom 446 are 
Europeans, 33 Indians, and 42,156 Natives. 


2. The main road to Kokstadt and the Cape Colony passes through the village of Stuartstown, in 
which the seat of Magistracy is situated, and the central Post Office of the Division and a Telegraph 
Station are attached to the Magistracy. There isan Administrator of Native Law located at Ipolela, 
about 45 miles north-west from Stuartstown, towards the Drakensberg, and detachments of Natal 
Mounted Police are stationed at Stuartstown and Ipolela, under the orders of the Resident Magistrate” 
The Division is bounded northward by the Umkomanzi River, southward by the Little Ingwangwane 
and Umzimkulu Rivers, eastward by Alexandra County, and westward by the Drakensberg range of 
mountains. The western boundary extends from Giant's Castle Peak to Bushman’s Nek. 


3. Extensive sales of Crown Lands have taken place in the Division since the issue of .he Pro- 
clamation of 16th October, 1880, and more has been applied for. I believe that a large extent of 
Crown Lands has been sold in this Division than in any other Magistracy in the Colony, and this I 
attribute to the great suitability of the District for stock-farming of all description. Horses do exceed- 
ing well high up near Ipolela ; cattle thrive in almost all parts of the Division, and sheep are a great 
success, and are a very paying speculation. I believe the sheep-farmers in this Division have obtained 
the highest prices for their wool which have been reached this year in the Natal markets, and the 
Division boasts of having the largest sheep-farmers in the Colony residing in it. Ostrich farming is 
being tried, but not very successfully at present, although one would imagine the Umkomanzi valley 
would be a most suitable place for the enterprise. About 180,000 acres of Crown Lands have been 
sold up to the 3ist December, 1883. Z 


4. The European population shews an increase of 45 over last year, as appears from the census 
taken by the Fieldcorret, and an estimated increase in the Native population of 536, calculated at four 
souls per hut as usual. Crime in the Division is on the increase as regards horse, cattle, and sheep- 
stealing, but not in other respects ; and I am glad to say riots among the Natives at their beer-drinkings 
and weddings are not quite so frequent as they have been in former years. Civil actions between 
Native and Native are as frequent and numerous as ever, and take up a great deal of the Adminis- 
trator’s time, some of them going back as fur as 60 and 80 years, and based merely on history and 
family tradition, and the litigants not in existence at the time the cause of action is alleged to have 
arisen. There were 200 cases tried by me as Administrator of Native Law, 181 criminal cases as 
Magistrate, and 126 civil European cases, making a total of 507; but these figures show merely the 


number of cases entered, as in many instances there are several individuals concerned in one case, and

the above figuros do not include preliminary examinations for the higher Courts, or the cases tried by 
the Administrator of Native Law, Ipolela. Many other matters concerning Natives are disposed of 


summarily by me. 


5. The Hut Tax brought in £7,375 4s. daring the year, and the Dog Tax collected from Natives 
£1,027 15s., showing increase of £91 14s. in Hut Tax and £38 10s. in Dog Tax over the receipts 
during 1882. The European Dog Tax amounted to £25 15s. The total amount of money collected 
at this Magistracy and accounted for to the Treasury during 1883 is £12,297 9s. 1d., an increase of 
£699 Os. 5d. over 1882. 


6. Disease among stock in the Division is very slight, there being only a little scab in sheep and 


a few cases of lungsickness among cattle. 


7. The Natives in the Division continue to be loyal, and paid their taxes cheerfully. The vac 
cination of them is now almost completed, and would have been quite finished if lay vaccinators could 


have been more readily procured to do the work. 


8. The roads in the Division are in good order, excepting the one between Ixopo and Highflats, 
which is greatly in want of repair, and, in fact, almost impassable for vehicles. This is a most im- 
portant road leading, as it does, to the Umzinto and thence to Durban and to the Umzimkulu mouth, 
and the cost of getting it in order would be comparatively light. There are good new punts over the 
Umkomanzi and Umzimkulu Rivers, and there is some talk of a bridge being erected over the former 


River. 


9. During the year 26 Retail Shop Licenses, 14 Wine and Spirit Licenses, and two Butcher’s 


Licenses were taken out There have been 18 births and 6 deaths in the Division during the year. 


10. The village of Stuartstown is increasing in size, several houses and workshops having been 
erected during the year, and a house for the Magistrate erected. There are 594 volumes, in addition 
to magazines, in the Library established in connection with the Ixopo Public School and Library Asso- 
ciation—a Joint Stock Limited Liability Company. The District is one of the healthiest in the Colony, 


which should be an inducement for parents to send their children to this School. 


11. The residents of the Division are paying a great deal of attention to tree-planting, and an 
effort is being made to induce Natives to do the same. The people generally are prosperous and con- 
tented, and have had very large crops, especially of mealies and corn, during the year ; in fact mealies 


have been selling at 2s. Gd. per muid. 


12. Native labour is not easily procared, as Kafirs are too lazy to care much about work, and the 
fathers are losing the control they formerly held over their sons, so cannot compel them to go out to 
service. In consequence, several of the farmers in the Division are employing indentured Indians, who 


cause a great deal of trouble, as there is no Indian Interpreter attached to this Magistracy.

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IXOPO DIVISION (continued). 


13. Branch Courts are held quarterly at Springvale and Highflats, but the European residents 
complain greatly of the long distances they have to travel to the seat of the Magistrate’s Court, owing 
to the very large size and great extent of the Division, and especially at elections, as the Division is 
only one Ward, with one Fieldcornet in it. 


14. There are two Rifle Associations in the Division—one at Umzimkulu and one at Ipolela—at 
which annual shooting matches take place, and good supplies of ammunition of all descriptions are kept 


for sale at the magazine in the Laager at the seat of Magistracy.

The principal industry carried on by the white population of this Division is the cultivation of the 
Sugar Cane, and during this year atmospherical influences having been mutually favourable to the 


growth of the cane, a very satisfactory return of sugar has been obtained. 


During the past winter frost was but slight, and during the year copious showers kept the fields 
in good condition, and hence the damages from drought and frost, so conspicuous in former yeara, were 


almost unknown during this, and an unusually satisfactory crop has rewarded the planters’ toil. 


During the present planting season a large acreage has been put under cultivation, and most 
Estates boast of fresh fields which, notwithstanding the scarcity of labour and high rate of wages, have 
a flourishing appearance, and promise abundant returns. Improved cultivation and a plentiful use of 
manures haye proved most remunerative to certain Estates, and it is alleged by some planters that a 


bountiful supply of fertilisers will enable the cane to resist the baneful effects of frost and drought. 


I am informed that the Central Mill system is daily gaining in public favour, and that the Central 
Mill of Mount Edgecombe, aithough on a large scale, is insufficient to meet all demands of neighbouring 
planters, and that it is in contemplation to open other Central Mills in various parts of the District. 
The serious drawbacks, however, preventing the execution of the projects of Central Mills are want of 


steady, reliable, and cheap labour, and want of capital; hence large areas of land most admirably 
adapted for the growth of cane remain uncultivated.

The heavy cost of labour seriously affects the planting interest. The wages paid this year have \ 


been far in excess of those paid in former years ; in most instances wages ranged from 2s. 3d. to 2s. 6d. 
per man per day, and such having to be obtained through contractors, thus inaugurating a system 


ruinous to the planter and detrimental to the sugar industry of the Coast. 


Very few Natives are willing to seek employment on sugar estates, and those found there are 
principally engaged as house servants—the Native preferring the more easy-roving life of the trans- 
port-rider to the monotonous one of field-labourer. 

Crushing has been vigorously carried on, specially at the large mill of Mount Edgecomb, where the 
sugar manufactured has been far in excess of the produce of former years. This may, however, be 
partly accounted for by the closing of several smaller mills which during previous seasons crushed their 
own cane, but which, owing to the close proximity to the Railway, have this season resorted to the 


more expeditions and cheaper method of crushing at the large factory of Mount Edgcomb. Moreover, 


during this year transport has been plentiful, and hence cheap, thus enabling all classes of planters to” 


convey their canes to the different stations and mills at comparatively low cost, and to recouping 
themselves in a measure for the high rate of wages paid for labour. The cultivation of the cane 
may now be looked upon as in a prosperous condition, and hopes of its ultimate success may fairly 


be entertained. 


The acreage under Indian Corn is not this year as large as it was last ; the reason of this decrease 
is explained by the fact that last year the Indians having planted largely, and having obtained an 
unusually abundant harvest, caused a material reduction in the price of corn, and this deterred them 
from planting as largely this year ; and instead of devoting their attention to the sole growing of maize, 
many have gone largely into the culture of tobacco, having been induced to grow it by hopes of ob- 
taining very remunerative prices for their product from the Indian merchants, who have prevailed on 


many Indian farmers to grow it for exportation. 


The prevailing dryness of weather during September and former part of October prevented this 
year the early planting of mealies, and the Indians who, like others, suffered from scarcity of hands, 
were unable to weed their fields, and thence entailed damage to the crops, and many fields have a poor 
and patchy appearance, nor are the mealies in well kept and trim fields as forward as they were last 
year at this time ; yet, notwithstanding, there still is a large area-under this crop, and a large harvest 


may be looked forward to. 


The cultivation of fibre plants, such as alozs, &., whence a produce of commercial importance can 
be obtained, is making slow but steady progress. Mr. Bishop, of the Umgeni, has this year planted a 
few acres of the different kinds of fibre-producing alocs, and at Milkwood Kraal attention is also given 
to this branch of agriculture, and the fibre cbtained put to useful use on the Estate. Other planters 
also intend devoting part of their labour to the development of this industry, and little doubt is enter- 
tained that shortly the aloes will be extensively cultivated, “and become one of the remunerative pro- 
ducts of the Colony. 


7. REPORTS OF RESIDENT MAGISTRATES—1tt3 
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INANDA DIVISION (continued). 


The mealie crop of Natives in Locations has a most promising appearance, and every hope of an 
abundant harvest is entertained. Their mode of cultivation is very primitive, though they are more 
and more adopting the use of the plough, and are now growing more than for their actual requirements, 


and the harvest of the Inanda Location will afford ample supplies to the consumers of Indian Corn. 


There is, however, great difficulty in obtaining satisfactory statistical information from the Natives, 
as the fear of taxation makes them reluctant to supply information, and it requires the utmost circum- 
spection on the part of the Fieldcornets to obtain from them an approximate statement of the popula- 
tion of their kraals, their number of cattle, and extent of ‘gardens. 


The condition of the stock has been good ; but few cases of horse-sickness have occurred, and but 
fow cases of lungsickness amongst cattle have taken place. The greater care now bestowed on horses, 
mules, and cattle has in a great measure prevented the development of disease, and hence the great 


losses of stock afflicting former years have during this been comparatively unknown. 


This Division, however, suffers from a great calamity, and that is a pollution of its rivers, which 
has uow become a crying evil calling for immediate remedy. During the winter months, when 
the summer floods have disappeared, the beds of rivers are but meandering streamlets of pollution, 
carrying their deleterious emanations through the most populated parts of the Division, and making 
the use of their waters baneful to man and beast, if not entirely useless by their utter corruption. And 
it is more than time that strenuons efforts be made and stringent measures resorted to in order to 
correct this barbarous system and prevent the development of insidious and gigantic epidemics. As a 
proof of the deleterious effects of these poisonous exhalations one has but to contrast the generally 
good health of the Native population of Locations where the rivers are still pure, supplying the in- 
habitants with wholesome water, with the deteriorated health of the Indian population in the vicinity 
of the polluted waters ; and even in the village of Verulam many cases of enteric fever have occurred 
amongst those whom necessity compelled to use the water of the Umhloti, and the record of deaths 
for this year is higher than that for 1882. In 1882 deaths only amounted to 16, out of which eight 
were children ; in 1883 deaths numbered 21, out of which 18 were children. The births being, in 1882, 
57, and in 1883, 58—out of a population of Europeans. 


A new police station has during the year been established at the Victoria village, and together 
with that at the Umgeni has proved a great boon in the prevention and detection of crime, as well as 
a check upon the too prevailing practice of indentured Indians to desert their masters’ service, The 


officers in charge of both stations have given satisfaction by their unremitting attention to duty. 


The roads throughout the Division are in tolerably good condition, although the persistent rains 


prevailing for the last two months have greatly contributed to their deterioration. 


A causeway or low-level bridge has been completed over the Umhloti River, at Verulam, and an 
iron bridge is in course of construction over the river Tongaati. The great want of this bridge had 


been felt for years, and its completion will greatly enhance the security and comfort of the inhabitants 
of the County.

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The free Indians, whose indentured period of labour has terminated, are daily seeking land on 
which to settle as small farmers. I am informed that on 11 acres at Mount Moriah there are about 111 
houses. The land was originally let to about ten tenants, who have in their turn sub-let to others in 
smaller allotments of just sufficient area for the erection of a grass hut and to cultivate a small garden ; 
and although these small lots can be had at a very low rent, yet the plot of ground attached to each 
tenement is totally inadequate to the needs of the tenant and the support of his family ; hence he is 
obliged to resort to begging or petty thefts and other vagabondage to cke outa living. On this small 
piece of land there is a rookery of about 300 souls useless to agriculture, for which most were origin- 
ally imported into the Colony, and useless to the country generally. But few free men are induced to 
re-engage themselves as labourers, preferring being their ow masters with hardships to loss of freedom 
with advantages ; and those who, through misconduct or improvidence, find themselves at the expira- 
tion of service disable from erecting a grass shanty, enter into a kind of desultory service amongst the 
free Indians, which generally leads them to the gaol for desertion, neglect of duty, or other breach of 
the Master and Servants’ Ordinance, and end by awelling the ranks of the criminal population, 
and are not unfrequently found in a deserted and helpless condition on the roads, thrown upon 
the public for charity and aid. The respectable and industrious population amongst the Indians is in a 


prosperous and satisfactory condition, and many are rapidly acquiring wealth. 


The trade of the Division is good, and retail shops are much sought after by Indians. There are 
at present 43 stores kept by Indians against 21 by Huropeans, 3 by Natives, 12 by Arabs, and one by 
Chinese. Hotels and canteens are also in plenty. There are at—

Of Canteens only there are 4, being one at Shortlands, one at Mount Moreland, one at Mount Moriah, 
and one at Little Umhlanga. These, together with the surreptitious supply of fum to Natives by 
Indians go far towards causing the increase of crime. The criminal register shews 1,679 cases for 
1883 agains] 1,440 for 1882, whence fines to £1,072 12s. 2d. have been obtained.

The inhabitants of the Bluff are chiefly Harbour Board employed. The Board, however, have 
had the Bluff surveyed and laid off in lots, and contemplate leasing the lots during the current year. 
As reported in the previous year’s Report, Togt Barracks are very much required at the Point ; and 
accommodation for Togt Kafirs generally in the Division is inadequate, as I shall presently show. The 
number of Togt Kafirs in the Division during the year 1883 was 1,027. The lowest number at any 
one time during the year was 635; and the number on 31st December, 1883, was 742. Of this 
number 210 are Kafirs from neighbouring territories. There have been very few contraventions of the 
Togt Regulations. Only 90 were convicted during the year 1883 under those regulations. As yet 
there is accommodation for only 250 Natives in the Togt Barracks. 
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DURBAN DIVISION (continued). 


Two new Schools for Natives have been opened in this Division during the past year; one in 
Smith Street, Durban, by the Ven. Archdeacon Garde, who employs.as teachers, Mr. J. Currie and 
a Native, with an average attendance of 49; the other at Addington by Mr. H. C. Richardson, as a 
Night-school, with an average attendance of 24. There is also a Wesleyan Evening-school for Natives, 
which has been established in Aliwal Street for many years, and which is attended almost exclusively 
by young men in service. The number on the Register of this School is 75 ; the average attendance, 
59. There is also St. Faith’s Evening School, under the Rev. H..F. Whittington, the average 
‘attendance at which is 40. This subject and other subjects especially affecting the Native population 


will be more fally dealt with in my Report upon Native affairs. 


The Borough Police Force consists of the Superintendent, 9 Sergeants, 12 European Constables, 
7 Indians, and 74 Native Constables. 


Telephonic communication has been established between the Main and Musgrave Road Stations. 


The Water Police consists of 1 Superintendent, 1 Sergeant, 2 European Constables, 10 Native 
Constables, and 2 Native Island Police. 


The Magistrate’s Police Force consists of only one European Constable and three Native 
Constables. The following Police Report gives a Comparative Statement of Crime committed in the 
Borough during the past two years, 31st July, 1883 :—

The Superintendent of Police reports the statements show very clearly that, with the exception of 
those by Natives, offences are much the same as last year. Thefts are even, and graver offences very 
few. The increase in contraventions being 14 Europeans, 63 Indians, and 532 Natives. It will be 
seen from this statement that there is a large increase in drunkenness, assaulting the police, and 
indecency amongst the Natives. 


On the whole, the behaviour of the European and Indian population residing in tho Borough has 
been excellent. Those shown in this Return are mostly from other parts, and non-residents of 
the Borough. 


The Superintendent of Police has also ‘compiled specially for the purposes of this Report, the

The amount received by the Water Police for fees, &c., was £36 5s., as against £26 15s. in 1882. 
Cases of desertion on the part of sailors have been less frequent than in former years ; owing, doubtless, 


to the circumstance that there is no employment to be obtained on shore. 


The number of convictions in 1883 was 2,897, as against 2,627. The number of acquittals was 
428, as against 471 in 1882. 


Of the total number of summary convictions in 1883, there were 121 offences against the person, 
being the same number as in 1882 ; 179 offences against the rights of property and inquiries to the 
subjects of property, as against 161 in 1882; 302 offences under the Master and Servants’ Laws, 
including cases against Indentured Indians, as against 525 in 1882; and 2,295 other offences. Tho 
2,897 persons who were thus convicted in the Magistrate’s Court during the year 1883, were punished 
as follows :—1,439 persons were fined in various amounts, as against 1,167 in 1882; 812 were 
imprisoned in lieu of fine or surety, as against 842 in 1882; 290 were peremptorily imprisoned, as 
against 321 in 1882 ; 22 were peremptorily imprisoned and flogged, as against 5 in 1882 ; 20 were 
punished by whipping alone, as against 17 in 1882 ; 10 were bound over, with or without sureties, to 
keep the peace, as against 9 in 1882; and 304 were merely cautioned and discharged, as against 
266 in 1882.

The total number of bales of wool which have passed through the Market House is 72,228, a 
considerable decrease on previous years, owing, no doubt, to acertain extent to competition on the 
part of private firms; and also to the circumstances that merchants have becomo wool-storers and . 
pressers. Very little has been done during the year with public sales of produce ; a fair portion has 
been sold privately on which fees are paid as though they had been sold publicly. On the seven sales 
held 1,923 bales were offered, and only 137 sold under the hammer. 


The Daily Market is occupied by 16 stallholders, the average rental being £33 5s. 10d., or 
£2 1s. 7d. per stall, and continues to be well suppiied. 


The Morning Market is held every day at 9 a.m. During the last Corporate year 39,465 lots 


were disposed of, the fees payable on this account amounting to £305 4s.

For these figures I am indebted to the Corporation Officers. 


The Town Gardens have been thorougly renovated and kept in order by the Corporation. There 
has also been a gang employed in the West End Park, and much useful preparatory work has been 
done. A broad carriage drive has been laid out round the Park and stumped and cleared. It stall 
remains to be hardened with stone rubble and some side paths cut. Upon the completion of Park 
Street and the erection of gates, the Park will be better available for purposes of recreation and 


amusement. 
The greater portion of the Victoria Park has been cleared of weeds and undergrowth. 


The Corporation have voted a sum of £2,000 for the erection of suitable buildings as a Durban 


Almshouse and Benevolent Institute, to be placed under the control of the Durban Benevolent Society. 


The Corporation are undertaking Tree-planting. Their Committee suggest the following, to be 
carried out next planting season, and which they consider as much as the Council can sanction 


in one year. 


Smith Street from Field Street to the Railway Crossing, to be planted with Orange Trees. 
Queen Street, Victoria Street, and Railway Street, on the one side (as being now most important 
streets, leading to the new lands to be transferred from the War Department) to be planted with 
Mango Trees, 15 feet from the line of the gutter in each case. Pine Terrace, from Drew’s Corner to 
' Gardiner Street, with a double line of Grovillea Robusta on each side of the Railway line. For this 
purpose the Corporation should cause the road to be cleared up, arrange with the Railway authorities 


to erect a fence on both sides, and fix upon a site for an extensive Stone Depot in some other locality. 


Umgeni Road, from Railway Crossing to probable future boundary of New War Department lands, 
with Syringas, 15 feet in road as before ; but from that spot to the Umgeni along the line of footpath. 
* Musgrave Road to junction with extension, with figs. There are many places in town, such for 
instance as the centre of the cross-roads, or at the four corners, where figs and flamboyants might be 


planted ; and along the Berea Road from the Railway Crossing to the bamboos on the embankment. 


The Medical Officer for the Borough reported on the 31st July last, as to the health of the District, 
as follows :—“ Though we have been free from epidemics and accidents, the year just past, as far as 
the state of tho public health is concerned, does not compare favourably with its predecessors. 
Remittent fever prevailed at the beginning and kept its ground with a wonderful tenacity during the 
whole year. The cases, however, were generally not malignant and recovery common. There are 


thus only five fatal cases on record, while typhoid and enteric fever, which were not so prevalent, 


ail 
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caused seven and nine deaths respectively. The digestive organs were sorely tried, and we lost 
twenty-two people with diarrhoea and dysentery alone, both of which were raging with severity the 
most part of the year, while Enteritis of Peritonitis were also difficult to master. The vomiting and 
purging of children was likewise a difficult complaint. Whooping cough was troublesome daring a 
great part of the year, and so was croup, though the losses from the former, as well as diphtheria are 
small. Bronchial catarrh and bronchitis wore frequently met with up to October ; while after that 
time pneumonia made its appearance, here and there, until February, since which time the former again 
prevails. Sore throats, inflamed and enormously enlarged tonsils are common now. Affections of the 
skin were rare, and eruptive fevers very few, though I watched somo cases of rubeola and scarlatina, 
and they were of a very slight character. I cannot, however, omit here to mention a case of sporadic 
small-pox, which came under my notice in August last. It happened in a family of several children, 
at Congella, There was a peculiar pain in the back, going from side to sido, characteristic of small-pox, 
felt in those children, who had no eruption. The eruption itself was very slight, few pustules only ; 
high fever at noon; face swells and is red; the patients are in excellent spirits. Of the other 
prevailing diseases, I mention ophthalmia and otitis ; and also cancer of the breast and stomach. In 
addition to the many parasites which inhabit our intestines, we got this year a fly, the Oestrus Hominis, 
which deposits her eggs in the human skin, where, in growing, they form a painful sore. The 
appearance of the insect caused a panic among the white population, and it was asserted that a new 
disease had shown itself, The insect and the complaint it causes were long benown to the Kafirs. -' 
While the Quarantine Regulations evidently saved this place from an importation of small-pox, I 
cannot omit to mention the extraordinary care, trouble, and expense you went toin having the 
inhabitants vaccinated with genuine calf-lymph imported from England, an undertaking which was 


highly approved of by the coloured population, especially Coolies, and which undoubtedly has borne 
good fruit. 


List of causes of deaths within the Borough of Durban as registered within the year :—Seven 
cases of death are registered as having resulted from typhoid fever; nine from enteric fever ; five 
from remittent fever; one from puerperal fever ; five from croup ; two from diphtheria ; two from 
whooping cough; four from influenza; two from rheumatism ; eight from diarrhoea ; fourteen from 
dysentery ; one from erysipelas ; one from erythema ; one from scepticoemia ; one from purpura ; 
one from worms ; two from cancer ; fourteen from consumption ; eight from meningitis ; two from 
apoplexy ; two from epilepsy 3 one from paralysis; one from tetanus; one from insania; nine from 
congestion of the brain; thirteen from convulsion; one from hydrocephalus, cong: one from 
hydrocephalus, acutus ; two from heart disease ; one from aneurism of aorta ; two from bronchitis ; 
three from pneumonia ; one from congestion of the lungs ; two from enteritis ; one from peritonitis ; 
two from dyspepsia of infants ; one from melaina ; two from obstruction of, the bowels; two from 
ulceration of the bowels ; one from hepatitis ; one from scirrhosis of the liver; two from abscess of 
the liver; one from abscess of the rectum; one from cystitis; one from vaginitis; three from 
premature birth ; eleyen from marasmus of infants ; ten from marasmus semilis ; one from scalding ; 
one from suffocation ; five from drowning ; one from poisoning ; one from fractured skull ; one from 


fractured spine ; one from fractured hip ; one from suicide ; one (no cause given).

Of the above-named number of deaths, 64 occurred from zymotic diseases ; 16 from constitutional ; 


65 from local ; 24 from developmental diseases ; in 12 cases death was caused by violence; and in 


one the cause is not given. The number of deaths in the corresponding period of last year was 147, or 
35 less than this year. The population of the Borough being 8,296, the mortality is 21-938, against 
18-909 of last year. 


There are 334 births ; 182 males, and 152 females, registered in the Borough, as against 384— 


209 males, and 175 females, of last year, a decrease of 50 births—27 males, and 23 females.” 


The District Surgeon reports as follows :—“TI have the honour to furnish you with my Report of 
the sanitary condition of that portion of the Borough of Durban over which I have supervision, My 
duties are now almost exclusively confined to the attendance on the sick in the Central Gaol, Durban, 
and the Addington Hospital. This Report must, therefore, be necessarily short and imperfect. As far 
as I can learn, and from my own limited sphere of action have observed, I find that there has been no 
serious outbreak of disease in the town of Durban and its vicinity during the year 1883. The cases of 
diseases occurring in the Gaol and the Addington Hospital present the usual varieties of chronic and 
acute diseases commonly met with in such Institutions. For the Addington Hospital there were 71 


deaths in 581 cases admitted during the year.

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Out of the 64 cases of lung diseases, 14 deaths occurred from phthisis, and only 64 cases of fever ; 


nine deaths occurred from typhoid fever. 


In the Gaol three Natives died ; one from a Railway accident on the Harbour Works ; one female 
from phthisis ; and one from ulceration of the bowels. The deaths in gaol amounted to six only, and 
there was nothing of an unusual character in these cases. I am not able to supply any information 
respecting the Native races in this town, further than that 144 males were admitted to Hospital. Of 
these 23 died from various causes. There were only 1% females admitted to Hospital, and one of these 
died. It is well known that Natives have a great repugnance to Hospital treatment. Most of the 
cases of disease occurring amongst the Natives are treated in their own way, or by the draggists, and, 
perhaps, in a few cases by the medical men in the town. The Natives when sick for the most part 
return to their own homes, and are probably treated in their own fashion by the Native Doctors. It 
would, I think, be desirable that a Law should be passed for the compulsory notification of dangerous 
infections or contagious diseases, so that the necessary precautions may be at once taken. This should 


apply not only to Durban, but the whole Colony.”

During the first few months of the year quarantine was strictly enforced with respect 10 vessels 
arriving from Cape Ports, &c., and fortunately, owing, no doubt, to the prompt action of the 
authorities, the Colony was kept free from small-pox. On the 19th April the ship Coldstream, from 
India, with Coolies, was placed in quarantine, small-pox having manifested itself during the voyage, 
and the Coolies, 322 in number, placed in strict quarantine on the Bloff until the 15th May, when they 
were released. On the 21st July the City of Lima was wrecked on the Bar, and the whole of the 
crew, together with a working party of Natives, were rescued by the life-boat, the crew of which were 
exposed to the elements from 9 p.m. to 5am. During the same month the fishing Lighter oe was 
capsized on the Bar and three lives lost. On the 22nd August the Fratelli Arecco, Italian barque, 
drove ashore near the Rocket House about 7 p.m., and her crew, 13 hands all told, were safely landed 
by means of the Rocket Apparatus by 9 p.m. In January the Lighter Z’hames, and in October the 
Lighter Medway, both belonging to the same firm (Morrison & Co.,) foundered at the Outer Anchorage, 
no lives being lost. Efforts have been made and are now being carried on to recover the latter boat by 
means of diving. On 19th November two Europeans were washed off the Lighter Doon when crossing 
the Bar, and one was drowned. There were also four deaths by drowning inside the Bay, and one on 
the Back Beach during 1883. In January, by arrangement with the Harbour Board, the Indian 
fishermen were allowed to locate themselves on Salisbury Island, and have paid rent during the year to 
the amount of £200 10s. ‘Ihe fishing season on the Back Beach at the latter end of the year was not 
so good as in previous years, the fisherman only curing from 15 to 20 tons of shad, &., representing a 
value of about £200, as against 40 tons, valued £480, in 1882. Taking a low estimate, the value of 
fish sold during the year would be over £1,000. There are 15 fishing boats, 14 nets used in the trade, 
beside three tish kiaals and two outside fishing boats. The total’ number of souls on the Island is 169, 


viz.: 84 male Indians, 34 females, and 51 children. There are other fishermen living elsewhere who

fish only during the shad season, being the last five months of the year. A time-ball has been erected 
in a prominent position at the Point and falls daily at 1 p.m., being worked by electricity from the 
Observatory on the Berea. A wind-guage is also in course of completion. The South-end and 
West-side of the Wharf Goods’ Shed has been enclosed and doors provided, proving a great boon to 
ymporters and others, protecting as it does the goods from the inclemency of the weather. The 
foundation for ihe steam sheers is being proceeded with, and the Dredger is about ready for work. 
The new Harbour Board Tug, 8.8. Churchill, arrived towards the end of the year, and appears well 
adapted for the requirements of the port. The Custom House has been pulled. down and a new building 
is in course of erection. The Coast trade by sea is carried on by the steamers Lady Wood, Somtseu, 
and Zulu, and a considerable quantity of hides, sugar, &c., is brought by this route. The 8.8. Lady 
Wood has also been employed during the year clearing the anchorage of anchors and cables lost during 


the last few years, and has recovered a total weight of over 120 tons.

ALEXANDRA COUNTY. 


AGRICULTURE.—SUGAR. 

Sugar planting is, as I reported last year, the principal feature in the agricultural operations of 
this County. In tho early part of the current crushing season carfe did not make as great a yield as 
was expected, but later on a change took place for the better, but, unfortunately, prices have been 
against the grower, aad I am informed that little margin beyond expenses of growing and manufacture 
will accrue to planters this season, However theso gentlemen live in hope of a better market next 
crushing season. So much rain has fallen since the 11th of last September, that the cane-fields are 


promising everywhere. 


The “ Umzinto Estate,” Messrs. Reynolds Bros., the “Equefa,” Mr. Beningfield’s, and “ Nil 


Desperandum,” Bazley & Sons, are leading estates in the County. 


Messrs. Reynolds have commenced a new plantation and mill at the Umhlanga, a river ‘half-way 
between “ Umzinto” and “Equefa” Estates. I understand that the cost of this new estate will 
amount to something like £17,000. Iam informed that the “ Umzinto” and “Umblange ” Estates 


‘hope to turn out comfortably 1,200 tons of sugar next season. ae, 
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ALEXANDRA COUNTY (continued). 
There are several other estates doing well in the County, but they are on a small scale. 


A central sugar mill would be a boon to the inhabitants of the Lower Umzimkulu, but as far as I 


learn there is no immediate prospect of one being erected. 


Could land suitable be obtained, I believe the area under cane would rapidly increase. Unfor- 
tunately 26,000 acres of land in this County, much of which is emiaently capable of bearing sugar-cane 
is in the hands of the American Mission Society, and cannot be got by Europeans, and is lying 
unproductive, and will do so, for the Mission Native does not appear to be capable of the sustained 
labour necessary to develop the land. It is to be seriously regretted that some arrangement cannot be 
come to to enable those of the community who are able and willing to develop the resources of this 
land. 


CorFEE. 
Coffee does not appear to be a favourite with cultivators, such as have plantations are, I believe, 
satisfied with the return, but grumble sadly at the low prices obtainable. I am told that Natal 


production is not now a favourite with buyers, imported Coffee is preferred. 


Inpran Corn. 


This corn is grown for local consumption. The early crop was a failure, grub attacking the plants. 
The second crop promises fairly, but cannot be considered safe ; should a constant recurrence of wet 


weather énsue this crop will probably be short. 


Karir Corn. 


The early crop failed, attacked by grub ; the second crop, in the Thorns, was planted too late, and 


will come to nothing. Corn on the high lands will give a fair average yield. 


ToBacco 


Is grown by Indians and sold to Natives. When a Native is asked why he buys tobacco instead 
of growing it, he says he cannot get the seed, this, I fear is an excuse ; the truth is that money is so 


easily got nowadays by Natives, that they prefer buying to producing. 


Mavisist, BEANS, AND PUMPKINS. 


These are grown to some extent by Natives, but only for their own consumption. 


Stones. 


There are fifteen General Stores in the County kept by Europeans, and nine in the Lands of 
Indians. Many of the stores kept by Europeans, I believe, supply liquor to anyone who tenders 


money ; the Indian storekeepers do not, I think, keep liquor.

Miss Pigg keeps a school for day scholars at her residence about four miles from the Village of 


Umzinto. 


At Umzinto there is no school; Mr. Spencer Tryon has four private pupils at Umzinto, this 


gentleman lives at Lower Umzinto, walks each day to Umzinto and back, a distance of twelve miles. 


There is no school at Ifafa, as far as I am aware ;~Mr. Bazely has employed a governess who 


teaches any children who may attend at the Hall. 


Misstoxs. 
Four Mission Stations exist, viz.. Amahlongwa, Ifafa, Umtwalumi, and Umzumbi. 
Those of Amahlongwa and Ifafa are in charge of Native teachers. 
The Rev. Mr. Wilder is in charge of Umtwalumi, Mr. Bridgman at Umzumbi. 


All these Mission Stations belong to the American Mission Society. 


Lasour. 


Native labour is scarce ; the planter will almost give up employing to any extent Natives, they 
_ find Indians suit their requirements better. Europeans taking contracts to clear bush, &c., get their 
" Jabour from the Chiefs, by paying 10s. to 20s. per man to the Chiefs, who order their men out ; this is 
beyond their right, the men turn out unwillingly but loyalty to their chief induces them to go without 


complaint to the authorities.

Pusiic Works. 
There are none in progress, except deepening and removing obstacles in the tideway of the 
Umzimkula River. 
Bringes anp Roaps. 


Bridges there are none ; the roads are in good order from Ifafa to the Umkomanzi, at the latter 


place there is a large punt capable of carrying a loaded wagon and oxen. 


ManurFactoures. 


Sugar is the only manufacture carried on. 


DIsTILLERIES. 


Four are working, viz., “Canonby,” “ Lower Umzinto,” “Equefa Estate,” and “ Dunragit.” 


Prices for ram (the only spirit distilled) are so low that it hardly pays to work the stills. 


DEFENCE. 


At seat of Magistracy, Umzinto, is a sufficiently strong “laager,” enclosing Gaol, Government 
Buildings and, Magazine ; the wall around the Magazine is the weakest point in the structure, and 


should be improved. The Armoury contains eighty stand of arms for use in emergency. 


VOLUNTEERS. 


The local force is the “ Alexandra Mounted Rifles”; the numbers are increasing. 


MEDICAL. 

The offices of District Surgeon and Indian Meédical Officer are combined in the person of Dr. 
Tritton. I think it would be of advantage to the County and Dr. Tritton if he had a competent 
assistant. 

ADMINISTRATION OF JUSTICE. 
The Resident Magistrate holds Court always twice a week at Umzinto, and very often four and 


five times in the week. 


Courts are held at the Lower Umkomas, Ifafa, and Ikwifa when necessary. 


Crimzs AND OFFENCES. 


There has been scme increase in-crime, but not of a serious nature. Returns accompany this 
report. 

TRANSPORT. 

Rates of transport have been unusually low, and in present state of trade will continue so. Next 
season there will be less to do for wagons on the roads, as it is probable that the Shipping Company 
which has arranged to take produce from Umtshetshwana, near Umzinto River mouth, will carry much 
of the sugar, &c., produced, to Durban and Cape ports by sea.

PostaL ARRANGEMENTS, 


Daily post to and from Durban, except on Sundays; twice a week to High Flats and Harding, 
Tuesdays and Fridays, and twice a week, via South Road to the Lower Umzimkulu. 


Caown Lanps. 
There has been a lull in applications for purchase of Crown Lands by persons residing in this 
County. 
GeneRaL HEALTH. 
The general health of the County has been good. Constant and heavy rains have washed out the 


streams, poisoned by sugar planters and distillers. 


There has been no epidemic during the past twelve months. Some weeks ago dysentery was very 


prevalent, but not with serious results. 


It is to be hoped that before the next dry season occurs a Pollution of Streams Law will be passed 
to prevent distillers and others from discharging the refuse and filth from their places into the rivers, to 


the danger and injury of their neighbours.

UPPLR UMKOMANZI DIVISION. 


The last year has been a most favourable one for cultivation, the crops of maize in this Division having 
proved most abundant, and a large surplus has been disposed of at very moderate prices, both by the 
Europeans and Natives. The latter are considerably extending the area under cultivation, in some 


instances having as much as one hundred acres under tillage. 


The labour difficulty still remains ; many farmers would greatly extend their operations if they had 
a sufficiency of labour. Some of the Indians, whose period of service has expired, have left during tho 
year, and are not replaced by others. I believe the Coolies greatly prefer the Coast on account of the 


occasional severity of the cold in the upper country districts during the winter months. 
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There has been a slight increase of crime, chiefly petty offences ; but, I am happy to say, fewer 
cases of sheep and eattle stealing have been reported tome. There is no doubt that sheep stealing is 
still practised to some extent, the crime is so easily committed, and so extremely difficult of detection, 


zhat I am afraid it will continue to exist, notwithstanding all endeavours to eradicate it. 


Faction fights have been more numerous during the past year than in previous years. I have 
observed that whenever there is a good crop of corn, these faction fights are more frequent. There is 
no political significance to be attached to these riots, which arise from quarrels ensuing between men in 
a half state of intoxication, resulting from the enormous quantity of the corn beer which they imbibe. 


Two men have been killed in these fights during the past year. 


The usual increase in the Native Hut Tax has taken place, and us this increase is general through- 


out the Colony, it bears testimony to the large Native population growing up around us. 


There was an increase also in the amount collected as Dog Tax. Iam afraid the chief purpose for 
which this Law was passed (viz., to decrease the number of Kafir dogs) has not been answered, as I 
hear frequently of the injury caused by dogs to the sheep farmer. 


Horned cattle appear to be increasing rapidly ; I expect to see a great reduction in the price of 


cattle within the next two or three years. 


There are five large water mills in working order in this Division, and one steam mill in the 
Village of Richmond. In addition to these, a great many farmers have small mills driven by wate” 


power, by the aid of which they supply mealie-meal to their neighbours. 


The number of sheep in this Division is increasing. The wool is of good quality, and, although 
there is not a large quantity of land fit for sheep culture, I look forward to the time when wool will 


become a great factor in the products of the Division. 


There has been a slight increase in the European population, and that chiefly in the Mid Illovo 


district. 


The new boarding school, which is about to he erected in the village, will be of great advantage to 
the district, and it is hoped that a large number of pupils will take advantage of it from the Ixopo, 
Alfredia, and Griqualand East districts. 


I may conclude by stating that although during the past year business has been dull, yet, upon the 
whole, the year closes upon a contented and prosperous community, who, if they have not made much 


money, have not lost much.

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WEENEN COUNTY. 


The past year has been quiet and fairly prosperous, although the want of rain during Spring and 
the early part of Summer greatly retarded planting operations, especially amongst the Natives, in 
consequence of which the next crop of mealies and Kafir corn will be generally very short ; the previous 
crops, however, were plentiful, and although with their usual want of forethought, the Natives have sold 

_ considerable quantities of grain at low prices, and have squandered more at beer drinkings, instead of 
retaining sufficient for a supply of food next season, in the event of their crops failing, and are thus, in 
a good many cases, already obliged to purchase food, paying 20s. a muid, whilst they themselves had 

‘previously sold at from 6s. to 8s. a muid, yet there is no prospect of any serious scarcity. 

Stock of all kinds have thriven well, and farmers are turning their attention more gonerally to 


importing their breeds, with the advantage of obtaining advanced prices in consequence. 


REVENUE. 


The total Revenue for the past year was as under, and I place opposite to it the Return tor the 
previous year for comparison.

Crime. 


As compared with the previous year, the Criminal Returns for 1883 show a considerable increase, 
viz., 611 convictions against 456. This increase is caused almost entirely by the Railway Works now 


in progress through the County. — 


These works have brought together a large number of people of the most heterogenous descriptions 
—whites, coloured and Natives, British, French, Italian, German, Norwegian, French Creoles, Cape 
half-castes and Hottentots, Indians, Natal Natives, and Amatongas, and otker tribes from beyond the 


borders of Natal—and in such a collection there is sure to be a considerable leaven of rascality ; but in 
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WEENEN COUNTY (continued). 


the whole, considering the circumstances, there has been much less serious crime than [ anticipated 
and that chiefly horse stealing and assaults. The chief offences committed by persons employed on the 
railway have been drunkenness on the part of the Europeans and coloured men, and petty assaults, and 


disobedience or desertion of service on the part of the Indians or Natives. 


The Criminal Cases in the Native Court are fewer than last year. The Native population has been 


as quiet, orderly, and well conducted as usual. 


Sheep and goat stealing, I regret to say, still continues to prevail, and the number of such cases 
sent for trial to the Native High Court affords no criterion of the extent to which this crime is carried 
on, as probably not one offence in a hundred of this description is detected, and this is becoming so 
very serious a drawback to the prosperity of farmers in this County, as I believe it is throughout the 


Colony, that special legislative enactments are necessary to check the evil. 


The constant patrols carried out by the detachments of Mounted Polico stationed at Estcourt and . 
Ulundi have a very beneficial effect in maintaining order. : 


AGRICULTURE AND Stock BREEDING. 


A comparison of the Field Cornets Returns for 1883 and 1882 shows an increase both in the 
quantity of land under cultivation and in the amount of the crops reaped last year, both by Europeans 


and Natives. 


Stock also shows an increase in the chief descriptions, viz., horses, horned cattle, and sheep. The 
number of Angora goats possessed by Europeans shows a decrease, caused by several Dutch families 
having left the upper district of the County (Ward No. 1), and taken their flocks of Angora goats and 
other stock with them ; but the returns of both sheep and goats ought to, and would no doubt, show a 


very material annual increase, but for the heavy losses by theft sustained by breeders. 


The prices of stock show a general decrease, with the exception of sheep. The fall in the price of 
horses and horned cattle is only, however, a continuation of the natural return to normal rates which 
-has been gradually going on ever since the excessive demand created by the Zulu and Transvaal Wars 
ceased, and the prices quoted for last year are still fairly remanerative and rather above than under the 


usual average. 


WaceEs. 


The wages of white mechanics remain at the same rates as in former years, but those of ordinary ~ 
Native labourers have considerably increased owing to the demand for Native labourers on the Railway 
works, and the high rate of wages, 30s. per month with rations, paid by the contractors. When the 
line is completad wages will no doubt recede again to something like former rates, say 10s. to 15s. per 


month.

PopuatTion. 


The fixed European population shows an increase of eighty-one souls. There is a decrease in the 
population of Ward No. 1, owing to several Dutch families having left that district, as I have stated ; 
but there is a considerable increase in Ward No. 3, which includes the district between the Mooi and 
Bushman’s Rivers, resulting from the number of people who have lately purchased and settled on 


Crown lands in this District. 


The fixed Indian population composed, with the exception of a few Indian traders, of indentured 
agricultural labourers, has slightly increased, but the Indians have given so much trouble to their 


employers that there is little inclination on the part of farmers now to apply for them. 


The Native population is returned as rather less than in 1882. This may be owing to a number 
of Natives having left the County, some for the Umsinga Division, some for Klip River Division, and 


some for the Zulu country. 


As the land becomes more fully occupied by Europeans, the Natives who are unwilling to enter 
into, or if they do enter into them, to fulfil contracts for the supply of labour instead of rent, have to 
vacate the farms where they havo resided, and as the locations are already filled up, they can only 
remove out of the County. The Native population in Weenen County is not likely to increase 
materially until they begin to realise that if they desire to remain as tenants on private lands they 
must cease themselves to be farmers, and be content to subside into agricultural labourers pure and 
simple. 


In addition to the fixed population, the Field Cornets return 1,057 persons as “ Aliens or 


? 


Strangers ;”” of these almost all are employed upon the Ladysmith Extension of the Natal Government 


Railways. 
Epvucation. 


I regret to have to report that there no longer exists any public school in the County for the 
education of children of European parents. Theaided school at Noodhulp, Little Tugela, which was formerly 


so successful, has been closed owing to the resignation of the late master, and the difficulty experienced 


hy the Managing Committee in obtaining the services of a competent person as his successor. Iam . 


informed that it is contemplated to procure a teacher from Holland, which, if it be the case, will, I 


thing for obvious reasons, be found to be a mistake. 


A private school is about to be opened at Mooi River Plains, between Weston and Estcourt, but 


the result of former attempts at the same place have not been encouraging. 


There is an urgent demand for a Government School to be established at Estcourt, which is the 


centre of the County and is rapidly increasing in population. 


Pustic Works. 


The only Public Works of any consequence in progress during the past year have been the 
construction of the Ladysmith Extension of the Natal Government Railway, and the maintenance and 


iano eee 
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repair of the public roads. The former appears to be progressing satisfactorily, but it is to be regretted 
that so many of tne sub-contractors employed have been men without means, and in many cases without 
characters, who have failed to fulfil their contracts, and have rather become insolvent or absconded, 
largely defrauding the labourers employed under them. 


The public roads in the County have been maintained in a fair state of repair. 


Heatra. 


The sanitary condition of the County is very satisfactory. In Novembor last two Natives returning 
from the Diamond Fields, and who were suffering from small pox, were brought down to the Little 
Tugela District from Bethlehem, in a wagon belonging to one of the farmers in the locality, but on 
their arrival they wore promptly isolated, and a similar precaution was taken with the drivers and fore- 
loopers of the wagons, in one of which they had come down. One of the sick natives died on the day 
after his arrival, and the other eventually recovered, and has been discharged from quarantine. Orders 
were also given to the Native Chiefs and Headmen in the County that all Natives returning from the 
Diamond Field were to be isolated for not less than fourteen days after their return, and any case of 
illness was to be at once reported, Which orders have been very faithfully carried out. Native Police were 
and still are, stationed in the Pass at Olivier’s Hock, to inspect all Natives coming into Natal by that route 
from beyond the border, and to stop and isolate, in a hut provided for the purpose, any Native showing 
any symptoms of present or recent illness, and to report any such case at once to the Administrator of 
Native Law for the District. These and other measures taken, such as prohibiting Natives, for a time, 
to leave the farms or districts in which they lived, to go about visiting, attending beer drinkings, &c., 
where they might mix with strangers ; and the general vaccination which was commenced early last 
year, have, so far at least, checked the spread of the dreaded epidemic which has been as yet confined 


to the two cases herein referred to.

NEWCASTLE DIVISION. 


Herewith I forward the Statistical Returns of the Division of Newcastle for the year 1883. 


It has been already noted that these Returns are taken ata time when a large number of the 


land-owners, with their flocks and herds, are out of the Division. 
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AGRICULTURE. 


There appears to have been somo falling-off in the amount of cultivation, especially in the chief 
product, Indian Corn ; but not so much, I think, as one would be led to suppose by the Returns of 
the Fieldcornets. The reason for this diminution must be the withdrawal of troops, a. general 


depression in trade, and the consequent loss of market. 


The Mealie Crop standing in December is put down at 2,600 acres ; but it is feared that the 
severe drought prevailing during the months of October, November, and December, especially along 
the line of the Buffalo River, will severely affect a considerable portion of it, and that the yield in the 


coming harvest will be small. 


The drought has also severely affected some of the neighbouring districts of the Free State and 
Transvaal, and the demand for mealies this year will raise the price (at present 12s. to 14s.,) and 


necessitate importation from the Coast and more favoured districts. 


Oats and Oathay are grown chiefly for home consumption ; but can generally be purchased nt 
about 7s. per cwt. A sample of oats grown by Mr. Minter, of Boscobello, measured—feet, the 


length of ear being—inches, containing as many as—seeds. This shows what can be done. 


Wheat is almost entirely grown for home use. But a good flour mill having been erected in 
Newcastle, very good bread has been made from locally-grown wheat; and it is to be hoped that this 
will stimulate farmers to grow wheat for the market. At present wheat can only be grown during the 
winter, and therefore only where there are means of irrigation; but I feel sure that by a carefal 
selection of the varicty best adapted to stand the wet season, and by perseverance in acclimatisation, 
wheat will be grown all the year old. The present cost of imported wheat is 30s. a muid, and it would 
pay farmers to grow it at 15s. per muid, which means a considerable reduction in the price of bread, 


with contingent benefits. 


Tobacco grows well and might be made a staple product ; but owing to the delicacy of the plant, 


it is easily destroyed by the hailstorms which are so prevalent in this district. 


Stock. 


The year has been a good one for stock of all kinds. There has been little or no disease as 
compared with other years. A great many lambs, however, were lost by cold rainy weather just at the 


lambing season. Amongst horses there was a good deal of “ strangles,” but very little “ horse-sickness.”” 
Angora Goats are on tho increase and seem to do well. 


Sheep are mostly driven into the high lands of the Free State and Transvaal during summer ; but 
in some instances they are kept in Natal all the year round, and, no doubt, when land becomes more 


occupied and more valuable, they will become acclimatised. 


The market value of all Stock has decreased like that of everything else. 
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NEWCASTLE DIVISION (continued). 





TRADE. 


There has been a gradual decline in trade, accompanied by a general commercial depression. It 
is, however, believed that we have now fallen back to our normal and legitimate trade, and that this 


will increase slowly but surely in proportion to the occupation and development of the country. 


The chief amount of tho trade of Newcastle consists of wool derived from the Free State and 
Transvaal, and is estimated at 4,545 bales during 1883. It is evident that this is only a small portion 
of our trade with the adjoining States, on whose peace and development we must necessarily be much 
interested. Great relief was experienced by the termination of the Mapoch war; and the development 


of the De Kaap Gold Fields is now anxiously watched. 


The Mineral Resources of the District await development. Good coal is delivered in Newcastle 
for 15s. per ton, and wagons going to Maritzburg vid Greytown load up coal at Dundee at 20s. per 


ton, and sell it again in Maritzburg at 45s. to 60s. per ton. 


A quantity of good sandstone and freestone is quarried for building purposes, and has been used 


in the erection of the Bridges over the Ingagane and Incandu Rivers.

The Bridge over the Incandu was finished and opened for traffic on the 14th May, and the

The large number of Sheep and Cattle in the Return for October is explained by tho fact that 
October is the month when our farmers trek with their stock to the Free State. 


The Bridge over the Ingagane River has been almost completed, and a new line of road has béen 
made from Newcastle vid this Bridge to the Biggarsberg. A new road, also, with easier gradients, has 
been made over the town-hill. Four cells have been added to the Gaol, and three more are in the 


course of erection. 


Woop anv Forests. 


I do not think that there is sufficient forest-land to affect the rainfall. Such of it as there is lies 
in patches along the Eastern slopes of the Berg. Most of the good timber has been cut out; but what 
remains must become every year more and more valuable, and is worthy of care and attention. It is 
to be regretted that most of this wood-land has been leased to stock grazers, who, gaining possession of 
so valuable a commodity, are cutting and selling it as fast as they can while they have the 


power to do so. 


Tree-planting is becoming more general, and people are beginning to see the value of it. Trees 
grow rapidly ; but they have such enemies as hail, strong winds, drought, and frost, which prove fatal 


to a large proportion of those planted. 


RAINFALL. 


No meteorological observations are recorded, and the amount of rainfall is not known ; but it is 
most uncertain and capricious. The rain during the first three months of the year was very heavy ; 
and although good early rains came after the winter, they were followed by a severe drought, which, as 


already mentioned, almost ruined the crops. 


PopuLaTION. 
The population of the District is givoa as follows :-—

Being an increase of 1,916 on 1882. 
Amongst the Europeans 49 births and 17 deaths were registered (Natives not known). 


That only 170 deaths were registered spcaks well for the climate and general health. Five of 
these deaths were infants, who died of affections of the chest, the cause no doubt being the sudden and 


extreme changes of temperature so ‘often experienced during the summer months. 
: 
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SMALL-Pox. 


Great fears have been entertained lest small-pox should be introduced into the Colony overland 
from either the Diamond Fields or Delagoa Bay, at both of which places it has been prevalent. Every 
precaution and care has been taken to guard against this contingent evil ; but, notwithstanding 
precautionary measures, three cases of small-pox have been reported at some kraals near the Ingogo 

. River. These kraals have been isolated, and it is hoped that the disease will not spread. A local 
Health Committee has been formed, and every effort is being made to complete the vaccination of the 


whole population. 
ScHoots. 


The Government Primary School has had an average daily attendance of 83 pupils, the total 
number on the Roll being 134. Of these, only four are boarders, although accommodation is provided 
for 20. It is evident that, whatever may be the cause, the advantages of the School to this District 
generally are not available, or are not appreciated ; but it is a great boon to the town. The general 


progress and conduct of the School is excellent, and reflects great credit on the Head Master. 


Besides this School there are only the Mission School at Koringsberg, and one or two Infant 


Schools in Newcastle. The Dutch farmers generally employ a tutor. 


Locat Boarp. 
Under the direction of the Newcastle Local Board, great improvements have been made in the 


general appearance and the cleanliness of the town. 


The following is a Return of the Revenue and Expenditure of the Local Board for the year 
ending 30th June, 1883, being the first year of its existence.

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The Rate payable during the year was 24d. in the £, which makes the total value of the rated 
property, £90,239 8s. This valuation is now far in excess of present values. The value of all landed 
property has decreased 10 to 20 per cent. 


The Police supervision of the town is well carried out under the European Superintendent and 
four Native Constables. 


For Pubiic Works one European and ten Natives are permanently employed. 


Pusiic Societies. 


The Political Association, aided by the Newcastle Echo, have created and fostered an interest in ’ 
politics. During April there was a general election, when Newcastie for the first time returned two 
members, under the amended Constitution Law No. 1, 1883. 


The Rifle Association and the Public Library continue to flourish ; and during the year the

The Revenue under the heads “ Stamps,” “ Money Order Deposits,” and “ Sale of Ammunition,” 


have all decreased in correspondence with the general decrease in trade. 


The items “ Leases, Crown Lands” and “ Bridge Tolls” are new’items, and account for the total 


increase in 1883 over 1882. 


The decrease under “ Revenue Stamps” is due partly to the transfer of all Retail Licenses in the 
town of Newcastle (which were paid for in stamps) to the Local Board. The amount so lost to the 


General Revenue is estimated at £161. 
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About £70 per annum is also lost under the head of “ Fines and Fees” by the transfer of fines in 
police cases to the Local Board.

CITY DIVISION. 


The Criminal Returns shew 4,291 cases reported to the Police, and 3,055 brought bofore the 
Magistrate ; the number of those who forfeited bail being 1,236. These figures, as compared with 
these of last year, represent a decrease—under the first head of 386, under the second of 183, and under 
the third of 203. Of those brought to trial 312 were acquitted and 2,743 convicted. 


In 1882 the acquittals were 408, the convictions 2,830. I need scarcely point out that this 
proportionate decrease in the number of acquittals speaks volumes in favour of the Police authorities, 
proving the accuracy, as well as the moderation, with which their duties are discharged, while the 
vigour and energy appear in the reduced calendar of crime. 


Of those convicted, 270 were warned and discharged, 1,117 fined, 971 imprisoned in default of 


payment, 260 peremptorily imprisoned (generally with hard labour), 122 whipped, and three bound 
over to keep the peace. 
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With regard to classes of crime, it is worthy of remark that while offences against the person have 
decreased to the large extent of 80 (61 against 141), and contraventions of By-Laws to the extent of 
35, cases of theft, and other offences against property, have increased by 28, 171 to 199. Here, again, 
is a testimony to the efficiency of the Police, upon which the City may surely be congratulated, for it 
is beyond a doubt that while the remarkable falling off in cases of violence must be attributed to 

. vigilance on the part of the ordinary Police, the equally remarkable increase in cases of theft must be 


the result of an increase in the detective power, or an improvement in system. 


When alluding to offences against the person it is of course impossible to be silent upon a very 
painful subject which has lately forced itself prominently into notice, and which, unless wisely and 
vigorously dealt with, threatens to widen irreparably the breach between the European and Native 


races. 


The horrible outrage and murder at the Camp Drift, followed by the trial and execution of the 
Native Ujav, are not themes which I would willingly dwell on, and could the case be regarded as 
single and isolated, it might well be buried in oblivion. Unfortunately, whether by a kind of moral 
contagion, such as is known occasionally to attend certain forms of crime, or whether the cause lies 
deeper, it cannot be denied that an era of assaults by Natives on white women has set in, and has not| : 
yet culminated. In addition to the notorious case already mentioned, six more occurred in Maritzburg 
during the year 1883, three pf which were dealt with eventually by the Supreme Court,-while three 
came before me for summary trial. I regret to add that the New Year has already seen three eases 
added to the list. I have not included charges brought under By-Law 67 (one of which was the 
subject of some comment in the Legislative Conncil), nor assaults committed on Native women, which 
latter, though of grave importance, must be separately considered, and will necessarily occupy some 


space in the Native Reports. 


With regard to tho increasing prevalence of assaults on white women and children, the prospect, I 
admit, is not encouraging. So long as our necessities compel us to encourage a floating population of 
about 3,000 male Natives, entirely relieved from the only form of government which they comprehend, 
without a visible head, or defined habitation, exposed to the worst influences of city life, and subject 
only to restrict ons hourly evaded, and which it is practically impossible to enforce, so long will a 


mutual deterioration ensue. 


Meanwhile a few obvious suggestions may be offered, which, if they do not effect a cure, will at 


least act as prophylactics -— 


1, Deterrent punishments, which have been already adopted. 


1 


. The compulsory segregation of all Natives, other than domestic servants, in villages, or 
barracks outside the town, under proper rules and regular surveillance. 
3. The provision of proper sleeping accommodation upon the premises to be enforced on the 
employer of all monthly servants, and occupation thereof to be enforced on the servants. 
4, The discontinuance of employing Native men or boys as nurses, or for any work which 
' 


essentially belongs to the other sex. 
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5. Discouragement on the part of parents of all intercourse between young children and 
Natives. 


6. Increased care and vigilance over women trayeraing the streets after sunset. 
7. Accurate and careful registration of Natives within the borcugh. 


8. The occupation of isolated houses or rooms by Natives, unless spec’ally perm'tted by the 
Administrator of Native Law, should be prohibited. 


I believe that some such rules as the foregoing, if stringently and conscientiously carried out 


would at least minimise tho evil. ‘ 


Five cases of horse and cattle stealing have been under investigation during the year. In each 
instanco the accused has been committed for trial, one Native having been committed on two of the 


five charges. 


The number of Civil Cases has decreased from 1,010 in 1882 to 886. The balance. has been 


absorbed under the Insolvent Act. 


The Revenue collected at this office has made a rebound of nearly £450, being £3,956 4s. 1d., 
against £3,507 9s. 11d. The Revenue of last year was accidentally under-stated by the sum of 
£5 6s. 9d. 


It needs an equal increase in the present year to raiso it to the point from which it has fallen since 


1881. 


The items of increase are Excise of £413 5s. 7d., Fines and Fees of £98 10s. 9d., and Stamps of 


£6 2s. Gd. ; the decrease being only under head of Reimbursements, a mere matter of accounts. 


This points to a steady increase in the consumption of rum, apart from the abnormal riso caused 


by the military operations of former years. 


I do not think it necessary to encumber this Report with the details of the returns of the Field 
Cornets, as was done by the Resident Magistrate for Durban in hix Annual Report for 1882. Ever 
since the conviction of Field Cornet Bamber, for embezzlement, in 1880, the office has either been in 
abeyance or has been held temporarily, and the returns have, as a matter of course, reflected this 
interval of uncertainty. The present officer has consequently been hampered by peculiar difficulties, in 
addition to those caused by the discrepancy between the arbitrary calendar, which fixes the commencement 
of the annual cycle at the same point throughout the world, and Nature, which has ordained a diametrical 
opposition in this point between the Northern and Southern Hemispheres. I have repeatedly called 
attention to the impossibility, under the abnormal sys!em still prevalent, of collecting agricultural 


statistics which can have any intrinsic value. 


Taking these very serious obstacles into consideration, the retnrns appear to me to shew great care, 


and have achieved a fair measure of success. With regard to the census, it appears that none has been 
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taken since the year 1880. As the By-Laws (vide Section XIX, Clause 215) provide for the execution 
of this necessary duty by the Town Council, when it may be deemed expedient, this matter has, I 
conclude, been taken out of my control as Resident Magistrate. 

x 


Under tho head of Fisheries some old errors still hold their ground, such as the use of the word 
“Barbel ” for the Silurus, or Siluroid, and of the French word Mallet for the English Daco. 


With regard to Agriculture, I believe that its prospects in the neighbourhood of the City are 
hopeful. 


Arboriculture flourishes and promises to increase the rainfall. 


The use of the three-furrow plough is at once a saving of labour, and an improvement in cultivation. 
A new era is, I trust, dawning upon the Natal farmer in the construction of Silos, now proved by over- 
whelming evidence to be a universal success, and peculiarly adapted to the climate of Natal, with its 
alternations of excessive moisture and drought, of its ground loaded with crops which cannot be 


harvested, and dry soil cracked and hardened by sun and arid winds, barren and useless. 


If our monetary depression leads us to seek wealth, where alone it can originate, and turns us from 


speculators into farmers, it may prove a blessing instead of a curse.

UMGENI DIVISION. 


From the Roturns furnished by the Field Cornets of this Division, it appears that, in spite of the 
decrease in the value of agricultural products, there has been: a large increase in the number of acres 
cultivated by Europeans, principally planted with mealies, forage, and potatoes, as well as in the land 
under cultivation by Natives in mealies and Kafir corn ; the returns of produce show particularly good 


crops. 


The crops standing in December show an increased acreage under mealies and forage, both by 


Europeans and Natives. 


Agricultural implements in the hands of Natives show a fair increase, showing the Natives are 


anxious to improve in this mode of cultivation. 
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UMGENI DIVISION (continued). 


The stock in the hands of Europeans shows a falling off under the headings Horses, Mules, Sheep, 
and Angora Goats, but an increase under those of Cattle and Pigs. Of that in possession of Natives, 
there has been a decrease tn Cattle, Horses, and Sheep, but considerable increase under Goats and 
Pigs. 


‘Wages have materially decreased, consequent on the reduced value of produce and stock. There 
has been a decrease in the number of Natives employed, owing chiefly to the increase of Coolie servants, 


and the removal of Natives employed on the Ladysmith Extension Railway to other Divisions. 


The Population Returns show an increase of 20 per cent. on the European, 50 per cent, on the 
Coolie, and 4 per cent. on the Native populations. 


Railway extension has progressed considerably, and there is every hope that the line as far as 
Caversham will be handed over to the Government early in 1884. 


The Native population of this Division are loyal, contented, and prosperous, and cheerfully pay 
their Hut Tax and Dog Tax.

The Criminal Returns show 571 cases reported, and 540 brought before the Resident Magistrate 
Of the 540 cases brought to trial, 38 were acquitted, 32 warned and discharged, 129 sent to the 
Saperior Courts for trial, and 341 were punished ; of these latter 288 were fined, 13 were imprisoned 


in lieu of fine, and 40 suffered peremptory imprisonment ; of these last, eleven received whippings. 


There have been few crimes. of any magnitude, the chief offences being petty assaults, faction 
fights, and contraventions of Ordinance 2, 1850, and Law 27, 1875. 


There have been very few cases of serious illaess during the year.

AGRICULTURE. 


The past year has been propitious for crops generally, for although the carly-planted Mealies 
failed to some extent, there is no doubt the later planting will turn out well, as the standing crops are 


very promising and the weather favourable, so that there is every appearance of an abundant harvest. 


Sugar Cane 


Has yielded well on all the Estates ; the standing crops look splendid, so that altogether the cultivation 
and manufacture of this product has been most successful ; but prices are lower at present than 
formerly. 


CoFFEE 


Receives very little attention from planters, and the same may be said of A:rrowroot, the cultivation of 
both having been abandoned to a great extent. It is said, however, that the cultivation of the latter is 


again about being commenced by some planters. 


Fruit. 


Bananas, Pine Apples, and other fruit is receiving considerable attention, the demand being good 


for home consumption and also export. 


Stock. 


Horned Cattle have done well generally, the pasture being good owing to favourable rains ; in 
some localities, however, losses have been sustained through disease, such as Lungsickness and the like, 
which for the most part is to be attributed to the trade with the Pondo Country, carried on by some 
traders. Horses also have done well, there being very few losses from sickness, and disease of any 
kind rarely heard of. It is not practicable to give the prices of Stock, eithey Horses or Horned Cattle, 


so much depends on the class of animal offered for sale. 


Ostrich farming has to a great extent been abandoned, it not being found to succeed from different 


adverse circumstances.

LasBour 


Is still scarce, and high wages are paid. This in a great measure is caused by the constant demand for 
‘men to carry on the new Railway Works, such labour being paid for at a higher rate than planters and 
farmers can afford to give. The Free Coolies in most instances appear to prefer cultivating on their 
own account to taking service with farmers and planters, although, as a rule, they have to pay high 
rents for the lands they occupy, particularly if near Durban or other towns ; while on the other hand 
their crops seldom seem to be of a very profitable character. 


The health of the population, both European, Indian, and Native, has been most satisfactory during 
the year.
